Chairman's Statement 


In 1984-85 TVOntario capitalized on the increased productivity it had achieved 
in the previous year. The result was a period of many successes on several fronts — 
among them, the expansion and refinement of TVOntario's service to the people of 
Ontario, the growth in public awareness of TVOntario as an invaluable learning 
resource, and the realization of additional revenues to maintain an expectation 
of excellence. 

TVOntario’s success in meeting the lifelong learning needs of the people of 
Ontario was evident in the response to many of its services. For instance, there was 
a splendid reaction to such part-time learning courses as The Middle East, What a 
Picture!, and Energy: Search for an Answer. 

Money$worth, a weekly series about personal finance, featured an interactive, 
computer-linked, electronic “bulletin board” that was enthusiastically received by 
viewers with home computers. 

The TVO Forum on Creativity, a pilot project for a new interactive, television- 
based learning system, was tested in 1984-85. The results were promising and TVO 
Forum, an idea that originated in TVOntario's Office of Development Research, will 
be adapted to provide new self-directed learning opportunities in the 1985-86 
broadcast year. 

The 1984-85 TVO network broadcast schedule introduced an additional early 
morning block of part-time learning programming in both English and French. 

This helped to increase total operating hours from 5,185 in 1983-84 to 5,863 in 
1984-85. 

The broadcast network itself expanded during the year. Medium-power 
rebroadcast transmitters in Penetang and Huntsville were opened, and construction 
of two others, in Belleville and Kingston, was begun. Also, 51 more low-power 
rebroadcast transmitters, funded by the Ministry of Northern Affairs, were 
installed in communities in the more isolated northern regions of the province. 

A very exciting development in 1984 was the announcement by the provincial 
Ministry of Citizenship and Culture and the federal Department of Communications 
of their intention to co-fund TVOntario's creation of a dedicated French-language 
service. It is expected to be available, primarily through Ontario cable outlets, by 
early 1987. 

During the year, the organization continued to play an active role in the 
shaping of a still volatile Canadian broadcast policy environment. Presentations and 
written submissions were made by TVOntario to the Canadian Radio-television and 
Telecommunications Commission on such issues as new cable television regulations, 
the long-distance distribution of Canadian broadcast signals, and the development 
of a nationwide broadcast service for Canadian children and youth. The modification 
of the Telefilm Canada Broadcast Program Development Fund may have considera- 
ble impact on TVOntario's future production plans; independent producers can now 
apply to that fund when working with educational broadcasters, that category of 
broadcaster having previously been excluded from the terms of application. 

In the schools, the number of TVOntario-trained television resource teachers 
rose from 4,000 to 4,600. TVOntario began to catalogue and distribute Ministry of 
Education-licensed educational software. And a major survey of the needs of 
French-language classrooms in Ontario was completed. 

TVOntario's researchers also tabled, in 1984, the welcome and valuable results 
of a Survey that revealed the viewing audience's perceptions of the network. It was 
particularly gratifying, for example, to find that 87 percent of TVOntario’s viewing 
public agreed with the statement that “TVO provides opportunities for viewers to 
learn throughout all stages of their lives.” 

____ Beyond this recognition that TVOntario has now successfully positioned itself 
ina highly competitive broadcast arena, there is also evidence of rapid growth in 
audience size and involvement. Calls and letters to TVOntario’s Audience Relations 


department increased last year by 30 percent. Phone calls to Speaking Out, TVOnta- 
rio’s flagship audience participation series, were up a remarkable 60 percent. And, 
according to Bureau of Broadcast Measurement statistics, the 1984-85 tally of the 
network's weekly at-home viewing audience bettered the 1983-84 figure by 

8.9 percent. 

Some of this increase in viewership can be attributed to the substantially 
greater amount and quality of media coverage garnered by TVOntario during 1984- 
85. The sold-out attendance at last year’s live presentations of TVOntario's Polka 
Dot Door and Today's Special children's shows demonstrates the popularity of these 
series with youngsters and parents alike. 

Internationally, TVOntario’s achievements in 1984-85 were recognized with 13 
awards from major film and television festivals. Among these was the U.S.-based 
Action for Children’s Television Media Award, won by TVOntario for an unprece- 
dented third year in a row. No other “foreign” producer has been so honored. 

Also at the international level, TVOntario's reputation as an important research 
facility was bolstered by the warm reception given to the organization's publication 
of the UNESCO-supported New Technologies in Canadian Education. More than 
7,000 single copies of this 17-part study were sold around the world in 1984-85. 

In all aspects of revenue generation, TVOntario increased its gross totals consid- 
erably over those of 1983-84: marketing sales, up 55 percent; corporate and foun- 
dation underwriting, up 50 percent; government project-specific funding, up 49 
percent; and last year’s Public Membership campaign contributions bettered the 
previous year's by 18 percent. We are most appreciative of all this support and we 
hope that our work justifies the confidence of our funders. 

There are many others to thank for TVOntario’s success in 1984-85. We are 
sincerely grateful to Ontario taxpayers who, through the ministries of Citizenship 
and Culture, Education, and Colleges and Universities, provide so much of our 
funding. We appreciate the confidence that these ministries show in us, and the 
cooperation that their ministers and staff continue to extend to TVOntario. 

Our thanks and appreciation also go to TVOntario’s regional councillors and the 
members of the Francophone Advisory Council for their unstinting work on our 
behalf throughout this huge and diverse province. 

And | must thank my colleagues on TVOntario's Board of Directors for the 
astute direction they have generously and graciously continued to give. 

This year, as | leave TVOntario and glance back to 1979 when | joined the orga- 
nization, my gratitude to everybody who works for TVOntario is especially deeply 
felt (and consequently even more difficult to express). They have done good things; 
things they can be proud of. | am privileged, and very pleased, to have had the great 
and good fortune to have been a part of it all.

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Le mot du president 


En 1984-1985, TVOntario a mis a profit la productivite accrue qu'il avait réali- 
sée l'année précédente. Cette action a eu pour resultat une période marquée par de 
nombreux succés sur plusieurs volets ; citons, entre autres, l’expansion et l'améliora- 
tion des services que TVOntario met a la disposition de la population ontarienne, une 
plus grande sensibilisation du public aux ressources inestimables de TVOntario en 
matiére d'apprentissage et la realisation de revenus supplementaires afin de mainte- 
nir les normes d'excellence auxquelles s’attend le public. 

Lintérét suscité par ses nombreux services est un signe évident que TVOntario 
réussit a repondre avec succes aux besoins de formation permanente de la popula- 
tion ontarienne. A témoin, la réaction enthousiaste aux cours d'apprentissage a 
temps partiel comme The Middle East, What a Picture! et Energy: Search for an 
Answer. 

Money$worth, serie hebdomadaire traitant de questions financieres person- 
nelles, est al’origine d'un « babillard » électronique interactif informatise qui a 
eté accueilli avec enthousiasme par les spectateurs possedant un ordinateur 
domestique. 

Le Forum TVO sur la creéativite, projet pilote pour la mise en oeuvre d'un nou- 
veau concept en matiere de systemes d’apprentissage interactifs axés sur la teélévi- 
sion, a été mis a !'essai en 1984-1985. Les résultats se sont avérés prometteurs, et 
le Forum TVO, idée qui avait pris naissance au Service de la recherche pour le déve- 
loppement de TVOntario, sera aiguillé de facon a offrir de nouvelles occasions d’ap- 
prentissage autonome au cours de l'année de diffusion 1985-1986. 

Un bloc supplementaire d’emissions d’eéducation permanente en anglais et en 
francais, en debut de matinee, est venu s'ajouter a lhoraire des émissions du réseau 
TVO en 1984-1985. Cette initiative a contribuée a augmenter le nombre total 
d'heures d’exploitation, lequel est passé de 5 185 en 1983-1984a5 863 en 
1984-1985. 

Le reseau de diffusion, pour sa part, a pris de l’expansion au cours de l'année 
avec l'inauguration de reemetteurs de moyenne puissance a Penetang et a Hunts- 
ville et la mise en chantier de deux autres a Belleville et a Kingston. En outre, dans le 
cadre d'un projet finance par le ministére des Affaires du Nord, 51 nouveaux réé- 
metteurs de faible puissance ont éte installés dans les localités éloignées du nord de 
la province. 

Lannée 1984 a ete marquée par un événement retentissant : l’'annonce par le 
ministere provincial des Affaires civiques et culturelles et le ministére fédéral des 
Communications de leur intention de financer conjointement la création d'une 
chaine exclusivement de langue francaise a TVOntario. Ce service, qui sera offert 
principalement par l’intermediaire des réseaux de cablodistribution, est prévu pour 
le debut de 1987. 

Au cours de l'année, l’organisme a continué de jouer un réle énergique dans la 
definition d'un contexte, encore volatile, de politique canadienne de radiodiffusion. 
TVOntario a presente au Conseil de la radiodiffusion et des télecommunications 
canadiennes des exposes et des mémoires sur des questions comme le nouveau 
reglement régissant la télévision par cable, la distribution sur de longues distances 
des signaux de diffusion canadienne et |'élaboration, a l’échelon national, d'un ser- 
vice d'emissions a I'intention des enfants et des jeunes du Canada. La modification 
apportee au Fonds de développement de la programmation de Téléfilm Canada est 
un évenement susceptible d’avoir un impact considérable sur les projets de produc- 
tion future de TVOntario; les producteurs indépendants, catégorie qui autrefois 
était exclue en vertu des réglements régissant cet organisme, ont désormais accés a 


ce fonds lorsqu'ils travaillent en collaboration avec les radiodiffuseurs a vocation 
educative. 


Dans les écoles, le nombre de personnes ressources en télééducation formées 
par TVOntario est passé de 4 000 a 4 600. TVOntario a commencé le catalogage et 
la distribution de didacticiels produits sous licence du ministére de |’Education. 
Signalons en outre qu'une importante étude sur les besoins des écoles de langue 
francaise en Ontario a été menée a bonne fin. 

En 1984 également, les chercheurs de TVOntario ont présenté officiellement 
les résultats d'une etude mettant en lumiere les perceptions qu’ont les téléspecta- 
teurs du réseau de diffusion, résultats appréciables et fort attendus. Ainsi, la cons- 
tatation que 87 % de l’auditoire de TVOntario était d’accord avec |'énoncé selon 
lequel « TVOntario offre aux telespectateurs des occasions d’apprentissage a toutes 
les etapes de la vie » a ete accueillie avec une satisfaction particuliére. 

Outre la reconnaissance du fait que TVOntario s'est taillé avec succes une place 
sur le marche hautement concurrentiel de la radiodiffusion, des signes évidents de 
croissance rapide et de participation active de l'auditoire se manifestent également. 
Le nombre d'appels et de lettres recus au Service des relations avec |'auditoire de 
TVOntario a augmente de 30 % au cours de l'année derniére. Fait remarquable, les 
appels telephoniques acheminés a Speaking Out, emission prestigieuse de TVOnta- 
rio a participation du public, ont augmente de 60 %. Selon les statistiques du 
Bureau of Broadcast Measurement, |'auditoire hebdomadaire au foyer de TVOntario 
s'est accru de 8,9 % par rapport a 1983-1984. 

Cette croissance de la clientele est en partie attribuable a |'augmentation sub- 
stantielle de l'ampleur et de la qualité de la couverture-médias acquise par TVOnta- 
rio au cours de 1984-1985. Les presentations en direct a salle pleine, l'année der- 
niere, des emissions pour enfants Polka Dot Door et Today's Special temoignent de la 
popularité de ces séries aussi bien aupreés des jeunes que des parents. 

Sur le plan international, TVOntario s'est vu décerner, pour ses realisations en 
1984-1985, 13 distinctions dans le cadre des principaux festivals du film et de la 
television. Citons, entre autres, le prix de la Action for Children’s Television Media, 
établi aux E-U., decerne a TVOntario pour la troisieme année consecutive, évene- 
ment sans precedent. En effet, aucun autre producteur « étranger » n'a ete honoreé 
de cette distinction jusqu’a ce jour. 

Toujours sur le plan international, la reputation de TVOntario comme impor- 
tant centre de recherche s'est encore affermie avec l’accueil chaleureux accordeé a la 
publication de l'étude Les Nouvelles Technologies en education au Canada subven- 
tionnée par |'Unesco. Plus de 7 000 exemplaires individuels des 17 fascicules qui 
composent cette étude ont ete vendus a travers le monde en 1984-1985. 

Dans tous les secteurs générateurs de revenus, les recettes globales de TVOnta- 
rio ont augmenté considérablement par rapport a celles de 1983-1984 : commercia- 
lisation, en hausse de 55 % ; souscription de fonds par des sociétes et des fonda- 
tions, en hausse de 50 % ; financement gouvernemental pour des projets spéciaux, 
en hausse de 49 % ; et les recettes de la campagne de souscription publique de 
l'année derniére ont été de 18 % supérieures a celles de l'année precedente. Nous 
apprécions cet appui au plus haut point et nous espérons que le travail accompli 
justifie la confiance que nous temoignent nos pourvoyeurs de fonds. 

Bien d'autres persones et organismes ont droit a nos remerciements pour les 
réussites de TVOntario en 1984-1985. Nous sommes sincerement reconnaissants 
aux contribuables de |'Ontario, qui, par lentremise du ministere des Affaires civi- 
ques et culturelles, du ministére de IEducation et du ministere des Colleges et Uni- 
versités, ont contribué dans une si large mesure a notre financement. Nous appre- 
cions la confiance que nous témoignent ces ministeres et la collaboration que leurs 
ministres et leurs personnels continuent d'apporter a TVOntario. — 

Nous exprimons également nos remerciements et notre gratitude aux conseil- 
lers régionaux et aux membres du Conseil consultatif francophone pour le travail 


assidu qu’ils entreprennent dans toutes les régions de cette province immense et 
diversifiée. 

Je tiens aussi a remercier mes collegues du Conseil d’administration de TVOnta- 
rio pour les conseils judicieux qu’ils m’ont prodigués avec tant de generosite et de 
sollicitude. 

En quittant TVOntario et en jetant un regard rétrospectif sur les années écou- 
lees depuis 1979, quand j'ai débute au sein de l’organisme, je voudrais exprimer ma 
profonde reconnaissance a chacun des membres du personnel de TVOntario, recon- 
naissance d'autant plus vive que les mots me manquent pour I’exprimer. Ils ont 
accompli de belles choses ; des choses dont ils peuvent étre fiers. C'est pour moi un 
privilege autant qu'un plaisir d’avoir eu la chance inestimable de participer a ces 
realisations.

Polka Dot Door and Today's Special 
had their most successful Seasons ever 
in 1984-85 — both reached at-home 
audiences of more than 300,000 
youngsters. Six Today's Special Live 
presentations played to sold-out 
houses across the province, and Polka 
Dot Door Live, as an integral part of 
the Ontario Bicentennial Tour, was 
seen by an estimated 200,000 
children. 

In preparation for the 1985-86 
season, TVOntario produced a success- 
ful pilot of Dear Aunt Agnes, a new 
series for children aged 7 to 12. 

A major accomplishment in 
French-language programming for 
children at home was the completion 
of the final 32 episodes of Fasse- 
Partout, produced with Quebec's 
DGME (Direction générale des moyens 
d’enseignement). 

TVOntario acquisitions, such as 
Dick Turpin, appealed to a large teen- 
age audience. In the spring of 1985, 
viewing levels in the 12-to-17 age 
bracket rose by 48 percent over those 
of spring 1984 (Bureau of Broadcast 
Measurement figures). TVOntario 
programming for children and youth 
at home won awards at the Chicago 
Film Festival and the Boston Gabriel 
Awards in 1985.

En prévision de la saison 1985-

Parmi les nouvelles acquisitions de 
TVOntario, Dick Turpin a attire un 
auditoire important d’adolescents.

Once again, the success of 
TVOntario schools programming was 
marked by the arrival of hundreds of 
letters of praise and gratitude from 
teachers and students. Foremost 
among the series mentioned were 
Report Canada, Read All About It!, and 
We Live Next Door. 

French-language programming 
for children and youth in school was 
highlighted by the adaptation, under 
the series title Sciences générales, of 
six of the English-language senior 
science mini-series. Also, 21 episodes 
of Ani-maths (for grade 4-6 mathe- 
matics) were produced. Teacher's 
guides for Terrarium, Logiciel, Puceron, 
and several Sciences générales mini- 
Series were published. 

English-language programming 
completed 20 episodes of the chil- 
dren's French-as-a-second-language 
series, Téeléfrancais. Twenty-five pro- 
grams in the Canadian Literature 
series (a cooperative venture spon- 
sored by the Canadian Council of Minis- 
ters of Education) were produced. 

Four more mini-series in the 
Concepts of Science project were 
completed. 

Sales to Ontario educators of the 
publications accompanying TVOnta- 
rio's educational programs and series 
increased by 100 percent (to $88,500).

Encore une fois, des milliers de 
lettres de félicitations et de reconnais- 
sance venant d’enseignants aussi bien 
que d’éleves temoignent du succés de 
la programmation scolaire de TVOnta- 
rio. Les séries Report Canada, Read All 
About It! et We Live Next Door ont 
souleveé le plus d’enthousiasme. 

La programmation en langue 
francaise a l'intention des enfants et 
des jeunes a l'école a pris une nouvelle 
dimension avec l’adaptation, sous le 
titre de Sciences générales, de six des 
miniseries de sciences en langue 
anglaise pour les éléves du cycle supé- 
rieur. Mentionnons également la pro- 
duction de 21 emissions de la série de 
mathematiques Ani-maths (destinée 
aux éleves de la 4° a la 6° année) ainsi 
que la publication de guides pédagogi- 
ques pour 7errarium, Logiciel, Puceron 
et plusieurs miniséries de Sciences 
generales. 

Le service de programmation en 
langue anglaise a mis la touche finale 
aux 20 épisodes de la série Téléfran- 
cals, al'intention des enfants, pour 
l'apprentissage du francais langue 
seconde. Vingt-cing emissions de la 
série Canadian Literature (un projet 
conjoint commandité par le Conseil 
Canadien des ministres de I'Education) 
ont été realisées. 

Quatre miniséries de plus ont été 
achevées dans le cadre du projet 
Concepts in Science. 

La vente de documents d'accom- 
pagnement aux éducateurs de |'Onta- 
rio pour les émissions et séries éducati- 
ves de TVOntario a atteint 88 500 $, 
une augmentation de 100 %. 

Good Work 5 et Artscape ont 
remporte des prix décernés respective- 
ment par les Ohio State Awards et 
Action for Children’s Television 
(Washington, D.C.).

This was a year of innovation in 
TVOntario's programming for adults. 
Two examples in English-language 
programming were the Made in Britain 
drama specials aired in the Speaking 
Out audience participation format, and 
the stereo broadcast, over three con- 
secutive evenings, of Nicholas Nickleby, 

French-language programming 
also created a major innovation with 
broadcasts of Le Lys et le Trillium — 
live-to-air forums devoted to issues 
important to Franco-Ontarians. Ina 
similar vein, 26 episodes of Mosaique, 
a series of documentaries exploring life 
in the Franco-Ontarian milieu, were 
completed. 

The year was marked also by a 
further move in the direction of co- 
production or co-acquisition of other- 
wise prohibitively expensive high- 
quality programming. Among these 
successful ventures were The Final 
Chapter? (co-produced with NHK 
Japan), Handel (co-produced with Arts 
International), The Living Planet 
(acquired jointly by TVOntario, Access 
Alberta, and B.C’s Knowledge Net- 
work), Une génération en attente (co- 
produced with Radio-Canada), and 
Scenes et Miroirs (co-produced with 
the National Film Board of Canada). 

Award-winning TVOntario- 
produced programs included Childhood 
Cancer: A Day ata Time, Vista's “The 
Back Attack,” and Full of Sound and 
Fury: Living with Schizophrenia.

TVOntario's Part-Time Learning 
branch was very busy during the year 
with production and development of 
new programs, series, and project 
materials (publications, computer 
software, workshops, and seminars). 

New Part-Time Learning projects 
aired in 1984-85 included The Middle 
East, Energy: Search for an Answer, 
What a Picture!, and two 
French-language projects — Le 
Moyen-Orient and Le tourisme, c'est 
votre affaire. 

Among the projects in production 
during 1984-85 for distribution in the 
1985-86 season were Automating the 
Office, Fish On!, Educating the Special 
Child, and Parenting: Six Vital Issues. A 
pilot program for the proposed English 
As a Second Language project was 
completed and a thorough evaluation 
procedure was undertaken. 

Development work on half a 
dozen other projects, slated for 
production in 1985-86, was initiated, 

Paid enrollments in 1984-85 
Part-Time Learning activities totalled 
10,437. 

In addition, there were 1,517 
enrollments at participating Ontario 
universities for credit telecourses 
produced and distributed by 
TVOntario.

Research 


TVOntario’s three research 
departments — Development, Market, 
and Project — continue to play a major 
role in shaping the direction of the 
organization's work and in providing a 
unique survey of the continued effec- 
tiveness of that work. 

In 1984-85 the Office of Develop- 
ment Research designed and imple- 
mented the pilot TVO Forum on the 
topic of creativity. The Forum concept, 
with a new theme, has been adopted 
by TVOntario’s Adult Programming 
sector and is now being developed for 
the 1985-86 broadcast season. Other 
1984-85 Development Research 
projects investigated the present and 
future applications of computer con- 
ferencing, videodiscs, computer- 
managed instruction, and the micro- 
computer in teaching and learning. 
Attendance at Canadian and inter- 
national conferences, plus the world- 
wide distribution of Office of Develop- 
ment Research publications, such as 
the UNESCO-supported New 7echnolo- 
gies in Canadian Education, helped 
TVOntario establish valuable external 
contacts. 

Market Research conducted 
many different studies for many dif- 
ferent areas of the organization. 
Among the surveys completed were 
two for Part-Time Learning on the 
economic and the sociopolitical con- 
cerns of adults in Ontario. A major 
survey on the learning needs of the 
province's French-language classrooms 
will have considerable impact on TVOn- 
tario’s work in this area. 

Project Research continued to 
perform pre- and post-production 
evaluations of existing and new TVOn- 
tario projects. Experimental initiatives 
included an evaluation of computer 
software developed for The Mole Con- 
cept (one of the senior science mini- 
series), and the use of Chinese and 
Spanish in the testing of the proposed 
English As a Second Language project.

Recherche 


Les trois services de recherche de 
TVOntario continuent de jouer un role 
important dans l’orientation des tra- 
vaux de l’organisme et en assurent le 
controle rigoureux.

Network Extension 


Each year, as new transmitters 
are launched, TVOntario advances a 
little closer to its goal of providing 
service to al/the people of Ontario. 
Success is measured now in terms of 
one or two percentage points. In 
1983-84 the TVOntario signal 
(distributed via Canada’s Anik C3 
communications satellite) reached 93 
percent of the province's population. 
By year end in 1984-85 that figure 
was 95 percent. 

Two new medium-powered 
transmitters were launched — one 
each in the Huntsville and Penetang 
areas. Construction proceeded on two 
more in Belleville and Kingston, to be 
launched in December 1985. 
Construction of the Peterborough area 
transmitter was delayed because of 
local concerns about the location of 
the transmitter site. 

The installation of TVOntario's 
low-power rebroadcast transmitters 
(LPRTs) in the more remote northern 
communities of the province 
continued apace. During 1984-85, 51 
LPRTs were installed. Twenty-four of 
these were operational by 31 March 
1985. This brought the total number 
of communities receiving TVOntario's 
signal from Ministry of Northern 
Affairs-financed LPRTs to 96. .

Educational Telematics 


The word telematics was recently 
coined to convey the notion of a mar- 
riage between computer processing 
and telecommunications. At TVOnta- 
rio, educational telematics potentially 
involves the production, acquisition, 
and distribution of educational 
computer software, the provision of 
educational databases and networks, 
and related activities. 

During 1984-85 much of Educa- 
tional Telematics time was taken up 
with the maintenance of TVOntario’s 
existing Telidon projects (including the 
Student Guidance Information Serv- 
ice), the marketing launch of Createx C 
(Telidon frame creation software), the 
development of Createx Plus (a refine- 
ment of Createx C), and the establish- 
ment of a software development 
function. 

Educational Telematics was also 
involved in the cataloguing and distri- 
bution of Ministry of Education- 
licensed educational software (the 
Exemplary Lessonware Project) for the 
Icon, the first of the Ontario Approved 
Eductional Microcomputers. 

And, in cooperation with TVOnta- 
rio's schools programming branch, 
work was begun on the definition and 
design of interactive video learning 
packages that combine video and 
computer-based educational software.

In 1984-85 gross sales of all 
TVOntario products in all markets 
(Canada, the United States, and 
international) outside Ontario 
exceeded those of 1983-84 by 55 
percent. Also, there was a 61 percent 
increase in the sales of 
French-language products. 

An important entry into the U.S. 
business and industry nonbroadcast 
market was achieved through the 
signing of an agreement with 
Time-Life Inc. to distribute Bits and 
Bytes and Automating the Office. 

The organization, already well 
based in several European countries, 
expanded its operations in the 
international marketplace with sales 
to Australia, Saudi Arabia, Singapore, 
and Venezuela.

Membership Revenue 


Membership funds, solicited from 
TVOntario's viewers, are used exclu- 
sively for the production or acquisition 
of new programming. Membership 
moneys are important to the mainte- 
nance of the already high standards of 
the TVOntario service. This third year 
of the Membership campaign was the 
most successful yet. 

Gross revenues from TVOntario’s 
Membership campaign (both on air 
and through direct mailings) increased 
in 1984-85 by 18.7 percent. 

Most heartening was a ten per- 
cent increase in the average amount of 
Membership donations from individual 
viewers, 

An important addition to the 
year’s campaign was the creation of a 
“matching grants” program whereby 
participating corporations donated 
amounts equal to those contributed 
by their employees. Six companies 
took advantage of this opportunity in 
1984-85. They were:

Project Revenue 


Approximately 70 percent of 
TVOntario's annual budget require- 
ments are met by generous provincial 
government grants. The remaining 
30 percent are generated by TVOntario 
through its marketing efforts, the 
annual Membership campaign, and the 
solicitation of project-specific grants 
from private corporations and founda- 
tions, and from provincial and federal 
government ministries, departments, 
and agencies. 

During 1984-85 TVOntario 
worked very hard to acquire funding 
for a variety of projects. The work was 
rewarded with considerable success. 
Gross revenue in the form of govern- 
ment project-specific grants increased 
49 percent. Gross revenue from corpo- 
rate and foundation funding grew by 
50 percent. (A complete list of govern- 
ment and corporate contributors to 
TVOntario’s activities in 1984-85 
appears on the back cover of this 
report.) 

These achievements were coupled 
with an overall reduction of 15 percent 
in the costs of all revenue-generating 
activities: Marketing, Membership 
Revenue, and Project Revenue.

In 1984-85 TVOntario's revenues 
from all sources totalled $41.7 million, 
an increase of 2.3 percent over the 
1983-84 figure. 

The provincial government, 
through its ministries of Citizenship 
and Culture and Education, remained 
the organization's major funder and 
accounted for 70 percent of total reve- 
nues. In 1984-85 base funding from 
these two ministries grew by 3.0 
percent to $29.2 million. 

In the light of TVOntario’s 
expressed desire — in the 1984-88 
strategic plan — to increase revenues 
generated through its own efforts, 
1984-85 was a successful year. 
Moneys derived from Project Revenue, 
Membership Revenue, the sales of 
programs and support materials, and 
all other sources accounted for $12.5 
million — 30 per cent — of TVOnta- 
rio’s total revenues. 

While Project Revenue commit- 
ments from both the public and 
private sectors exceeded those of the 
previous year, the amount indicated in 
the financial statement has declined 
because funding for specific projects 
is recognized in the financial state- 
ments of the year in which the project 
is completed; funds received before 
that date are deferred and correspond- 
ing expenditures are reflected as 
“work in progress.” 

Public Membership donations 
from individual viewers increased sig- 
nificantly — 18.7 percent. More than 
26,000 Members contributed almost 
$1.0 million to the production and 
acquisition of new programming. 

In the public sector, major project- 
specific funding was received from the 
Ontario Ministry of Colleges and 
Universities ($1.1 million in support of 
postsecondary credit telecourses) and 
from the federal Department of the 
Secretary of State ($1.6 million for 
French-language programming, 
through the Official Languages in 
Education program). The Ministry of 
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Education contributed $0.4 million in 
special project funding for the distri- 
bution of the Ontario Educational 
Software Service. Also, the Ministry of 
Education (through the BILD program) 
and the Department of the Secretary 
of State supplied $0.5 million and $0.2 
million respectively to TVOntario’s 
Telidon development project. 

Commitments from the private 
sector totalled more than $0.6 million. 
The major contributor in 1984-85 
was Sperry Inc. ($0.4 million for Auto- 
mating the Office). 

Revenue figures from the sales of 
programs and support materials 
include moneys generated not only by 
the marketing of TVOntario products 
and services around the world, but 
also by the distribution of publications, 
Part-Time Learning courses, and the 
TVO videotape program service — all 
of which are conducted in Ontario on a 
cost recovery basis. 

Gross revenue from the sale of 
programs and support materials 
increased by 28.3 percent to almost 
$5.0 million. 


Expenditures 

Operating expenditures for the 
year totalled $43.5 million — up 7.9 
percent from 1983-84. The increased 
spending reflects a strategic decision 
to enlarge the inventory of TVOntario- 
produced programming, the sales of 
which will generate increased income. 

Programming expenditures came 
to $25.2 million. This accounts for 58 
percent of 1984-85's total expendi- 
tures and represents an increase of 8.2 
percent over 1983-84. At the same 
time, the hours of programming pro- 
duced by TVOntario increased by 9.6 
percent and, as planned, the hours of 
acquired programming decreased. 

Broadcast distribution expendi- 
tures totalled $3.8 million, an increase 
of 10.4 percent. Network extension — 
the operation of new transmitters in 


- Huntsville, Penetang, and northern 
- Ontario — accounted for the major 


cost increases. 

A total of $2.4 million — an 
increase of 10.4 percent — was spent 
on research and development activi- 
ties. These included work on enriched 
learning systems, the impact of tech- 
nological change, the Ontario Educa- 
tional Software Service, and the 
TVOntario Telidon project. 

Administrative costs amounted to 
$4.8 million — up by 11.4 percent 
from 1983-84. This increase beyond 
normal inflationary levels was mainly a 
result of new computer systems devel- 
opment and the organization's need 
for additional support services. 

Fixed assets, purchased from 
operating revenue, totalled $0.7 mil- 
lion. A substantial portion of this fig- 
ure relates to computer hardware. In 
addition, $1.4 million was incurred for 
lease payments on technical equip- 
ment, acquired during the last few 
years, with a capital value of $6.3 
million. 

TVOntario deferred the expendi- 
ture of $1.0 million to the following 
year in order to achieve operating 
economy and effectiveness. This com- 
mitted sum is made up of $0.5 million 
from Public Membership contributions 
received in 1984-85 and $0.5 million 
in revenues earmarked for specific 
projects that will be completed 
in 1985-86. 

Expenditures for the year there- 
fore exceeded revenue by $1.8 million. 
However, with the addition of 1983- 
84's $1.4 million in retained income, 
the deficit at the end of 1984-85 
becomes $0.4 million.

Notes to Financial Statements 
31 March 1985 


1. Summary of significant accounting policies 

(a) The financial statements of The Ontario 
Educational Communications Authority (the 
Authority) have been prepared in accordance with 
generally accepted accounting principles with the 
following exceptions: 

Fixed assets, with the exception of transmission 
facilities located on the CN Tower, are expensed in 
the year of acquisition. Additionally, these fixed 
assets and related depreciation or amortization 
charges are accounted for in the Fixed Assets and 
Equity of the Province of Ontario accounts. 

All leases in the nature of capital leases are 
accounted for as operating leases and the related 
lease payments are expensed as incurred. 

Membership contributions are accounted for on 
a cash basis. 


(b) Fixed Assets 

Fixed assets are recorded at cost and are 
depreciated or amortized according to the following 
methods: 


Diminishing balance: 
Building — 5% 
Furniture — 20% 
Motor vehicles — 30% 
Equipment, except certain transmission facilities 
on the CN Tower — 25% 

Straight line: 
Leasehold improvements — over the period of 
tenancy 
Transmission facilities located on the CN Tower 
over a period of 18 years 


(c) Inventories 

(i) Program support materials, film, stores, and 
supplies are valued at the lower of cost or net 
realizable value, where cost is determined ona 
first-in, first-out basis (except for videotapes, 
which are on a weighted average basis). 

(ii) Program production work in progress is valued 
at cost and contains direct costs of freelance 
staff and crews, studio facilities, property 
settings, film processing, program rights, and 
acquisitions. 

The costs of staff within the Authority 
whose main activities are directed to program 
production are also included, 

The costs of program production work in 
progress are recorded as charges to 
programming expenditure in the year program 
production is completed. 


(d) Marketing rights 
(i) Canadian rights are expensed in the year of 
acquisition. 
(ii) International rights are recorded at cost and 
amortized on the declining balance method at a 
50 percent rate. 


(e) Deferred revenue 

Grants and revenues received in the year with 
restrictions on its use are deferred until the 
applicable conditions have been fulfilled. 


(f) Programming expenditure 

A portion of the excess of revenue over 
expenditure from program sales and the revenue 
from Membership contributions is to be used in 
program production and acquisition in the following 
year.

(g) Income tax 

The Authority is exempt from income tax since 
it is a crown corporation of the Province of Ontario. 
Accordingly, no provision for income tax is made in 
the financial statements.

6. Network Expansion Grants and Expenditures 

Before 1984-85, the Province of Ontario 
granted $8,419,683 for the extension of the 
network to Timmins, North Bay, Owen Sound, the 
Muskokas, Kingston, Peterborough, Belleville, and 
125 northern communities. 

An amount of $1,671,517 was received from 
the province during 1984-85 (1983-84 — 
$3,589,266) to continue the project. An additional 
$60, 139 has been included in accounts receivable 
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and will be funded by the Ministry of Northern 
Affairs during 1985-86. 

Interest earned on the grant to date totalled 
$99,209. 

To date, expenditures on land, building design, 
construction, and equipment total $9,574,383, of 
which $2,932,833 was spent during 1984-85 
(1983-84 — $2,698,030). The unexpended balance 
of $676,165 has been deferred to cover future 
expenditures. 


7. Lease Commitments 
(a) Transmission facilities 

The Authority has entered into long-term leases 
and agreements to pay operating costs of 
transmission facilities having varying terms up to 
1988, plus options to renew for additional periods. 
Lease payments in the current year amounted to 
$1,307,266 (1984 — $1,240,150). 


(b) Premises 

The Authority's premises at 2180 Yonge Street, 
Toronto, are leased at an approximate annual rent of 
$1,004,468 under an agreement to lease for a period 
of 15 years to 1 April 1987, renewable for a further 
period of five years. 


(c) Equipment 

The Authority has entered into leases for 
equipment for its own use, with varying terms of up 
to five years. Lease payments in the current year 
amounted to $1,355,022 (1984 — $1,171,800). 

In addition, the Authority has entered into 
leases for equipment with terms of three years. This 
equipment has been subleased to various school 
boards. In the current year lease expense was 
$251,379 (1984 — $389,420) and lease revenue was 
$273,789 (1984 — $389,278).

8. Long-Term Debt 

The Authority has a repayment agreement with 
the Crown Assets Disposal Corporation for the 
capital costs of Channel 19 transmission facilities 
located on the CN Tower. Interest rates are 8 1/6 to 
93/4 percent. The long-term debt, which expires in 
1997, is secured by the transmission facilities. 


9. Capital Renewal Fund 

To ensure that the Authority's technical capital 
assets keep pace with technological changes, the 
Capital Renewal Fund was established in 1983-84 to 
provide funds for future maintenance and 
replacement of technical capital assets when 
needed. During 1984-85, the fund received 
$844,000 (1983-84 — $750,000) from the Province 
of Ontario. The fund earned interest of $97,000 
during the year. 


10. Marketing Rights 

Amortization charges of $270,567 (1984 — 
$172,005) for international marketing rights are 
included in the program and support sales 
expenditure. 


11. Pension Plan 

The Authority has pension plans covering 
substantially all employees. The contributions by 
employees together with those made by the 
Authority are deposited with trustee according to 
the terms of the plans. Pensions at retirement are 
related to years of credited service and earnings. 

An actuarial valuation of the Authority's 
pension plans at 1 January 1983 revealed a surplus 
of $551,380. The Authority's current-year 
contribution was $591,556 (1984 — $524,050). 


12. Charitable Status 

The Authority has been approved by Revenue 
Canada as a registered charitable organization and 
may issue income tax receipts for contributions.

TVOntario was celebrating 15 years of educational broadcasting when | arrived. The organiza- 
tion had won a worldwide reputation for excellence in education and telecommunications, and 
was known for its commitment to universal access to opportunities for lifelong learning. It 
possessed unique status as a cultural agency, with its broadcast signal available, in English and 


French, to 95 percent of this province’s population (a third of all Canadians). 


It was my privilege to take part in some of TVOntario’s many successes during 
1985-86. These are detailed in the pages of this report, but some figures are especially 
heartening: our adult viewing audience increased by five percent; enrollments in TVO adult part: 
time learning courses grew by 50 percent; project-specific funding from corporations, 
foundations, and government was up 32 percent; the number of viewers who became

s rose from 26,000 to 38,000; and revenue from Members’ donations 
d by 58 percent. 
in short, TVOntario continued to grow in stature in the eyes of those people — 
ers to seniors — whose learning needs it sought to fill.

Au moment de mon entrée en fonctions, TVOntario célébrait ses quinze ans de radiodiffusion 

éducative. L’organisme avait acquis une réputation internationale d’excellence en matiére 

BE hacation et de télécommunication, et son engagement a promouvoir I’universalité d’accés 

a: occasions de formation permanente lui avait valu la notoriété. En tant que service a voca- 
tion culturelle, il jouissait d’un statut privilégié, son signal, disponible en anglais et en francais, 
rejoignant 95 % de la population de cette province (un tiers de l'ensemble des Canadiens). 

Le privilege me fut donné de contribuer aux nombreux succés réalisés par

Ontario and the core of all our other activities. At the moment, four out of every five hours on 
the TVO network are repeats: new TVOntario productions account for only eight percent of the 
year’s broadcast schedule: in 1985-86 there was no budget at all for at-home programming for 
youth (and none will be produced in 1986-87): and 1985-86 saw a decline in the number of 
hours of production in all kinds of programming at TVOntario. 

This reduction in the quantity, though not, as yet, the quality of our program- 
ming, must be dealt with now. 

The most challenging new ventures in fiscal 1985-86 were the start of work for 
TVOntario’s French-language service and for distribution of the Ontario Legislature service, 
increased commitments to the native community and to programming for the hearing-impaired, 
and planning for much-needed new programming for Ontario schools, especially in science and 
technology. The full effect of these initiatives cannot be assessed until the end of fiscal 1986-87. 

In the meantime, looking back on the achievements of 1985-86, we are grateful 
for the support of our viewers and funders, especially the taxpayers of Ontario who, through 
the ministries of Citizenship and Culture, Education, and Colleges and Universities, provide the 
bulk of our revenues. 

We also thank our regional councillors and the members of the Francophone 
\dvisory Council for their efforts on our behalf, and on behalf of their communities throughout 
the province. 

The work of my colleagues on the TVOntario Board of Directors is also much 
ippreciated. And | owe a debt of gratitude to the staff and management of TVOntario. They 


ceserve hearty congratulations on their many successes in a year filled with present and 


impending difficulties.

Children and Youth at Home 


Today’s Special, though not in production during 
1985-86 because of a lack of adequate funding, re- 
mained a top favorite with the network’s very young 
viewers, garnering the largest audiences ever for any 
TVO-produced series. Long-term research, evaluating 
the effectiveness of the series, was completed and 
13 new episodes will be produced in 1986-87. 

Thirteen episodes of Dear Aunt Agnes, 
a series for children 7-12, were broadcast to much 
critical acclaim and popular success. New episodes 
will be produced in 1986-87, along with an accom- 
panying study guide for use of the series in the 
classroom. Another TVOntario publication, Television 
and Your Children, was well received by the media 
and 2,000 copies were purchased by parents. 

Three episodes of the dramatic series 
Brothers by Choice, a TVOntario co-production, were 
produced. The coming year will see the completion 
of the series and the publication of an accompany- 
ng teacher’s guide for use in schools. 

The two major acquisitions were the 
opular Belle and Sebastian and OWL/TV. And we 
vere finally able to acquire the Canadian version of 


Sesame Street, with French (as opposed to Spanish) 
language inserts. 

The highlight of TVO’s French-language 
programming for children and youth at home was 
the utilization exercise, Télé-club jeunesse. More 
than 1,400 youngsters mailed in their drawings, 
poems, and stories about their favorite programs

De toutes les séries produites par TVOntario, Today’s 
Special, dont la production n’a pu se poursuivre au 
cours de 1985-1986 pour cause d’insuffisance de 
fonds, est demeurée la plus populaire auprés des 
plus jeunes téléspectateurs, attirant des auditoires 
sans précédent dans les annales du réseau.

All TVO programs and series produced for use in the 
classroom are accompanied by other learning 
materials, usually print publications. Acquisitions of 
these teacher's and student’s guides by Ontario 
educators increased in 1985-86 by nine percent. 

New productions for children included 
Take a Look (primary science), 10 new episodes of 
Téléfrancais (French as a second language), and 15 
episodes of Pri-maths (French-language elementary 
mathematics). 

And in French-language programming 
for youth, four more Sciences générales, adaptations 
of the Concepts of Science mini-series, and 10 
Chacun son métier (the award-winning Good Work) 
programs were completed. 

Work has begun in both English and 
French on the Origins/Origines Canadian history 
series, and delivery of the completed projects is

Adult Part-Time Learning 


TVvOntario’s programming for adult part-time learners 
is intended to provide more structured learning

Enrollments in 1985-86’s part-time 
learning courses were up 50 percent — 15,000 as 
opposed to 1984-85’s 10,000. The most successful 
courses were Start Your Own Business!, Automating 
the Office, and Fish On! Others that attracted large 
numbers of registrants from across the province, as 
well as favorable media attention, were Educating 
the Special Child and the acquisition Rockschool.

Adult 

Programs and series completed in 1985-86 included 
All Being Well, By Our Own Hands /De nos propres 
mains, Dateline Ottawa, Buckstoppers, and a pilot 
for a series, 6, rue Bordeaux, Orléans, on franco- 
phone family life. Development work was begun on 
the series The Science Edition and on the feasibility 
of an international science magazine-format series 
using material exchanged between Canada, the 
U.S.A., Japan, Australia, and Europe. 

As always, TVO programming strove to 
involve its viewers as active participants in the 
learning experience. Buckstoppers responded to 
viewers’ queries about personal finance; 
Money$worth’s 26 shows received a weekly average 
of 1,000 letters (the number of users of its electronic 
computer bulletin board rose to 10,000); Speaking 
Out, the long-running weekly phone-in show, 
received 900,000 calls during the year; and 
21 youth employment workshops in 15 Ontario 
communities were conducted by TVO personnel, 
using the programs Generation on Hold and Youth 
Unemployment to spark discussion. The Franco- 
Ontarian community was involved in the live-to-air 
phone-in and discussion forums, Le Lys et le Trillium 
and II était une fois... les jeunes, the latter broad- 
cast concurrently on Radio-Canada and TVOntario.

Research and Development 

Since its inception in 1970, TVOntario has played a 
role as an educational research facility and has 
developed and applied new communications tech- 
nologies for educational purposes. TVOntario 
conducts research in three ways: 

— Development research assesses trends and 
developments to provide an information base for 
our long-term plans and activities. In 1985-86 some 
of this department’s projects explored the capacities 
of interactive videodisc, computer-managed learning, 
and computer conferencing. 

— Project research works closely with our program- 
ming people to ensure that our programs and 
services are effective. During 1985-86 there was an 
increase in the number of studies of current and 
proposed French-language programming in prepara- 
tion for the start-up of the new French service in 
1986-87. 

— Market Research investigates the learning needs 
of our audiences and their responses to the programs 
and services we have delivered. In 1985-86, work 
was concentrated on surveys conducted to assess 
TVOntario’s public positioning and effectiveness, and 
on TVOntario’s revenue-generating activities. 

The development of practical combi- 
nations of microcomputers, video, videotex, 
computer communications, satellites for data distri- 
bution, and other technologies for educational 
purposes is the responsibility of our Educational 
Telematics department. The department also 
catalogues and distributes the products of the 
Ontario Educational Software Service to Ontario 


schools 


Recherche et développement 


Depuis ses débuts en 1970, TVOntario a fait office de 
centre de recherche éducative pour la mise au point 
et l’application de nouvelles technologies de 
communication a des fins pédagogiques. TVOntario 
poursuit ses recherches sur trois fronts : 

— Le Service de la recherche pour le développe- 
ment a pour mission d’évaluer les tendances et les 
nouvelles orientations en vue de constituer une base 
de données sur nos projets et activités a long terme. 
Au cours de 1985-1986, certains des projets de ce 
service consistaient a explorer les capacités du 
vidéodisque interactif, de l’enseignement géré par 
ordinateur et de la téléconférence assistée par 
ordinateur. 

— Le Service de recherche et d’évaluation travaille 
en étroite collaboration avec le personnel de la pro- 
grammation afin d’assurer l’efficacité de nos émis- 
sions et services. Au cours de 1985-1986, il y a eu 
une augmentation du nombre d’études sur la pro- 
grammation en cours ou envisagée en langue 
francaise en prévision de |’entrée en service de la 
nouvelle chaine francaise en 1986-1987.

Network Distribution 


TVOntario’s hybrid distribution of its network signal 
— using the Anik C3 satellite to feed high, medium, 
and low-power transmitters, cable systems, and 
some homes and institutions — enables us to reach 
95 percent of the province’s population. 

In 1985-86, new transmitters were 
established to serve the Belleville and Kingston 
areas. Work continued apace on the completion of 
transmitter service in the Peterborough, Bancroft, 


Cloyne, Kenora, Parry Sound, and Tobermory regions. 


By the end of March 1986, with fund- 
ing from the Ministry of Northern Development and 
Mines, 151 low-power rebroadcast transmitters 
(LPRTs) were completed and fully operational. 
Another 31 LPRT sites are either under construction 
and/or awaiting CRTC licence approval. 

During 1985-86, preparations for the 
satellite carriage of the Ontario legislature service 
and the new French-language service were well 
under way. Among other things, these plans called 
for the design and implementation of a TVOntario- 
owned and -operated satellite uplink, and construc- 
tion of a new master control facility.

Financial Overview 


TVOntario began 1985-86 with an accumulated 
deficit of $0.4 million. Operating revenues for the 
year increased by 13.7 percent over the previous 
year to $47.3 million, and corresponding expen- 
ditures were up 6.3 percent to $46.2 million. This 
resulted in revenue exceeding expenditure by 

$1.1 million. With the existing accumulated deficit, 
the year ended with an accumulated retained 
income of $0.7 million. 

To achieve operating economy and 
effectiveness, TVOntario deferred programming 
expenditures of $0.6 million and a portion — 
$0.9 million — of 1985-86’s Public Membership 
contributions until 1986-87. If these two factors were 
included, the accumulated position at the end of 
1985-86 would change from a retained income of 

million to a retained deficit of $0.8 million. 


Revenues 
erating grants and funding for capital renewal were 
ided by the provincial government through its 
nistries of Citizenship and Culture and Education. 


Gross Revenue Profile 1983 to 1986 


For the year 1985-86, these basic grant 
revenues increased by 17.5 percent over 1984-85's 
figure to $34.4 million. This includes base operating 
grants of $29.5 million ($28.3 million in 1984-85) 
and $4.9 million for technical equipment and other 
specific projects ($0.9 million in 1984-85). 

Funding for a new French-language net- 
work service (on air in January 1987) was announced. 
The Ontario Ministry of Citizenship and Culture and 
the federal Department of Communications will each 
contribute $15 million to the project during its first 
five years of operation. In 1985-86, $0.7 million was 
received for start-up costs of the service. 

Funding for TVOntario’s network 
extension is provided through the ministries of 
Citizenship and Culture and Northern Development 
and Mines. During 1985-86 $3.3 million of these 
funds were used. 

Revenue generated through TVOntario’s 
own efforts increased by 4.6 percent to $12.9 million. 

Public Membership contributions grew 
substantially to $1.6 million, an impressive increase 
of over 58 percent from 1984-85.

1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


a) The financial statements of The Ontario Educational Communica- 


tions Authority (the Authority) have been prepared in accordance 
with generally accepted accounting principles with the following 
exceptions: 


Fixed assets, with the exception of transmission facilities located 
on the CN Tower, are expensed in the year of acquisition. 
Additionally, these fixed assets and related depreciation or amor- 
tization charges are accounted for in the Fixed Assets and Equity of 
the Province of Ontario accounts. 

Grants provided by the Province of Ontario that are used to 
purchase fixed assets are recognized as revenue. 

All leases in the nature of capital leases are accounted for as 
operating leases and accordingly the related lease payments are 
expensed as incurred. 

Membership contributions are accounted for on a cash basis. 


b) Fixed assets

b) Premises 

The Authority's premises and warehouses are leased for approxi- 
mately $1.1 million per annum. Of this amount $900,000 is for the 
head office premises lease, which is for a period of 15 years to 1

c) Equipment 

The Authority has entered into leases for equipment for its own 
use, with varying terms of up to five years. 

In addition, the Authority has entered into leases for equipment 
with terms of three years. This equipment has been subleased to 
various school boards. In the current year, lease expense was 
$110,660 (1985 — $251,379) and lease revenue was $123,741 (1985 
= $273,789).

8. Long-Term Debt 

The Authority has a repayment agreement with the Crown Assets 
Disposal Corporation for the capital costs of Channel 19 transmission 
facilities located on the CN Tower. Interest rates are 8 1/16 percent to 
9 3/4 percent. The long-term debt, which expires in 1997, is secured 
by the transmission facilities. 


9. Capital Renewal Fund 

To ensure that the Authority's technical capital assets keep pace with 
technological changes, the Capital Renewal Fund was established in 
1983-84 to provide funds for future maintenance and replacement of 
technical capital assets when needed. During 1985-86, the fund 
received $947,200 (1984-85 — $844,000) from the Province of 
Ontario. The fund earned interest of $217,000 during the year. 


10. Marketing Rights 

Amortization charges of $373,073 (1985 — $270,567) for inter 
national marketing rights are included in the Program and support 
sales expenditure. 


11. Pension Plan 
The Authority has pension plans covering substantially all employees. 
The contributions by employees together with those made by the 
Authority are deposited with a trustee according to the terms of the 
plans. Pensions at retirement are related to years of credited service 
and earnings. 

An actuarial valuation of the Authority's pension plans at 
1 January 1985 revealed a surplus of $1,484,601. 

The Authority's current-year contribution was $655,979 (1985 — 
$591,556). 


12. Charitable Status 

The Authority has been approved by Revenue Canada as a registered 
charitable organization andl ie issue income tax receipts for 
contributions. 


13. Income tax

operational restructuring for TVO’s marketing area,

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Membership Revenue 


In 1982, we launched our first Public Membership 
campaign. The objectives were to generate revenue 
for new programming and to build an interactive 
and loyal association with our viewing public. That 
association begins with our first contact with new 
Members, either on the phone during our on-air 
campaign, or through the mails, and continues 
through such vehicles as TVO Signal, our monthly 
program listings magazine for TVO Members. 

The 1985-86 campaign was the most 
successful to date. Gross revenues from Members’ 
donations increased 58 percent. The average individ- 
ual gift grew by seven percent to $40. And the total 
number of Members rose from 26,000 to 38,000. 

The direct-mail portion of the campaign 
was supplemented by a Membership appeal 
brochure included in all the billings mailed to 
customers of Rogers Cablesystems. 

And, as in the previous year’s on-air 
campaign, several corporations participated in our 
“matching grants” program, donating amounts 
equal to those contributed by their employees.

Project Revenue 


Project-specific financing involves taking individual 
projects to a potential funder, such as a corpora- 
tion, a foundation, or a department/ ministry 

of the federal or provincial government, to secure 
financial assistance to produce or acquire a TV 
series, publish a book, or undertake a research and 
development project. 

During the past five years, 132 projects 
have received funding from 48 corporations, 17 
foundations, and 14 federal/provincial agencies, 
departments, ministries, and universities. The size of 
commitment has varied; the smallest was $5,000, 
and the largest $600,000. The total for the past five 
years was approximately $8 million. 

Steady growth in project funding has 
been realized during this period and 1985-86 was 
no exception — gross revenues grew by 32 percent. 
Major contributions were made by the Ontario 
Ministry of Industry, Trade, and Technology (Start 
Your Own Business!), the federal Secretary of State (a 
variety of projects, particularly French-language 
productions), Canadian Pacific (Origins /Origines), and 
Canadian Tire Corporation (Fish On!). A complete list 
of contributors to TVOntario’s activities in 1985-86 
appears on the back cover of this report.

Financement de projets 


Le financement pour projets spéciaux consiste a 
présenter des projets individuels a un pourvoyeur de

Bs you can see from the cover of this year’s report, 
the renewal of our TVO network broadcast licences 
and the successful launch of la chaine francaise de 
rVO were two highlights of TVOntario’s activities in 
1986-87. Work done in preparation for these events 
provided an opportunity for us to outline the 
organization’s vision of educational broadcasting in 
Ontario during this new five-year licence period. 
On 1 January 1987, in the first minute of the 
new year, TVOntario could be seen on an additional 
channel: this time in the French language.

Internal 
services, from shipping to accounting, 
arch to promotion, extended themselves to 
nodate the needs of the expanded French- 
e operation.

As the allotted funds for la chaine are 
ted almost entirely to programming and not to 
iilding of transmitters, initial distribution of la 
ine is limited to cable outlets. However, by 
987, because of new CRTC cable regulations 
ig priority to provincial educational networks 
hrough the cooperation of Ontario's cable 
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La chaine frangaise goes on the air.

operators, la chaine was available to 97 percent of 
those francophones with cable TV: that is, 
approximately 63 percent of the province's French 
speakers. 

Two transmitters for la chaine francaise de 
TVO are now being constructed — one in Sudbury, 
another in the Prescott-Russell area — and are 
expected to be operational in 1988. Others will be 
erected in regions of high francophone concentra- 
tion as funding becomes available. 

La chaine francaise is unique in Ontario in 
that it is the only indigenous, French-language, 
electronic medium available throughout the 
province. TVOntario, with the creation of la chaine, 
is unique in Canada as the nation’s only truly 
bilingual broadcast operation.

Bes ses débuts, TVOntario diffusait des émissions 
en francais ; au cours des dix derniéres années au 
moins, celles-ci ont occupé quelque 17 % de la grille 
annuelle de diffusion. Vers le milieu des années 70, 
le Conseil d’administration de TVOntario reconnais- 
sait déja qu’il fallait instituer une chaine autonome si 
Yon voulait que le million d’Ontariens parlant fran- 
Gais aient accés au matériel d’apprentissage en 
langue francaise axé sur la télévision. 

En 1985, les gouvernements fédéral et 
provincial annonc¢aient leur intention de financer, 
sur une période de cinq ans, la création d’une telle 
chaine. Les travaux de démarrage commencérent 
presque immédiatement, et, dix-huit mois plus tard, 
le 1° janvier 1987, apres l’obtention d’une licence de 
radiodiffusion en décembre 1986, la chaine francaise 
de TVOntario entrait en ondes. 

Si le lancement de la chaine francaise a 
connu un tel succés, cest grace aux efforts d’un 
grand nombre. Afin d’assurer en moyenne dix 
heures de programmation quotidienne sur la 
nouvelle chaine, il a fallu accroitre de 68 % les 
activités de production et de coproduction en langue 
francaise. Les services internes de TVOntario, de 
lexpédition a la comptabilité, de la recherche a la 
promotion, se sont dépassés pour répondre aux 
besoins découlant de l’expansion des services en 
francais. 

Les fonds alloués a la chaine francaise étant 
consacrés dans leur presque totalité a la programma- 
tion et non pas a l’‘implantation d’émetteurs, il a 
fallu, au début, restreindre la distribution de cette

chaine aux endroits desservis par cable. Cependant, 
en mars 1987, ala suite des nouveaux réglements du 
C.R.T.C. accordant la distribution prioritaire par 
cable aux réseaux éducatifs des provinces, et grace a 
la collaboration des cablodistributeurs de IOntario, 
la chaine frangaise rejoignait 97 % des francophones 
disposant de la télévision par cable, soit environ 

63 % de la population ontarienne parlant francais. 

Les deux émetteurs actuellement en 
construction pour la chaine francaise — l’un a 
Sudbury, l’autre dans le comté de Prescott-Russell — 
seront vraisemblablement en service dés 1988. 
D’autres émetteurs seront implantés dans des 
régions a forte densité de population francophone a 
mesure que les fonds se débloqueront. 

La chaine francaise revét un caractére unique 
en ceci quelle constitue le seul média électronique 
de langue francaise a l’échelon provincial né en sol 
ontarien. Avec la création de cette chaine, TVOntario 
est désormais le seul et unique organisme de 
radiodiffusion vraiment bilingue au Canada.

Children and Youth 


[J roduction of English-language programs for 
children included new episodes of proven favorites 
Polka Dot Door, Today's Special, and Dear Aunt Agnes. 
The latter two, though created for home viewing, 
are being used increasingly, with accompanying 
TVO-produced print materials, to illustrate class- 
room lessons in social values. 

In the schools programming area, Report 
Canada continued to celebrate our multicultural 
heritage. The Keys to the Office series was completed, 
and new mini-series on Electricity, Electrochemistry, 
and Organic Evolution were added to the Concepts in 
Science series. 

New series for schools, produced in both 
English- and French-language versions, included 
Origins (Canadian history), Habitat (animals and the 

nment), and Tales from the Blue Crystal 
(literature). Other school series produced in 1986-87 
Concepts in Mathematics, Business Concepts, and 
me On. 

"he co-production Brothers by Choice was 

pleted and work on Principles of Technology, a 
production with the U.S.-based Agency for 
instructional Technology, was begun. 

Series on primary health, primary art, and 
applied communications were in development for 
the 1987-88 season.

Activity in the French-language 
Enfance/Jeunesse sector was accelerated to meet the 
demands of la chaine francaise. In 1986-87, 84 hours 
were produced and co-produced, compared with 
1985-86’s total of 20.8 hours. 

New series for home viewing included 
C’est chouette and L’Atome social. Téléclub Jeunesse 
continued to provide an interactive forum for 
1,300 young viewers and correspondents. 

In French-language school programming, 
production highlights included the new Télésciences, 
and series such as Tout compte fait... and Super Clique 
(produced by TVOntario in Ottawa), relating 
directly to the Franco-Ontarian experience. Several 
French-language versions of existing TVOntario 
series were also created. 

Two new major co-productions were the 
language series Le Magazine de la langue (with 
France’s TF1 Channel and the Paris-based CNDP) 
and three Télésciences episodes produced with 
Switzerland's TSR television network. 


An event that will affect 1987-88’s French- 
and English-language programming for children 
and youth was TVOntario’s reception, in 1986-87, 
of an additional grant of $2 million from the 
Government of Ontario for the production of 
science and technology programming. 


Enfants et jeunes 


Tes activités dans le secteur Enfance-Jeunesse de 
langue francaise se sont pourvuivies 4 un rythme 
accéléré pour répondre aux besoins de la chaine 
francaise. En 1986-1987, le nombre d’heures d’émis- 
sions produites et coproduites est monté a 84 
(contre 20,8 en 1985-1986). 

Parmi les nouvelles séries a l‘intention de 
l'auditoire au foyer, notons C’est chouette et L'Atome 
social. Téléclub Jeunesse a continué de servir de 
tribune interactive a 1 300 jeunes téléspectateurs et 
correspondants. 

Dans le cadre de la production d’émissions 
scolaires en langue francaise, signalons notamment 
la nouvelle série Télésciences ainsi que d’autres 
comme Tout compte fait... et Super Clique (produite a 
Ottawa par TVOntario), d’intérét immédiat pour le 
vécu franco-ontarien. De plus, diverses séries créées 
par TVOntario en anglais ont fait l’objet de versions 
francaises. 

Deux nouvelles coproductions majeures a 
signaler : la série linguistique Le Magazine de la langue 
(en collaboration avec TF 1 et la station parisienne 
CNDP) et trois épisodes de Télésciences produits 
conjointement avec la Télévision suisse romande. 

Loctroi, en 1986-1987, d’une subvention 
additionnelle de 2 millions de dollars par le 
gouvernement de l’Ontario, pour la production 
d’émissions de science et de technologie, est un 
événement qui influera sur la programmation tant 
anglaise que francaise a l’‘intention des enfants et des 
jeunes en 1987-1988. 

Dans le cadre de la production d’émissions 
en anglais a l’intention des enfants, il faut citer de

nouveaux €pisodes de séries dont la popularité rest 
plus a faire : Polka Dot Door, Today's Special et Dear 
Aunt Agnes. Ces deux derniéres, concues pour étre 
regardées au foyer, sont cependant de plus en plus 
utilisées a l’école avec le matériel d’appoint publié 
par TVOntario pour illustrer les lecons sur les 
valeurs sociales. 

Au chapitre de la programmation scolaire, 
notre patrimoine multiculturel a continué d’étre a 
I’honneur avec Report Canada. La série Keys to the 
Office fut achevée, et de nouvelles miniséries, 
Electricity, Electrochemistry et Organic Evolution, se 
sont ajoutées a la série Concepts in Science. 

Parmi les nouvelles séries produites en 
versions anglaise et francaise a l’intention des écoles, 
citons Origines (histoire du Canada), Habitat (la 
faune et l‘habitat) et Les Contes du Cristal Bleu 
(littérature). Concepts in Mathematics, Business

Part-Time Learning 


[e)n air, the number of English-language part-time 
learning events increased from 38 in 1985-86 to 60 in 
1986-87. Two part-time learning courses (including 
video and print) particularly well received by 
educators, media commentators, and audiences 
were Hooked on Reading and Fitness over Forty. 
Increases were noted in the number of post- 
secondary credit registrations and in the community 
college use of TVOntario learning materials in 
telecourses. 

In production, new courses for part-time 
learners included Artificial Intelligence: Fulfilling the 
Dream, Beyond Stress, Changing Careers, Coming to a 
Factory near You, and R-2000: The Better-Built House. 
Co-productions included the courses Set Your Sails, 
The Story of Fashion, and The Space Experience with 
Canadian astronaut Marc Garneau. 


Fitness over Forty. 


Courses on archaeology, the sociology of the 
family, women and politics, and the co-production 
The Life Revolution were in development in 1986-87. 

The creation of the French-language forma- 
tion a distance sector involved the establishment of 
an entirely new programming initiative, since 
previous experience was only in the production of 
French-language versions of existing TVOntario 
part-time learning courses. 

These French-language productions are 
divided between the more demanding “télécours” 
and the less formal “téléateliers.” 

Télécours produced in 1986-87 were A moi de 
jouer (finding a job), Le Pari du libre-échange (free 
trade), and Etape par étape (medical sciences). This 
last, produced with input from the faculty of 
medicine at the University of Ottawa, will be the 
first French-language TVOntario learning system 
specially designed to meet the credit-granting 
criteria of postsecondary institutions. There was, as 
well, in 1986-87, one co-production, the six-part télé- 
cours Le Cours de mon argent, about stock market 
investment. 

Téléateliers produced in 1986-87 included 
Argent content (money management), 17, rue Laurier 
(French-language skills), and La Santé contagieuse 
(health). Téléateliers on farming, volunteering, and 
nutrition were in development for 1987-88. A one- 
hour “minitélécours” on the applications of Bill 75 
(which will affect French-language education in 
Ontario) is also planned for next year. 


Set Your Sails. 


Formation a distance 


vec l’institution d’un secteur francais de la 
formation a distance, il a fallu mettre sur pied un 
projet de programmation tout a fait innovateur, 
d’autant plus que l’expérience acquise antérieure- 
ment se limitait a la production de versions 
francaises de cours de formation a distance anglais 
de TVOntario. 

Ces productions en francais se répartissent 
en deux catégories : les télécours, plus exigeants, et 
les téléateliers, moins structurés. 

Les télécours produits en 1986-1987 
comprenaient A moi de jouer (recherche d’emploi), Le 
Pari du libre-échange et Etape par étape (sciences 
médicales). Ce dernier, produit avec l’apport de la 
Faculté de médecine de l'Université d’Ottawa, sera le 
premier systeme d’apprentissage en langue francaise 
de TVOntario spécialement concu pour répondre 
aux critéres d’attribution de crédits des établisse- 
ments postsecondaires. Lannée a aussi été marquée 
Par une coproduction : Le Cours de mon argent, 
télécours en six volets traitant du placement sur les 
marchés boursiers. 

Parmi les téléateliers produits en 1986-1987, il 
convient de signaler Argent content (gestion 
financiére), 17, rue Laurier (habiletés linguistiques du 
francais) et La Santé contagieuse (santé). Les 
téléateliers prévus pour 1987-1988 portent sur l’agri- 
culture, le bénévolat et la nutrition. Egalement au 
calendrier pour l'année prochaine : un minitélécours 
d’une heure sur les modalités de la Loi de 1986 
modifiant la loi sur l’éducation, qui aura une incidence 
sur l'éducation postsecondaire en langue francaise 
en Ontario.

Le nombre des « événements » a l’écran dans 
le cadre de la formation a distance en langue 
anglaise est passé de 38 en 1985-1986 a 60 en 
1986-1987. Les deux cours de formation Hooked on 
Reading et Fitness over Forty (émissions et imprimés y 
compris) ont bénéficié d’un accueil particuli¢rement 
enthousiaste de la part des éducateurs, des com- 
mentateurs des médias et des téléspectateurs. Ona 
enregistré une hausse du nombre d’inscriptions aux 
cours postsecondaires a crédit et, dans les colleges 
communautaires, du taux d'utilisation du matériel 
pédagogique de TVOntario dans les télécours.

Adult 


[J n English- and French-language programming, 
acquisitions (as opposed to productions and 
co-productions) play an important role in exposing 
viewers to the best that foreign producers have to 
offer. Most often, these programs are available 

on no other Canadian network. At TVOntario, by far 
the largest consumers of acquisitions are the 
evening hours devoted to family and adult informal 
viewing. 

On the English-language side, major new 
acquisitions in 1986-87 included Sweat of the Sun, 
Tears of the Moon (Latin American history), Lovelaw 
(romance in different cultures), and the popular 
sritish comedy Yes, Prime Minister. A highlight of 
the year’s presentations of feature films was Film 
International's four-night retrospective of the works 
of German filmmaker Margarethe von Trotta. The 
films were followed by interviews with the director, 
which provided an insightful context for her work. 

To meet the demands of a new network, 
‘rench-language programming increased its adult 
acquisitions from 98.2 hours in 1985-86 to 331.05 
hours in 1986-87. This volume was packaged into 
discrete programming blocks, or “créneaux,” with 
titles such as Cinéma, Cinéma, Connaisciences, L'Art et 
l’Artiste, Carte blanche (drama), and Visages sans 
frontieres (documentary). 

In French-language adult production, new 
series included Les Ambassadeurs (international 
relations), M.E.M.O. (provincial affairs), La Nuit sur 
| 'étang (performance), and Témoins du passé (Franco- 
Ontarian history). Series on aging, literacy, govern- 
ment, natural science, multiculturalism, and drama 
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written about and produced by Franco-Ontarians 
are in development for 1987-88. 

In English-language production, two long- 
time favorites passed milestones: Speaking Out and 
People Patterns produced and broadcast their 300th 
and 100th programs respectively. New productions 
included The Science Edition, Love's Labour (care of 
the elderly), Vista’s “More than Meets the Eye” and 
“See-saw, Margery Daw,” and the co-productions 
The Birth of Language, Taking Care (the role of nurses), 
and Blue Snake (dance). 

The Scienceview conference organized by 
TVOntario along with Japan’s NHK television 
network was of import to future programming 
plans. In Vancouver, representatives from Japan, 
Australia, Britain, France, and the U.S.A. met to 
discuss ways of sharing information and resources 
in the production of science programming. 

In the past 16 years, TVOntario productions 
and designs have garnered more than 400 inter- 
national awards. In 1986-87, two TVOntario produc- 
tions received honors of special note: The Final 
Chapter? captured a George Foster Peabody Award in 
the documentary category; and an episode of Not 
Another Science Show took a gold award at New 
York’s International Film and Television Festival, 
plus a Canadian Gemini award for Best Sports 
Program.

Grand public 


Des acquisitions (par opposition aux productions et 
aux coproductions), en anglais comme en francais, 
jouent un réle important en offrant au téléspectateur 
les meilleures réalisations des cinéastes étrangers. 
Le plus souvent, ces émissions ne sont disponibles 
sur aucun autre réseau canadien. A TVOntario, les 
acquisitions représentent la plus large part de la 
programmation diffusée en soirée pour la famille et 
des émissions informelles grand public. 

Du coteé anglais, Sweat of the Sun, Tears of the 
Moon (V’histoire de Amérique latine), Lovelaw 
(l’amour dans diverses cultures) et Yes, Prime 
Minister, comédie populaire britannique, figuraient 
parmi les principales nouvelles acquisitions en 
1986-1987. Un des événements saillants dans le cadre 
de la présentation de longs métrages cette année 
était Film International, rétrospective en quatre 
soirées des ceuvres de la cinéaste allemande 
Margarethe von Trotta. Ces films étaient suivis 
d’interviews avec la réalisatrice, ce qui éclairait le 
contexte de son art. 

Afin de répondre aux exigences d’une 
nouvelle chaine, le Service de la programmation 
francaise a augmenté ses acquisitions grand public 
de 98,2 heures en 1985-1986 a 331,05 heures en 
1986-1987, acquisitions réparties en créneaux 
distincts, entre autres: Cinéma, Cinéma, 
Connaisciences, L’Art et l‘Artiste, Carte blanche 
(dramatiques) et Visages sans frontiéres

Au chapitre de la production francaise grand 
public, mentionnons entre autres les nouvelles 
séries Les Ambassadeurs (relations internationales), 
M.E.M.O. (affaires publiques provinciales), La Nuit 
sur l’étang (interprétation) et Témoins du passé 
(histoire franco-ontarienne). En préparation pour 
1987-1988, on remarque des séries sur le vieillisse- 
ment, l’alphabétisation, lEtat, les sciences 
naturelles, le multiculturalisme ainsi que des piéces 
de théatre écrites et réalisées sur et par des Franco- 
Ontariens. 

Dans le secteur de la production anglaise, 
deux favoris de longue date ont posé de nouveaux 
jalons : Speaking Out et People Patterns ont produit et 
diffusé leur 300° et 100° émission respectivement. 
Au nombre des nouvelles productions : The Science 
Edition, Love's Labour (soins aux personnes agées), 

« More than Meets the Eye » et « See-Saw Margery 
Daw », de la série Vista (documentaires sur la 
science) ainsi que les coproductions The Birth of 
Language, Taking Care (le rdle des infirmiéres) et Blue 
Snake (danse). 

La conférence Scienceview, organisée par 
TVOntario conjointement avec le réseau de télé- 
vision japonais N.H.K., marque une étape 
importante pour les projets de programmation a 
venir. Des représentants du Japon, de I'Australie, de 
Angleterre, de la France et des Etats-Unis se sont 
réunis a Vancouver pour discuter des moyens de 
partager information et ressources pour la 
production d’émissions de science. 

Au cours des seize derniéres années, 
TVOntario s’est vu décerner plus de 400 prix 
internationaux pour ses productions et émissions 
modeéles. Ainsi, en 1986-1987, deux productions de 
TVOntario étaient en haut du palmarés : The Final 
Chapter? décrochait le prix George Foster Peabody 
dans la catégorie documentaire et un épisode de Not 
Another Science Show a remporté la médaille d’or au 
Festival international du film et de la télévision a 
New York, outre un prix canadien Gemini pour la 
meilleure émission sportive. 
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Educational Services 


{Jo inform and motivate the users and potential 
users of TVOntario’s educational resources is the 
responsibility of those who work in the Educational 
Services and Services 4 la communauté sectors. 

In Educational Services, in 1986-87, the VIPS 
(videotape purchase) client base was expanded not 
only in the schools, but also in libraries, colleges, 
universities, and communities across the province. 

The number of volunteer television resource 
teachers (TRTs) working in Ontario English- 
language classrooms increased to 5,200, with all 
school boards in Ontario now receiving the 
TVOntario-produced newsletter TRT News. 
Educational Services maintained its client hot line, 
receiving up to 150 calls a day during peak school 
months. And 225 TVOntario-sponsored television 
workshops, involving 7,930 participants, were held 
across the province. 

In the schools, a teacher training project 
designed to enrich the effective use of TVOntario 
science programming was begun and is expected 
to provide a model for future in-depth television 
utilization training. 

Through Educational Services, TVOntario 
maintained distribution of Ministry of Education- 
approved computer software to schools and began a 
new Ministry of Education-funded computer 
conferencing field trial called EDAN (Educational 
Data Network). 

Much time was spent by those in Services a 
la communauté with francophone schools, health 
professionals, social workers, and community 
groups in preparation for the launch of la chaine 
francaise de TVO. 

In 1986-87, 140 workshops in 97 francophone 
ommunities were given by TVOntario personnel. 
ne number of “communicateurs clés” was 

creased to 260, A small viewing centre was estab- 
‘ed in Ottawa. And the participation of franco- 
phone children was maintained through the 
\teractive programming of Téléclub Jeunesse. 

Services a la communauté intends to 
increase the number of “communicateurs clés” to 
400 in 1987-88 and to work to raise the level of 
service to all users of educational television in 
francophone Ontario. An overall goal is to refine 
TVOntario’s knowledge of the learning needs of the 
francophone community with a view to bettering 
our service through trainers’ workshops and 
program catalogues.

[ic personnel des Services a la communaute (chaine 
francaise) a passé un temps considérable auprés des 
écoles et des groupes communautaires franco- 
phones dans le cadre des préparatifs a l’inaugura- 
tion de la chaine francaise de TVOntario. 

En 1986-1987, il a dirigé 140 ateliers dans 
97 collectivités francophones. Le nombre de commu- 
nicateurs clés a été porté a 260. Un minicentre de 
visionnement a été instauré a Ottawa. Et la participa- 
tion des enfants francophones s’est maintenue grace 
a Téléclub Jeunesse, série d’émissions interactives. 

En 1987-1988, les Services ala communauté 
entendent porter a 400 le nombre de communi- 
cateurs clés et ceuvrer a étendre leurs activités a 
l’ensemble des usagers francophones de la télévision 
éducative en Ontario. TVOntario a comme objectif 
global d’affiner sa perception des besoins d’appren- 
tissage de la communauté francophone pour 
pouvoir mieux y répondre par le biais d’ateliers de 
formation et de catalogues d’émissions.

la province. 

Le nombre des Television Resource Teachers 
(TRTs) travaillant a titre bénévole dans les écoles de 
l’Ontario est passé a5 200, et TRT News, bulletin 
publié par TVOntario, rejoint maintenant l'ensemble 
des conseils scolaires de la province. Les Services 
éducatifs ont conservé la ligne directe qui achemine 
jusqu’a 150 appels par jour pendant les périodes de 
pointe de l’année scolaire. Et 225 ateliers sur la 
télévision réunissant 7 930 participants ont eu lieu 
un peu partout dans la province sous l’égide de 
TVOntario.

Research 


Eesearch is a fundamental element of TVOntario’s 
legislative mandate and is essential to the organiza- 
tion’s ability to define and meet educational goals 
and objectives. 

During 1986-87, development research 
activities included the establishment of a TVOntario 
Distance Education Committee composed of a 
variety of people from education, government, the 
private sector, and TVOntario. It will develop 
proposals for collaborative projects to increase 
Ontario adults’ access to educational opportunities. 
Other development research projects investigated 
the external environments in which TVOntario will 
be operating during the next five years and their 
possible effects on the design of future part-time 
learning courses and on new methods for teaching 
thinking skills. 

Studies conducted in market research 
provided a wide range of statistical services and 
reports on TVOntario’s audience, Public Member- 
ship, and distribution network. Particular studies 
assessed ways of improving performance in the 
teaching of intermediate mathematics, the use of 
educational technology in francophone classrooms, 
the learning needs of the hearing-impaired, and the 
needs for arts and cultural programming for both 
French- and English-speaking adult audiences. 

To ensure the quality and effectiveness of 
TVOntario’s learning systems, producers continued 
to use project research for formative evaluations of 
works in progress. With the launch of la chaine 
francgaise, and a new focus on French as a second 
language, there was a marked increase in the 
number of French-language research studies.

Au cours de 1986-1987, les projets de 
recherche-développement comportaient notamment 
linstitution d’un comité pédagogique de la forma- 
tion a distance de TVOntario composé de divers 
agents des milieux de l'éducation, du gouverne- 
ment, du secteur privé et de lorganisme lui-méme. 
Ce comité aura pour tache d’élaborer des projets de 
collaboration visant a rendre les occasions éduca- 
tives plus accessibles ala population adulte de 
l'Ontario.

Les études de marché ont apporté un large 
éventail de statistiques et de rapports sur l‘auditoire 
de TVOntario, la campagne de souscription 
publique et la répartition du réseau. Certaines 
études ont évalué les moyens d’améliorer 
l’enseignement des mathématiques intermédiaires, 
l’usage de la technologie éducative dans les écoles 
francophones, les besoins d’apprentissage des 
déficients auditifs, et les besoins en matiére 
d’émissions sur les arts et la culture a I’intention des 
auditoires adultes, en francais comme en anglais. 

Les producteurs se servent des études 
formatives du Service de recherche et d’évaluation 
pour assurer la qualité et l’efficacité des systemes 
d’apprentissage de TVOntario. Avec l‘inauguration 
de la chaine francaise et la nouvelle priorité mise sur 
le francais langue seconde, le nombre d'études en 
francais a augmenté de facon marquée.

fhe creation of la chaine francaise de TVO 
demanded the construction, on the TVOntario 
premises, of a second network master control, in 
time for la chaine’s launch on 1 January 1987. This 
was accomplished with minimal impact on the 
existing facility and the launch was flawless. Also, 
during the year, TVOntario’s central physical plant, 
including the studio control room and editing 
rooms, was rebuilt to a level consistent with current 
industry standards. 

The year also saw the completion, in 
October 1986, of TVOntario’s own satellite uplink. 
This is one of the first privately owned facilities of its 
type to be licensed in Canada and its design 
incorporates a number of innovative features. 

TVOntario uses its satellite facilities to 
distribute not only its two television networks but 
also, in 1986-87, the Ontario Legislature Service, 
Wawatay Native Communications Society radio and 
television, and educational radio station CJRT. 

And last year, TVOntario created 44 hours of 
English-language and 21.75 hours of French- 
language programming that were closed-captioned 
for the hearing-impaired. 

Transmitters officially launched on the TVO 
network were those in the Kingston and Belleville 
areas. CRTC approval was received for construction 
of a transmitter in the Peterborough region, and it is 
scheduled to be operational in the fall of 1987. 
Applications were filed with the CRTC for construc- 
tion of TVO network transmitters in Bancroft, 
Cloyne, Parry Sound, Kenora, and Tobermory. 
Applications were also submitted for a combined 
TVO and la chaine francaise de TVO transmitter 
system in the Prescott-Russell area, and for the 
addition of a la chaine transmitter to the existing 
VO facility in Sudbury. 

In the continuing low-power rebroadcast 
transmitter project, funded by the Ministry of 
Northern Development and Mines, 173 sites were 
operational by year end, and the construction of 
18 more had been approved.

Membership Revenue 


Bn 1982, TVOntario launched its first Public 
Membership campaign. The objectives were to 
generate revenue for the production and acquisition 
of new programming and to build an interactive and 
loyal association with the viewing public. That 
association begins with the first contact with new 
Members, either on the phone during the on-air 
campaigns, or through the mails, and continues 
through such vehicles as TVO Signal, a monthly 
listings magazine for TWO Members. 

In 1986-87, the November on-air campaign 
was extended from eight to 13 days and proved to be 
a great success. The direct-mail acquisition effort 
was the largest in TVOntario’s Membership history. 

The result of last year’s activities was a total 
of 50,421 active Members — the fastest-growing 
membership base of any organization in Canada. 
The average amount of an individual contribution 
rose by four percent. Gross revenues for the year 
increased by 30.5 percent, and more than half of that 
total came from the renewed support of continuing 
Members. 

For the first time, Membership revenue 
exceeded the $2 million mark in one 12-month 
period, while for the third year in a row there was 
an increase in the number of corporations that 
participated in the “matching grants” program, 
contributing amounts equal to those donated by 
their employees.

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Project Revenue 


Gd roject-specific financing involves taking indi- 
vidual projects to a potential funder, such as a 
corporation, a foundation, or a department/ministry 
of the federal or provincial government, to secure 
financial assistance to produce or acquire a TV 
series, publish print materials, or undertake a 
research and development project. 

Last year was remarkable in particular for 
the confirmation of the largest grant ever to 
TVOntario from the Department of the Secretary of 
State — $3,901,900 (which figure includes the federal 
government's $1.5 million commitment to la chaine 
francaise) — for French-language programming. 

Also, three major project-specific grants 
were confirmed in 1986-87: from the Ministry of 
Tourism and Recreation for Fitness over Forty; from 
both Energy, Mines, and Resources Canada and the 
Ontario Ministry of Energy for R-2000: The Better- 
Built House (television and print); and from the 
Ontario ministries of Community and Social 
Services, Health, and Senior Citizens’ Affairs, along 
with Health and Welfare Canada, for Love’s Labour.

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Financement de projets 


De processus de financement de projets spéciaux

Marketing Revenue 


Gighlighting TVOntario’s marketing operations 
outside Ontario were sales to new markets of 
existing TVOntario programs and series. The 
Australian Broadcasting Corporation and British 
Columbia’s Knowledge Network both purchased 
Today's Special. Twenty-three new episodes of that 
series were sold to the Nickelodeon pay cable 
service in the U.S., which has been carrying Today’s 
Special for five seasons. During that time, Nickel- 
odeon’s reach has increased to 29 million viewers 
through 4,400 cable companies. 

Other major international markets that 
acquired TVOntario productions in 1986-87 were 
Britain and Switzerland (Vista), Brazil (Bits and 
Bytes), and the People’s Republic of China 
(Automating the Office and four other series). 

In an effective, cost-saving effort, the U.S. 
sales office was moved from Dallas, Tex., to Chapel 
Hill, N.C. During 1986-87, the U.S. office exceeded 
its annual sales target. 

And in Canada, TVOntario continued to 
maintain good working relationships with all 
departments of education across the country, and 
exceeded the sales target in this market also.

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Financial Overview 


AL the end of fiscal 1986-87 TVOntario had an 
accumulated deficit of $1.3 million. This compares 
with a retained income of $0.7 million at the end of 
1985-86. Included in the accumulated deficit is $0.5 
million for the net cost of fixed assets that will be 
lease-financed in 1987-88 as planned. 

If this temporary charge were excluded, the 
accumulated deficit would be $0.8 million. The 
approved operating budget for 1987-88 is based on 
eliminating this accumulated deficit. 

As in previous years, the expenditure of a 
portion of Public Membership contributions — 
$0.9 million in 1986-87 — has been deferred until the 
following year. If this expenditure had been 
incurred in 1986-87, the accumulated deficit would 
have been $2.2 million. 


Revenues 

Operating revenues from basic grants for opera- 
tions, capital equipment, and specific projects, and 
from other grants and revenue sources amounted to 
$56.1 million, 18.5 percent more than the previous 
year's figure. 


Basic Grants, Province of Ontario 

Funding for operations and capital expenditures is 
provided primarily by the Province of Ontario 
through grants from the Ministry of Citizenship and 
Culture and the Ministry of Education. 

In 1986-87 basic grant revenue for 
operations, capital equipment, and specific projects 
amounted to $40.0 million, an increase of 16.3 per- 
cent over the previous year. 

Base funding for operations grew by 

+ percent to $31.1 million. Approximately one-fifth 
of this increase was for the operation of new trans- 
mutter sites. 


) 


Grants for technical capital equipment 
increased 43.3 percent to $4.3 million. 

Funding for specific projects rose 155.6 per- 
cent to 4.6 million. A major factor in this dramatic 
increase was the provincial grant for la chaine 
francaise, the new French-language network 
service. During the first five years of the operation of 
la chaine francaise both the provincial and the 
federal governments will each contribute 
$15.0 million toward the cost of the service. 
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Other Grants and Revenues 

In addition to receiving basic grant funding from the 
Province of Ontario, TVOntario generates revenue 
through its own initiatives, notably sales of 
programs and support materials, project-specific 
funding, and Public Membership. Total revenue 
from these activities in 1986-87 was $14.7 million, an 
increase of 21.6 percent over the previous year. 

Gross revenue in 1986-87 from the sales of 
programs and support materials was the same as in 
1985-86 — $4.8 million. This figure also includes the 
revenue from the sales of program rights in other 
jurisdictions plus moneys received from the partial 
cost recovery realized in the distribution, within 
Ontario, of publications, part-time learning course 
offerings, and the TVOntario videotape distribution 
service (VIPS). 

Project-specific funding for completed 
programming and nonprogramming activities 
exceeded the level of the previous year by 38.4 per- 
cent, amounting to $7.9 million. Some major 
contributors in this category were: 

- the Ontario Ministry of Citizenship and Culture 
— science and technology programming 

- the Ministry of Education — the Ontario Educa- 
tional Software Service 

- the Ministry of Colleges and Universities — post- 
secondary programming annual grant 

- the Legislative Assembly of Ontario — the 
Ontario Legislature Service 

- the federal Secretary of State — programming and 
related services in the French language 

In 1986-87 Public Membership contributions 
increased over the previous year by 30.5 percent to 
$2.0 million. 


Other Income 
Revenue from all other sources amounted to 
$1.4 million in 1986-87 ($0.8 million in 1985-86). 


Expenditures 


Programming 

In 1986-87 expenditures on completed programming 
projects increased by 22.8 percent to $30.1 million. 
By year-end the number of program hours pro- 
duced by TVOntario had risen by 10.1 percent and 
the number of hours acquired grew by 90.7 percent. 
The launch of la chaine francaise and the programs 
produced as a result of the science and technology 
grant accounted for most of these increases. 


Broadcast Distribution 

Operating costs for broadcast distribution increased 
by 42.7 percent to $5.9 million. This was largely the 
result of the introduction of two new services — la 
chaine francaise and the Ontario Legislature Service 
— and the impact of a full year’s operation of 
network transmitters constructed in 1985-86. 


Research and Development 

Expenditures on research and development 
decreased by 8.7 percent to $1.8 million mainly 
because of the termination, during 1986-87, of 
TVOntario’s Telidon project. 


Administration 

Expenditures for administration were $7.8 million in 
1986-87 vs. $5.8 million in 1985-86. This increase 
includes the costs of preparing and presenting 
CRTC licence applications, and of hiring consultants 
for space planning and building lease negotiations. 
Other factors contributing to the increase were a 
substantial rise in insurance premiums, administra- 
tive support for la chaine francaise, plus the impacts 
of new lease arrangements and a retroactive federal 
sales tax ruling. 


Program and Support Sales 

Program and support sales expenditures decreased 
by 10.3 percent to $4.6 million (while gross revenue 
remained at the 1985-86 level). 


Project Funding and Public Membership 
Expenditures for project funding and Public 
Membership activities increased by 31.8 percent 
to $1.5 million (while revenue increased by 

36.7 percent). 


Capital Equipment 

Lease payments for equipment and purchases of 
fixed assets were made in 1986-87 for the replace- 
ment and renewal of parts of the physical plant. 
Outright purchases totalled $4.2 million. Lease 
payments amounted to $1.8 million for assets with a 
total value of $6.7 million. 


Extension of Service 

Construction of new transmitters for the extension 
of network services is financed by specific capital 
and operating grants from the Ministry of Citizen- 
ship and Culture and capital grants from the 
Ministry of Northern Development and Mines. In 
1986-87 $1.5 million of these funds were expended. 


Fixed Assets to Be Lease-Financed 

In 1986-87, as noted in the first paragraphs of this 
Financial Overview, TVOntario’s acquisition of a 
satellite uplink and a typesetting machine 
contributed $0.5 million to the year’s accumulated 
deficit. It has been the intention to complete 
financing of these acquisitions through lease 
payments in subsequent years. Because these two 
projects were not completed before the year-end, 
the lease financing could not be made final. Upon 
completion in 1987-88, the leasing arrangements will 
be made and the charge of $0.5 million will be 
reversed. 
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Situation financiére globale 


la fin de l’exercice 1986-1987, TVOntario accusait 
un déficit accumulé de 1,3 million de dollars, par

Revenus

lions de dollars, en hausse de 18,5 % par rapport a 
l'exercice précédent. 


Subventions de base, Province de l|’Ontario 

Le financement de l’exploitation et des dépenses en 
immobilisations est souscrit principalement par la 
Province de l'Ontario sous forme de subventions 
octroyées par le ministére des Affaires civiques et 
culturelles et le ministére de l/Education. 

En 1986-1987, les revenus en subventions de 
base pour l’exploitation, le matériel et les projets 
spéciaux s‘élevaient a 40 millions de dollars, une 
hausse de 16,3 % par rapport a l’exercice précédent. 

Le financement de base pour I’exploitation a 
augmente de 5,4 %, atteignant 31,1 millions de 
dollars. De ce chiffre, environ un cinquiéme fut 
affecte a l’exploitation de nouveaux emplacements 
de transmission. 

Les subventions octroyées pour le matériel 
technique totalisait 4,3 millions de dollars, en 
hausse de 43,3 %, 

Le financement pour les projets spéciaux a 
grimpe a 155,6 % pour atteindre 4,6 millions de 
dollars. Cette hausse spectaculaire s‘explique en 
grande partie par la subvention recue du gouverne- 
ment provincial pour la chaine francaise, nouveau 
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service de langue francaise du réseau. Pendant les 
cing premieres années d’exploitation de la chaine 
francaise, les gouvernements provincial et fédéral se 
sont engagés a contribuer 15,0 millions de dollars 
pour couvrir les frais du service. 


Autres subventions et revenus 

Outre les subventions de base recues de la Province 

de l'Ontario, TVOntario engendre des revenus par 

ses propres initiatives, a savoir les ventes d’émis- 
sions et de documents d’accompagnement, le 
financement de projets spéciaux et la campagne de 
souscription publique. Le total du revenu provenant 
de ces activités en 1986-1987 s‘élevait a 14,7 millions 
de dollars, une augmentation de 21,6 % par rapport 

a l’exercice précédent. 

Le revenu brut provenant des ventes d’émis- 
sions et de documents d’accompagnement en 
1986-1987 était le méme qu’en 1985-1986, soit 4,8 mil- 
lions de dollars. Ce chiffre comprend également le 
revenu tiré des ventes de droits d’émissions dans 
d’autres provinces, outre les sommes recues par le 
biais du recouvrement partiel des frais aux chapitres 
de la diffusion des publications, en Ontario, des 
cours de formation a distance et du service de distri- 
bution de bandes magnétoscopiques de TVOntario 
(VIPS):

Dépenses 


Programmation 

En 1986-1987, les dépenses engagées pour les projets 
de programmation achevés totalisaient 30,1 millions 
de dollars, en hausse de 22,8 %. En fin d’exercice, le 
nombre d’heures d’émissions produites par 
TVOntario avait augmenteé de 10,1 %, et le nombre 
d’heures acquises de 90,7 %.

Notes to Financial Statements 31 March 1987 


1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 
a) Basis of accounting 

The financial statements of The Ontario Educational 
Communications Authority (the Authority) have been prepared 
in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles with 
the following exceptions: 


Fixed assets, with the exception of transmission facilities 
located on the CN Tower, are expensed in the year of acquisition. 
Additionally, these fixed assets and related depreciation or 
amortization charges are accounted for in the Fixed Assets and 
Equity of the Province of Ontario accounts. 

Grants provided by the Province of Ontario that are used to 
purchase fixed assets are recognized as revenue. 

All leases in the nature of capital leases are accounted for as 
operating leases and accordingly the related lease payments are 
expensed as incurred. 

Membership contributions are accounted for on a cash basis. 


b) Fixed assets 

Fixed assets are recorded at cost and are depreciated or 
amortized according to the following methods: 
Diminishing balance: 

3uilding — 5% 

Furniture — 20% 

Motor vehicles — 30% 

Equipment, except certain transmission facilities on the CN 

Tower — 25% 

Straight line: 

Leasehold improvements — over the period of tenancy 

Transmission facilities located on the CN Tower over a period 

of 18 years 

c) Inventories 

i) Film, stores, and supplies are valued at the lower of cost or 
net realizable value, where cost is determined on a first-in, 
first-out basis. Program support materials include the costs 
of printing and all other related costs are expensed in the 
year. Videotapes and program support materials are valued 
at the lower of cost or net realizable value where cost is 
determined on a weighted average basis. 

During the year the Authority changed its valuation for 
program support materials inventory to include only the 
costs of printing. All other related development costs are 
expensed during the year. This resulted in the write-down 
of inventory by $212,000. This change has not been applied 
retroactively as the necessary financial data were not 
reasonably determinable. 

ii) Program production work in progress is valued at cost and 
ontains direct costs of freelance staff and crews, external 
studio facilities, property settings, film processing, and 
program rights. 

The costs of staff within the Authority whose main 
activ rea? are directed to program production are also 
included, 

[he costs of program production work in progress are 
recorded as charges to programming expenditure in the 

ear program production is completed. 
d) Marketing rights 

:) Canadian rights are expensed in the year of acquisition. 

ii) International rights are recorded at cost and amortized on 
the declining balance method at a 50 percent rate. 

e) Deferred revenue 

Grants and revenues received in the year with restrictions on 
their use are deferred until the applicable conditions have been 
fulfilled. 
f) Programming expenditure 

A portion of the excess of revenue over expenditure from 


program sales and the revenue from Membership contributions is 


to be used in program production and acquisition in the 
following year.

6. Network Expansion Grants and Expenditure 

Before 1986-87, the Province of Ontario granted $15,145,400 for 
the extension of the network to Timmins, North Bay, Owen 
Sound, the Muskokas, Kingston, Peterborough and Belleville, 
and 191 northern communities. 

An amount of $4,733,300 was received from the province 
during 1986-87 (1985-86 — $4,906,861) to continue the project and 
expand it to include Bancroft, Cloyne, Kenora, Tobermory, Parry 
Sound, and Prescott-Russell. 

Interest earned on the grant to date totalled $117,100. 

To date, expenditure on land, building design, construction, 
and equipment totals $14,419,200, of which $1,514,100 was spent 
during 1986-87 (1985-86 — $3,330,700). The unexpended balance 
of $5,576,600 has been deferred to cover future expenditures. 


7. Fixed Assets to Be Leased in Subsequent Year 

The Authority purchased satellite uplink facilities and 
typesetting equipment for $1,311,226. Of this amount $400,000 
was provided by the Ontario Legislative Assembly and $408,103 
from grants for French programming services. The balance of 
$503,123 was from funds provided for the Authority’s basic 


services. The Authority anticipates a sale and leaseback 
arrangement upon completion of the projects in the coming year. 


8. Lease Commitments 
a) Transmission facilities 

The Authority has entered into long-term leases and agree- 
ments to pay operating costs of transmission facilities having 
varying terms up to the year 2000, plus options to renew for addi- 
tional periods. Lease payments on the current year amounted to 
$2,453,916 (1986 — $1,410,375). 


b) Premises 

The Authority’s premises and warehouses are leased for 
approximately $1.3 million per annum. Of this amount, 
$1,165,696 is for the head office premises lease, which is for a 
period of eight years to 31 August 1994 and is renewable for a 
further period of five years. 


c) Equipment 

The Authority has entered into leases for equipment for its 
own use, with varying terms of up to five years. 

In addition, the Authority has entered into leases for equip- 
ment with terms of three years. This equipment has been 
subleased to various school boards. In the current year, lease 
expense was $105,372 (1986 — $110,660) and lease revenue was 
$94,368 (1986 — $123,741).

9. Long-Term Debt 

The Authority has a repayment agreement with the Crown 
Assets Disposal Corporation for the capital costs of Channel 19 
transmission facilities located on the CN Tower. Interest rates are 
8 1/16 percent to 9 3/4 percent. The long-term debt, which 
expires in 1997, is secured by the transmission facilities. Future 
annual payments will be $95,000 to 1 April 1991, $64,000 from 1 
April 1992 to 1 April 1996, and $67,000 on 1 April 1997. 


10. Capital Renewal Fund 

To ensure the Authority’s technical capital assets keep pace 

with technological changes, the Capital Renewal Fund was 
established in 1983-84 to provide funds for future maintenance 
and replacement of technical capital assets when needed. During 
1986-87, the fund received $1,006,100 (1985-86 — $947,200) from 
the Province of Ontario. The fund earned interest of $246,667 
during the year. 


11. Marketing Rights 

Amortization charges of $415,028 (1986 — $373,073) for inter- 
national marketing rights are included in the Program and 
Support Sales Expenditure. 


12. Pension Plan 
The Authority has pension plans covering substantially all 
employees. The contributions by employees together with those 
made by the Authority are deposited with a trustee according to 
the terms of the plans. Pensions at retirement are related to years 
of credited service and earnings. 

An actuarial valuation of the Authority’s pension plans at 
1 January 1985 revealed a surplus of $1,484,601. 

The Authority’s current-year contribution was $635,768 
(1986 — $655,979). 


13. Charitable Status 

The Authority has been approved by Revenue Canada as a 
registered charitable organization and may issue income tax 
receipts for contributions. 


14. Income Tax 

The Authority is exempt from income tax since it is a crown 
corporation of the Province of Ontario. Accordingly, no 
provision for income tax is made in the financial statements.

CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT 


nnual reports, by definition, describe the past. But they 

also can and should anticipate the future. In the same 

way, the lifelong process of education uses the discoveries 

of yesterday to provide for a richer tomorrow. The idea that knowl- 

edge of past accomplishments is a key to any future achievement 

has inspired TVOntario during its 18 years as an important part of 
the province's educational system. 

And so, in this Annual Report, we are concerned not only with 
1987-88’s events and activities, with TVOntario’s successes in pro- 
gramming and the delivery of its educational services, but also with 
the year’s planning and funding initiatives that will bear fruit in 
1988-89. 

The report’s financial pages reflect the elimination of a deficit, 
accumulated over several years, that, if left unchecked, would have 
severely limited the organization’s effectiveness in the very near 
future. 

Despite the challenges arising from self-imposed budget restric- 
tions, 1987-88 was a year of growth. TVOntario is blessed in the 
resiliency of its workers and in the continuing support of many 
individuals and groups outside the organization. 

Particularly rewarding were our increased personal contacts 
with educators and the general public through projects such as 
Education about AIDS, the Science Project, and workshops in the 
province’s Franco-Ontarian community, dealing with such matters 
as social services, volunteerism, literacy, and employment. The total 
number of persons taking part in all these workshops doubled 
to 20,000. 

The number of registrants in TVOntario Part-Time Learning 
courses increased by 1,000 to 13,757, and those in postsecondary 
credit telecourses, based on TVOntario programs and series, rose 
by 25 percent to 1,392. 

In other matters, we made a commitment to double the amount 
of satellite transmission time allotted to native people’s broadcasts 
in northern Ontario; our new resource list of multicultural pro- 
gramming was published and distributed to school boards across 
the province; and our programs and series won 14 awards at inter- 
national film and television festivals. 

All our achievements begin with TVOntario programming. 
Despite the growing number of options available to the at-home 
viewer, TVOntario continues to attract average audiences of 
between 2 and 2.5 million each week. And our programs remain 
a staple in classrooms across the province. 

One of the reasons TVOntario programming enjoys such 
acceptance among educators is the research with which these 
learning materials are first designed and then tested for their 
effectiveness as learning tools. The developmental research under- 
taken under TVOntario’s educational mandate keeps TVOntario 
programmers informed of the latest trends and initiatives in educa- 
tional theory and practice. TVOntario productions are often the 
end result of years of such research and development. 

In 1987-88, our French-language production increased by 
64 percent. This was a result of the first full year of operation of 
la chaine frangaise de TVOntario, together with the January ’88 
expansion of la chaine’s daytime schools schedule. 

While the amount of English-language production declined 
slightly in 1987-88 (completion of some projects having been 
deferred to fiscal 1988-89), the number of hours of English- 
language co-production increased substantially from 49.2 to 60.3. 
This trend was even more pronounced in French-language 


production (from 26.8 hours in 1986-87 to 70.6 in 1987-88) and 


TVOntario will continue 
to seek production part- 
ners both in Canada and 
abroad. 

Hope for the future of 
our educational service 
was bolstered considerably 
in 1987-88 by financial 
commitments from several 
sources. The provincial 
government announced 
additional base funding in 
support of increased pro- 
duction, in English and 
French, of curriculum- 
based schools program- 
ming and for special 
projects such as Education about AIDS. The federal government 
committed funds for the development of projects in English and 
French as a second language. 

Overall, the revenues secured by TVOntario for specific 
projects (e.g., The Successful Landlord series and French literacy 
programs) exceeded the year’s established target by 100 percent. 
And sales of TVOntario programming in 1987-88 produced 72 
percent more net revenue than had been projected. 

In the end, it is not dollars but people that are TVOntario’s most 
important resource. For their hard work and continuing support 
we are most grateful. Along with TVOntario’s talented and 
resourceful staff and management, | include here our forward- 
thinking board of directors. 

TVOntario also recognizes a long list of volunteers, including 
our 90 regional and francophone advisory councillors, the 
educators who sit on our nine academic discipline committees, our 
network of 5,200 television resource teachers and 600 communi- 
cateurs clés, and more than 200 librarians and media coordinators 
in school boards across Ontario. 

No less important are the many behind-the-scenes volunteers 
who contribute their time to the TVOntario Public Membership 
campaign and to our activities in smaller communities around the 
province. 

To the taxpayers of Ontario, to the more than 60,000 viewers 
who contributed to 1987-88’s Public Membership campaign, and 
to our generous benefactors in both the provincial and the federal 
government and in the private sector, we offer sincere thanks for 
their support during the past year. 

We look forward to continuing productive and cordial relations 
with the office of the premier, with the cabinet and legislature, with 
funding ministries at both levels of government, and especially with 
the Ontario Ministry of Culture and Communications and the 
Ministry of Education. 

We hope, above all, that we can go on serving the people of 
Ontario and working to enjoy their trust and support.

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LE MOT DU PRESIDENT 


i les rapports annuels rendent compte du passé, ils peuvent 

également prévoir l’avenir. De la méme facon, le processus 

de formation permanente met a profit les découvertes d’hier 
pour préparer un plus riche lendemain. Les succés Passés ont été 
une source d’inspiration pour TVOntario qui, durant ses dix-huit 
années d’existence, a joué un réle important dans le systeme 
éducatif de la province. 

Cest pourquoi, dans ce rapport annuel, nous nous penchons 
non seulement sur les événements et activités de l’exercice 
1987-1988, sur les succés remportés par TVOntario dans la pro- 
grammation et la prestation de services éducatifs, mais aussi sur 
les initiatives de planification et de financement, amorcées au 
cours de l’exercice, qui porteront leurs fruits en 1988-1989. 

Les pages financiéres du rapport font état de l’élimination du 
déficit accumulé au cours des derniers exercices, tendance qui 
aurait gravement compromis I’efficacité de l’organisme a trés bréve 
échéance si l’on n’y avait mis un terme. 

Malgré les défis consécutifs aux restrictions budgétaires que 
nous nous étions volontairement imposées, 1987-1988 a été une 
année de croissance. TVOntario a bénéficié du ressort de ses tra- 
vailleurs et du fidéle soutien de nombreux individus et groupes a 
Pextérieur de l’organisme. 

Nous avons trouvé particuliérement gratifiants nos contacts 
personnels accrus avec les éducateurs et le grand public dans le 
cadre de projets comme « [’Education et le Sida », le projet Science 
et les ateliers tenus dans les milieux franco-ontariens de la province 
sur des questions actuelles comme les services sociaux, le 
bénévolat, l’alphabétisation et Yemploi. Le nombre total de 
participants a ces ateliers a doublé pour atteindre 20 000. 

Le nombre des inscriptions aux cours de formation a distance 
de TVOntario est passé de 1 000 4 13 757, et la clientéle des télé- 
cours postsecondaires a crédit axés sur des séries de TVOntario a 
augmenté de 25 %, ce qui représente 1 392 nouvelles inscriptions. 

Dans d'autres sphéres, nous nous sommes engagés a doubler 
le temps de transmission par satellite alloué aux émissions a l’inten- 
tion des autochtones du nord de |’Ontario ; notre nouvelle liste 
d’émissions multiculturelles a été distribuée aux conseils scolaires 
de la province, et nos émissions et séries ont remporté quatorze 
prix lors de festivals internationaux du film et de la télévision. 

Toutes nos réalisations ont un point de départ commun : la 
programmation de TVOntario. Malgré une concurrence plus 
acharnée, TVOntario continue d’attirer des auditoires moyens de 
2a2,5 millions de personnes chaque semaine. Et nos émissions 
demeurent une denrée de base dans les écoles de la province. 

Si la programmation de TVOntario bénéficie d’un tel accueil 
parmi les éducateurs, c’est entre autres en raison de la recherche 
qui a présidé a la conception de ces matériels pédagogiques, puis 
a la mise a4 l’épreuve de leur efficacité comme instruments 
d’apprentissage. La recherche-développement entreprise dans le 
cadre du mandat de TVOntario permet aux programmeurs de 
Porganisme de se tenir au courant des tendances et initiatives les 
plus récentes en matiére de théorie et de pratique éducationnelles. 
Les productions de TVOntario sont souvent l’aboutissement final 
de longues années de recherche et de développement du genre. 

En 1987-1988, notre production en frangais a augmenté de 
64 %, prémices de la premiére année complete d’exploitation de 
la chaine francaise de TVOntario et de expansion, en janvier 
1988, de la grille d’émissions scolaires de cette chaine. 

Bien que le volume de production en langue anglaise ait accusé 
une légére baisse en 1987-1988 (l’achévement de certains projets 


ayant été reporté a l’exercice 1988-1989), le nombre d’heures de 
coproduction en langue anglaise a connu une augmentation 
substantielle, passant de 49,2 4 60,3. Cette tendance est encore 
plus marquée au chapitre de la production en langue francaise (qui 
est passée de 26,8 heures en 1986-1987 a 70,6 en 1987-1988). 
TVOntario continuera d’ailleurs de rechercher des associés de 
production au Canada et a l’étranger. 

Les espoirs placés dans l’avenir de nos services éducatifs ont été 
considérablement renforcés en 1987-1988 par des engagements 
financiers provenant de plusieurs sources. Le gouvernement 
provincial a annoncé l’octroi de subventions de base supplémen- 
taires pour étayer l’accroissement de la production, en anglais 
comme en frangais, de la programmation scolaire axée sur le pro- 
gramme d’études et pour des projets spéciaux comme « L’Educa- 
tion et le Sida». Le gouvernement fédéral a engagé des fonds pour 
la réalisation de projets en anglais et francais langues secondes. 

Dans l’ensemble, les revenus obtenus par TVOntario pour des 
Projets spéciaux (comme la série The Successful Landlord et les 
émissions d’alphabétisation en francais) ont dépassé de 100 % 
Vobjectif établi pour l’exercice. D’autre part, les ventes d’émissions 
de TVOntario en 1987-1988 ont produit 72 % de recettes nettes 
de plus qu’il n’avait été prévu. 

Au fond, ce sont les personnes, et non pas les dollars, qui sont 
la plus importante ressource de TVOntario. Nous sommes trés 
reconnaissants envers le personnel pour son travail acharné et son 
soutien continu. Au personnel et a la direction de TVOntario, si 
doués et dynamiques, j’associe notre conseil d’administration, 
connu pour sa perspicacité. 

TVOntario rend également hommage aux bénévoles si 
nombreux, notamment nos 90 membres des conseils régionaux et 
du Conseil consultatif francophone, les éducateurs qui siégent a 
nos neuf comités pédagogiques, notre réseau de 5 200 television 
resource teachers et 600 communicateurs clés, et plus de 200 
bibliothécaires et coordonnateurs des médias dans les conseils 
scolaires de l’Ontario. 

Non moins importants sont les nombreux bénévoles qui, dans 
les coulisses, consacrent leur temps a la campagne de souscription 
publique de TVOntario et a nos activités dans les petites localités 
de la province. 

Aux contribuables ontariens, aux quelque 60 000 téléspecta- 
teurs qui ont versé une contribution dans le cadre de la campagne 
de souscription publique de 1987-1988, et a nos généreux bien- 
faiteurs des milieux gouvernementaux fédéral et provincial et du 
secteur privé, nous exprimons ici nos sincéres remerciements pour 
Pappui qu’ils nous ont apporté au cours du dernier exercice. 

Nous comptons bien maintenir nos relations productives et 
cordiales avec le bureau du Premier ministre, avec le Cabinet et 
l’Assemblée législative, avec les ministéres qui nous financent aux 
deux paliers de gouvernement et, en particulier, avec le ministére 
de la Culture et des Communications et le ministére de 
Education. 

Nous espérons, par-dessus tout, pouvoir continuer a servir la 
population ontarienne et a travailler en vue de mériter sa confiance 
et son soutien.

FINANCIAL 
OVERVIEW 


yontario ended 1987-88 with a surplus 
Abs $0.8 million, having eliminated, as 
planned, the 1986-87 deficit of $1.3 
million. 

As in previous years, the expenditure of 
a portion of Public Membership 
contributions — $0.5 million — was 
deferred until 1988-89. If this amount had 
been spent in 1987-88, the accumulated 
surplus would have been $0.3 million. 


Revenues 


Total revenue for 1987-88 amounted to 
$61.4 million, an increase of 9.6 percent 
over 1986-87. 


Total Grants from the 
Province of Ontario 
During the year, $49.3 million was received 
from the Province of Ontario for basic 
operations as well as for specific projects. 
Funding for specific projects is 
recognized in the Statement of Revenue 
and Expenditure when the project is 
complete. Unspent funding at year end is 
shown as deferred revenue in the balance 
sheet. 


Basic Grants, Province of Ontario 
Grants from the Ontario Ministry of 
Culture and Communications and the 
Ministry of Education provide funding 
for operations and capital expenditures. 

In 1987-88 basic grant revenue 
amounted to $41.5 million, an increase 
of 3.2 percent over the previous year. 
This includes $1.5 million of the federal 
government’s share of funding for la 
chaine francaise de TVOntario. 


Other Grants and Revenues 

Sales of programs and support materials, 
the Public Membership campaign, and 
project-specific funding activities generate 
additional revenue for TVOntario. Total 
revenue from these sources in 1987-88 was 
$19.3 million. 

Gross revenue in 1987-88 from the sale 
of programs and support materials was 
$4.8 million, the same as in 1986-87. This 
figure includes revenue from the sale of 
program rights in other jurisdictions plus 
amounts received from the partial cost 
recovery realized in the distribution, within 
Ontario, of publications, part-time learning 
course offerings, and the TVOntario video- 
tape program service (VIPS). 

Public Membership contributions 
increased 24.8 percent to $2.5 million. 


Project funding for completed program- 
ming and other related activities substan- 
tially exceeded the level of the previous 
year.

Other Income 

Revenue from other sources amounted to 
$0.6 million in 1987-88 ($1.4 million in 
19866-87). 


Expenditures 


Total expenditure for the year amounted to 
$59.3 million ($58.1 million in 1986-87). 


Programming 

Expenditures on completed programming 
projects increased by 13 percent to $34.6 
million. The impact of the first full year of 
operation of la chaine francaise de 
TVOntario plus new science and tech- 
nology programming accounted for most 
of this increase. 


Broadcast Distribution 

Operating costs for broadcast distribution 
increased by 24.9 percent to $7.4 million. 
This was the result of the first full year of 
operating la chaine francaise, increased 
performance rights licence fees, and the 
impact of the new federal telecommunica- 
tions tax. 


Research and Development 
Expenditures on research and development 
decreased by 31.5 percent to $0.9 million, 
mainly as a result of the completion of the 
Telematics project. 


Administration 

Expenditure for administration was $6.9 
million, 10.4 percent lower than in 
1986-87. 


Program and Support Sales 

Program and support sales expenditures 
decreased by 13.7 percent to $4.0 million, 
while gross revenue remained at the 
1986-87 level. 


Project Funding and 
Public Membership 
Expenditures for project funding and 
Public Membership activities increased by 
22.9 percent to 1.8 million, while corres- 
ponding revenue increased by 49.3 percent. 


Capital Equipment 

Outright equipment purchases totalled 
$2.7 million while lease payments for 
equipment with original capital value of 
$7.7 million amounted to $1.0 million. This 
includes new leasing, during the year, of 
assets with a capital value of $1.0 million. 


Extension of Service 

Construction of new transmitters for the 
extension of network services is financed 
by specific operating and capital grants 
from the Ministry of Culture and 
Communications and capital grants from 
the Ministry of Northern Development and 
Mines. In 1987-88 $3.4 million was 
expended. 


Management’s Responsibility 
for the Financial Statements 


The accompanying financial statements 
have been prepared by management in 
accordance with generally accepted 
accounting principles, with the exceptions 
set out in the notes to the financial 
statements. 

Management is responsible for all infor- 
mation in the Annual Report, including, 
where appropriate, its consistency with the 
financial statements. 

Management has certified that all infor- 
mation having a potential connection with 
the financial statements has been provided 
to the Provincial Auditor. 

To assist management in the discharge 
of its responsibilities, the Authority main- 
tains a system of internal control designed 
to provide reasonable assurance that its 
assets are safeguarded; that only valid and 
authorized transactions are executed; and 
that accurate, timely, and comprehensive 
financial information is prepared. 

The Authority has an internal audit unit 
whose functions include reviewing and 
commenting on internal control. 

The TVOntario Board of Directors is 
responsible for ensuring that management 
fulfills its responsibilities. The board has 
appointed an Audit Committee from 
among its own members. The Audit Com- 
mittee meets periodically with manage- 
ment, including the director, Internal 
Audit, and the Provincial Auditor, to discuss 
audit, internal control, accounting policy, 
and financial reporting matters. The 
Financial Statements in this Annual Report 
were reviewed jointly by the Audit and 
Finance committees before approval by the 
board of directors. 

The Provincial Auditor conducts an 
annual audit in accordance with Section 
11. of the Ontario Educational Communi- 
cations Authority Act. 

The Provincial Auditor’s Report is in- 
cluded with the accompanying statement.

Notes to Financial Statements 31 March 1988 


1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


a) Basis of accounting 

The financial statements of The Ontario Educational 
Communications Authority (the Authority) have been prepared in 
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles with the 
following exceptions: 


The costs of program production work in progress are recorded as 
charges to programming expenditure in the year program production 
is completed. 

Fixed assets, with the exception of transmission facilities on the 
CN Tower, are expensed in the year of acquisition. 

Grants provided by the Province of Ontario for the purchase of 
fixed assets are recognized as revenue. 

All leases in the nature of capital leases are accounted for as 
operating leases and accordingly the related lease payments are 
expensed as incurred. 

Membership contributions are accounted for on a cash basis. 

Pension expense includes only cash contributions made by the 
Authority to the pension plans in the year. 


b) Inventories 

i) Film, stores, and supplies are valued at the lower of cost or net 
realizable value, where cost is determined on a first-in, first-out 
basis. Program support materials include only the costs of 
printing. Videotapes and program support materials are valued 
at the lower of cost or net realizable value where cost is 
determined on a weighted average basis. 

ii) Program production work in progress is valued at cost and 
contains direct costs of freelance staff and crews, external 
studio facilities, property settings, film processing, and program 
rights. 

The costs of staff within the Authority whose main activities 
are directed to program production are also included. 


c) Transmission facilities on CN Tower 

Transmission facilities located on the CN Tower are depreciated 
over a period of 18 years. Depreciation expense of $95,000 (1987 — 
$95,000) is included in the broadcast distribution expenditure. 


d) Marketing rights 
i) Canadian rights are expensed in the year of acquisition. 
ii) International rights are recorded at cost and amortized on the 
declining balance method at a 50 percent rate. 


e) Deferred revenue 
Grants and revenues received in the year with restrictions on their 
use are deferred until the applicable conditions have been fulfilled. 


f) Programming expenditure 

A portion of the excess of revenue over expenditure from program 
sales and the revenue from Membership contributions is to be used in 
program production and acquisition in the following year.

4. Capital Renewal Fund 

To ensure that the Authority’s technical capital assets keep pace with 
technological changes, the Capital Renewal fund was established in 
1983-84 to provide funds for future maintenance and replacement of 
technical capital assets when needed. During 1987-88, the fund 
received $1,177,500 (1986-87 — $1,006,100) from the Province of 
Ontario and earned interest of $291,800. Expenditures from the fund 
during the year were $586,300. The fund is invested in term deposits. 


5. Long-Term Debt 

The Authority has a repayment agreement with the Crown Assets 
Disposal Corporation for the capital costs of Channel 19 transmission 
facilities located on the CN Tower. Interest rates on the principal 
amounts are fixed and range from 8 1/16 percent to 9 3/4 percent. 
The long-term debt, which expires in 1997, is secured by the trans- 
mission facilities.

CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT 


ver the past year, a period of increasing difficulties 

for public broadcasters all over the world, 

TVOntario has succeeded in keeping faith with its 
audiences and learners in all parts of the province, achieving 
a number of gratifying successes and advances, highlights of 
which are recorded opposite. 

The difficulties arise from rapid and continuing tech- 
nological changes that demand flexible responses and swift 
adaptation from all broadcasters. While new delivery 
systems using satellites, home video, or fibre optics are still 
expanding, major advances are also being made in the pro- 
cessing and reception of broadcast signals using digital 
systems, stereo, and high-definition television. These trends 
change the conditions under which educational broad- 
casting operates and they demand new approaches. 

In addition to these technical shifts, which affect all 
broadcasters, there has been an ideological trend to fasci- 
nation with market solutions to all problems, including 
educational ones. Public institutions have suffered, public 
broadcasters among them. 

If TVOntario has been more fortunate than most, it is 
because the institution has been careful to forge close links 
with the people and audiences it serves. The enthusiastic 
support of a large, widely based grassroots organization of 
72,000 Public Members has done much to avert misunder- 
standing. Our commitment to research and the interactive 
nature of our learning programs keep our production staff 
in touch with public educators, government agencies, and 
communities throughout the province. 

We have succeeded in developing a regional and local 
focus for viewers and at the same time have opened 
windows for them on the whole world. It is not only 
TVOntario that must live in a new world, but all our 
people too. 

Our educational broadcasting system has been based 
from the start on community and partnership, with the 
result that we continue to enjoy the support of the people 
of Ontario and their governments and_ educational 
institutions. 


The past year has been one of excellence and achieve- 
ment. For this we have to thank not only our dedicated staff 
and directors, but our 90 regional and francophone advisory 
councillors, our 5,200 TV resource teachers (TRTs), our 
200 communicateurs clés, and countless other volunteers. 
Every one of these men and women has played an essential 
part, supported by the provincewide Membership and the 
staunch backing of government.

réalisant bon nombre de progrés gratifiants, dont nous 
décrivons les points saillants ci-contre. 

Les difficultés évoquées découlent de |’évolution rapide 
et soutenue de la technologie, qui oblige tous les radio- 
diffuseurs a faire preuve d’une grande souplesse et d’une 
grande facilité d’adaptation. Tandis que de nouveaux

yontario acquires, produces, and distributes home 
study courses in French and English for adults who wish 
to pursue interests outside a classroom environment. 


Highlights 


¢ A record 114 English-language home study courses 
were offered during 1988-89 and registrations increased by 
82 percent from 13,757 in 1987-88 to 25,021 registrants in 
1988-89. There were 8,995 registrants for The Successful 
Landlord series, another record. 


e Thirty-two English-language courses were offered as 
credit telecourses in association with postsecondary institu- 
tions in Ontario, and these courses attracted 1,509 
participants. 


e French-language formation a distance programming 
increased 80 percent from 36 hours in 1987-88 to 65 hours 
in 1988-89. In all, 33 noncredit telecourses were offered. 
By the end of fiscal 1989-90 the department’s program 
output will be 150 hours. 


¢ The year 1988-89 saw increased levels of formation a 
distance cooperation with six Ontario colleges, and the 
creation of two credit telecourses. One such telecourse, 
LAlternative Coop, was produced with Laurentian University 
and traces the history of the cooperative movement in 
Canada. 


@ There were major collaborations with the faculties of 
Administration and Education at the University of Ottawa 
to create English-language marketing and teacher training 
courses. 


e There was extensive development of a 1 3-part English- 
language course on preparing for retirement, and develop- 
ment of a French-language training course 
for the Canadian Association of Coaches.

he role of the Engligh-language Educational Services 
fears and its French counterpart, Services a la 
communauté, is to ensure that TVOntario’s programs, series, 
and related publications are used as effective learning tools 
by educators, libraries, and community groups. 

In fiscal 1988-89, demands for training in the integration 
of television and computers in education began to eclipse 
other training needs in individual media.

vontario programming is distributed on two broadcast 

services: the English-language TVO network and the 
French-language la chaine. Their signals, including that of 
the Ontario Legislative Assembly Service, were beamed from 
the Anik C3 satellite. 

In 1988-89, la chaine was distributed on the basic service 
by 92 percent of Ontario's cable television operators, and the 
English service now enjoys nearly universal coverage on 
cable. Transmitters for off-air reception of la chaine were 
constructed to serve Hawkesbury and Sudbury. 

By satellite subcarrier TVOntario distributes the signal 
of the Wawatay Native Communications Society (Wawatay) 
radio network. In addition, Wawatay television program- 
ming replaced the TVOntario signal for two hours each 
weekend in 30 northern native Ontario communities. 


Highlights 


@ TVOntario launched five new transmitters during the 
fiscal year: Bancroft (October ’88), Cloyne (November ’88), 
Tobermory (June 88), and English and French transmitters 
in Hawkesbury (March 89). 


@ The Hawkesbury installation is the first TVOntario 
transmitter for the exclusive use of la chaine.

RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 


vontario differs from other broadcasters in its strong 

commitment to research, which dates from the 
beginning of the organization and is part of its mandate. 
Priorities for research last year included providing informa- 
tion on audiences, learning needs, and educational 
effectiveness. 

The Evaluation and Project Research section provides 
information that assists in the production of educationally 
sound programs and services. Last year, EPR was involved in 
projects in every area of English and French programming, 
with particular emphasis on youth and enfance/jeunesse. 

EPR staff worked closely with programming departments 
to test programs, scripts, and concepts with audiences and 
to ensure program effectiveness. 

Key reports include Women in Politics, Alexandre, Magalie 
et Compagnie, and Habitat. The report on Alexandre, Magalie 
et Compagnie had a strong effect on changes in program- 
ming. The summative report on Women in Politics, a Home 
Studies telecourse, revealed the highest percentage to date 
of course registrants who engaged in follow-up activities 
after taking the course. Habitat was tested in five Ontario 
regions and involved more than 500 children. 

Reports on the IDEM and VSAT field trials emphasize 
TVOntario’s continuing participation in research and appli- 
cation of new technologies in education. 

The Planning and Development 
Research section (PDR) 


provides information on the environments in which 
TVOntario operates; assessment of learner needs and 
interests and support for preparation of plans and directions 
for TVOntario’s products and services. Key PDR reports 
include: 


e —External-environment papers, which provide an exten- 
sive study of issues and directions in education, government, 
broadcasting, technology, socioeconomics, and demo- 
graphics, were published. 


¢ = The final report of the Distance Education Committee, 
which explored numerous issues and developments in 
distance education, using the expertise of Ontario's distance 
education community, was issued. 


© To develop a stronger understanding of the interactions 
in the Franco-Ontarian community, an extensive inventory 
of francophone political, educational, social, and economic 
organizations was compiled. Répertoire des organismes 


francophones et franco-ontariens has been widely circulated. 


¢ = The report on The Potential of Closed Captioning for Adult 
Learners, prepared in partnership with the Closed-Caption 
Development Agency, recommends packaging for closed- 
captioned TV and stresses its usefulness in teaching literacy 
and English as a second language. 


@ = The Multiculturalism Database Report analyzed existing 
data on Ontario’s ethnic population. A comprehensive data- 
base of demographic and geographic information, this 
report is also a useful base for TVO’s multicultural 
programming. 

The TVOntario library, as part of PDR, provides an 
important service to staff, as the increasing numbers and 
complexity of requests indicate. The number of on-line 
searches increased 114 percent last year and explored issues 
related to productions, policy, and the broadcasting 
environment in general. 

The Audience Research section is responsible for pro- 
viding information on TVOntario’s actual and potential 
audiences. Key projects last year included the design and 
implementation of a home audience database that allows 
quick analysis of audience trends relating to a program, 
series, or program service. In addition to regular seasonal 
audience reports, 69 special reports were prepared 
in response to requests for information from all parts 

of the organization. 
A Signal/Access Database was also designed to provide 
up-to-date information on the availability of the TVO and la 
chaine networks through transmitters, low-power rebroad- 
cast transmitters (LPRTs), and cable TV in every corner of 
the province.

Le rapport sur Alexandre, Magalie et Compagnie a fortement 
influencé les changements qui ont été apportés au contenu 
de l’émission. Le rapport final sur Women in Politics a révélé 
que ce télécours a enregistré le pourcentage le plus élevé 
d’étudiants inscrits qui, par la suite, font les activités de suivi. 
Habitat a été testé dans cing régions de I’Ontario sur un 
auditoire de plus de 500 enfants. 

Les rapports sur les projets expérimentaux sur place 
SCO et VSAT mettent en lumiére la participation continuelle 
de TVOntario a la recherche et a la mise en application de 
nouvelles technologies en éducation. 

Le Service de planification et de recherche en dévelop- 
pement fournit des données sur les milieux dans lesquels 
TVOntario poursuit ses activités, évalue les besoins et les 
intéréts des apprenants et apporte son appui a l’élaboration 
de projets touchant les produits et services de TVOntario.

hrough its Marketing department, TVOntario sells the 
4 eats to its programs (broadcast and nonbroadcast) 
throughout Canada and in 78 countries around the world. 

During 1988-89, sales of TVOntario programming and 
related materials were exceptionally strong and in some 
cases, record-setting. 

Gross sales in 1988-89 were $4.4 million, compared 
with $3.9 million in 1987-88. The sale of Nature Watch to 
Home Box Office in the U.S. produced revenues of 
$300,000 — TVOntario’s largest single sale to date. 

Programming sales topped $1 million in Canada and the 
first major initiative in the French immersion market was 
launched.

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FINANCIAL OVERVIEW 


vontario ended fiscal 1988-89 with a surplus of 

$0.9 million, after a net cumulative adjustment of $1.7 
million, the effect of expensing all costs for incomplete 
productions that had been inventoried as work in progress 
in prior years. 

This surplus represents a portion of the unallocated 
revenues from Membership donations and marketing sales 
realized in the latter part of the fiscal year. 


Revenues 


Total revenues for 1988-89 amounted to $70.9 million, an 
increase of 15.4 percent over the previous year. 


Base Grants from the Province of Ontario 

Funding for operations and capital expenditure is provided 
through the Ontario Ministry of Culture and Communica- 
tions. In prior years, part of this funding was provided 
through the Ministry of Education. 

Grants for operations recognized in the year were 
$44.0 million, an increase of 6 percent over the previous 
year. The remaining government grants were for specific 
projects and capital renewal. As part of the government’s 
emphasis on education, a commitment of $10 million over 
three years was announced during the year for curriculum 
programming. In 1988-89, $4 million for this initiative was 
added to the grant. 


Other Revenues 
Sales of programs and support materials, project-specific 
funding activities, the Public Membership campaign, and 
other income generate additional revenue for TVOntario. 
Gross revenue in 1988-89 from the sale of programs and 
support materials was $5.9 million, an increase of 22.1 per- 
cent over the previous year. This amount includes revenue 
from the sale of program rights outside Ontario, plus 
amounts received from the partial cost recovery realized in 
the distribution of publications, part-time learning course 


offerings, and the TVOntario Videotape Program Services 
(VIPS) within Ontario. 

Funding for specific projects is recognized in the State- 
ment of Revenue and Expenditure when the project is 
completed. Unspent funding at the year end is shown as 
deferred revenue in the balance sheet. 

Project Funding includes government grants for specific 
activities such as curriculum programming and capital 
renewal, as well as corporate contributions for projects. 
Project funding from all sources recognized in the year was 
$16.9 million, an increase of $4.9 million over the previous 
year. 

Public Membership contributions increased by 14.7 per- 
cent to $2.9 million. 

Revenue from all other sources amounted to $1.3 million 
in 1988-89, as compared with $0.6 million for the last year. 


Expenditures 


Total expenditures for the year amounted to $68.8 million, 
as compared with $59.3 million for the last year. This repre- 
sents an increase of 16.1 percent over the previous year. 


Programming 
Expenditure on completed programming projects increased 
by 10.8 percent to $38.4 million. 


Broadcast Distribution 

Operating costs for broadcast distribution increased by 
22.3 percent to $9.0 million. The impact of the new tele- 
communications tax, full-year effect of the operation of la 
chaine, and operation of new broadcast transmitters were 
the major reasons for this increase. 


Research and Development 
Expenditure on research and development was $0.9 million, 
maintaining the same level as the previous year. 


Administration 
Expenditure for administration was $7.3 million, an increase 
of 5.5 percent over the previous year. 


Program and Support Sales 
Program and support sales expenditure increased by 29.9 
percent to $5.2 million. 


Project Funding and Public Membership Activities 
Expenditure for project funding and Public Membership 
activities increased by 29.7 percent to $2.4 million. 


Capital Equipment 

Outright equipment purchases totalled $4.4 million for the 
year, while lease payments for equipment with original 
capital value of $7.7 million amounted to $1.3 million. 


Extension of Services 

Construction of new transmitters for the extension of 
network services is financed by specific operating and 
capital grants from the Ministry of Culture and Communica- 
tions and capital grants from the Ministry of Northern 
Development and Mines. In 1988-89, $3.3 million was 
expended. 


Retained Income 

The excess of revenue over expenditure for the year was 
$1.8 million; from that, as a result of change in accounting 
policy, $1.7 million for production work in progress was 
deducted. The accumulated retained income was just under 
$1 million as compared with $0.8 million last year. This 
amount has been committed in the 1989-90 budget 
allocations. 


Management’s Responsibility 
for the Financial Statements 


The accompanying financial statements have been prepared 
by management in accordance with generally accepted 
accounting principles, with the exceptions set out in the 
notes to the financial statements. 

Management is responsible for all information in the 
Annual Report, including, where appropriate, its consis- 
tency with the financial statements. 

Management has certified that all information having a 
potential connection with the financial statements has been 
provided to the Provincial Auditor. 

To assist management in the discharge of its responsi- 
bilities, the Authority maintains a system of internal control 
designed to provide reasonable assurance that its assets are 
safeguarded; that only valid and authorized transactions are 
executed; and that accurate, timely, and comprehensive 
financial information is prepared. 

The Authority has an internal audit unit whose functions 
include reviewing and commenting on internal control. 

The TVOntario Board of Directors is responsible for 
ensuring that management fulfills its responsibilities. The 
board has appointed an Audit Committee from among its 
own members. The Audit Committee meets periodically 
with management, including the director, Internal Audit, 
and the Provincial Auditor, to discuss audit, internal control, 
accounting policy, and financial reporting matters. The 
Financial Statements in this Annual Report were reviewed 
jointly by the Audit and Finance committees before approval 
by the board of directors. 

The Provincial Auditor conducts an annual audit in 
accordance with Section 1] of the Ontario Educational 
Communications Authority Act. 

The Provincial Auditor’s Report is included with the 
accompanying statement.

Le revenu brut provenant de la vente d’émissions et de 
matériel d’accompagnement s’éléve, en 1988-1989, a 
5,9 millions de dollars, une hausse de 22,1 % sur l’exercice 
précédent. Ce montant comprend, d’une part, le revenu tiré 
de la vente de droits sur les émissions a l’extérieur de 
l'Ontario, et, d’autre part, les sommes recues au titre du 
recouvrement partiel des frais liés a la distribution des 
publications, aux cours de formation 4 distance et au service 


de distribution de bandes magnétoscopiques de TVOntario 
(VIPS) en Ontario. 

Le financement des projets spéciaux est comptabilisé 
dans |’état des revenus et dépenses lorsque les projets sont 
terminés.

Notes to Financial Statements 31 March 1989 


1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 
a) Basis of accounting 

The financial statements of The Ontario Educational 
Communications Authority (the Authority) have been prepared 
in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles 
with the following exceptions: 


Fixed assets, with the exception of transmission facilities 
on the CN Tower, are expensed in the year of acquisition. 

All leases in the nature of capital leases are accounted for 
as operating leases and accordingly the related lease payments 
are expensed as incurred. 

Pension expense includes only cash contributions made by 
the Authority to the pension plans during the year. 


b) Inventories 
Film, stores, and supplies are valued at the lower of cost or 


net realizable value, where cost is determined on a first-in, first- 


out basis. Program support materials include only the costs of 
printing. Videotapes and program support materials are valued 
at the lower of cost or net realizable value where cost is 
determined on a weighted average basis. 


c) Transmission facilities on CN Tower 

Transmission facilities located on the CN Tower are depre- 
ciated over a period of 18 years. Depreciation expense of 
$95,000 (1988 — $95,000) is included in the broadcast 
distribution expenditure. 


d) Marketing rights 
i) Canadian rights are expensed in the year of acquisition. 
ii) International rights are recorded at cost and amortized 
on the declining balance method at a 50 percent rate. 


e) Deferred revenue 

Grants and revenues received in the year with restrictions 
on their use are deferred until the applicable conditions have 
been fulfilled. 


f) Membership contributions 
Membership contributions are recorded on a cash basis. 


g) Retained income 

A portion of the excess of revenue over expenditure from 
program sales and the revenue from Membership contributions 
will be used in program production and acquisition in the 
following year. 


2. Change in Accounting Policy 
The Authority has changed its method of accounting for 
program production costs relating to work in progress. Prior to 
fiscal 1988-89 these costs were included in inventories until 
the project was completed, at which time the accumulated 
costs were written off and the related deferred revenue, if any, 
was recognized. Beginning with the current fiscal year, such 
production costs are expensed in the year they are incurred. 
The effect of this change was to decrease the fiscal 1988-89 
excess of revenue over expenditure by $804,000. 

This change has been applied retroactively. However, the 


financial statements relating to periods prior to fiscal 1988-89 
have not been restated as the effect on each individual prior 
period is not reasonably determinable. A retroactive 
adjustment of $1,691,000 has been made to the opening 
balance of retained income of the current year to account for 
the cumulative effect of the change.

5. Capital Renewal Fund 

To ensure that the Authority’s technical capital assets keep 
pace with technological changes, the Capital Renewal Fund 
was established in fiscal 1983-84 to provide funds for future 
maintenance and replacement of technical capital assets when 
needed. During fiscal 1988-89, the fund received $1,372,500 
(1987-88 — $1,177,500) from the Province of Ontario and 
earned interest of $452,065 (1987-88 — $291,800). 
Expenditures from the fund during the year were $1,615,302 
(1987-88 — $586,300). The fund is invested in term deposits. 


6. Long-Term Debt 

The Authority has a repayment agreement with the Crown 
Assets Disposal Corporation for the capital costs of Channel 19 
transmission facilities located on the CN Tower. Interest rates 
on the principal amounts are fixed and range from 8 1/16 
percent to 9 3/4 percent. The long-term debt, which expires in 
1997, is secured by the transmission facilities. Future annual 
payments will be $95,000 to | April 1991, $64,000 from 1 
April 1992 to 1 April 1996, and $67,000 on | April 1997.

8. Marketing Rights 

Amortization charges of $375,242 (1987-88 — $350,172) for 
international marketing rights are included in the program and 
support sales expenditure. 


9. Network Extension Expenditure and 

Grants Recognized 

In previous years, the Province of Ontario through the 
ministries of Culture and Communications and Northern 
Development and Mines provided $21,264,800 for the 
expansion of the network through the construction of new 
transmitters throughout the province. During fiscal 1988-89 
$1,164,300 (1987-88 — $1,269,000) was received from the 
province for network extension and to begin the television 
extension in northern Ontario program. 

Grants spent to date on land, building design, construction, 
and equipment total $20,784,900, of which $2,998,800 was 
spent during fiscal 1988-89 (1987-88 — $3,366,900). In 
addition, $318,800 was funded directly by the Authority this 
year. The unexpended balance of $1,644,200 has been 
deferred to cover future expenditures. 


10. Pension Plans 
The Authority has pension plans covering substantially all 
employees. The contributions by employees together with 
those made by the Authority are deposited with a trustee 
according to the terms of the plans. Pensions at retirement are 
related to years of credited service and earnings. 

An actuarial valuation of the Authority’s pension plans at | 
January 1987 revealed a surplus of $2,230,813. 

The Authority’s current-year contribution was $684,766 
(1987-88 — $677,484). 


11. Lease Commitments 
Leases cover transmission facilities, offices, and warehouse 
premises and equipment.

1. Résumé des principales pratiques comptables 
a) Pratiques comptables de base 

Les états financiers de l’Office de la telécommunication 
éducative de I’Ontario (l’Office) ont été préparés conformé- 
ment aux principes comptables généralement reconnus, avec 
les exceptions suivantes : 


Les immobilisations, sauf les émetteurs situés dans la Tour 
du CN, sont imputées a l’exercice au cours duquel elles ont été 
achetées.

Chairman’s 
Statement 


his past year has been one of consolidation and plan- 
ning for TVOntario. The 1990s mark not only a new 
decade in the calendar, but also another decade of 
service by TVOntario to the learners of the province: 
1989-90 was our nineteenth year of educational tele- 
communications. And so, mindful of the challenges that will 
face a 20-year-old educational broadcaster as it moves 
toward the next millennium, we at TVOntario worked in 
1989-90 to consolidate our growth, double-check the 
strength of our educational bonds to the people and 
learning institutions of Ontario, research social trends and 
the English- and French-language learning needs of 
Ontarians of all ages across the province, update our 
curriculum-based programming, reorganize our program- 
ming sectors to make the best possible use of expertise and 
equipment, and ensure adequate ongoing funding for our 
two educational television services, TVO and La Chaine. 

Even so, in this past year TVOntario has done more than 
strengthen its Ontario base: with increased vigor we have 
pursued cooperative activities with like-minded broad- 
casters. In doing so, we build on our history of productive 
relationships with organizations, both in Canada and 
abroad. These include NHK (Japan’s public broadcaster, the 
largest in the world), CANAL (the French-language educa- 
tional service in Quebec), ZDF (Germany’s leading public 
broadcaster), and members of the Association for Tele- 
Education in Canada (ATEC), Canada’s educational broad- 
casting organization. Through international initiatives and 
affiliations, TVOntario not only represents the province 
abroad through sales and co-production of top-quality 
educational programming, but also reaps benefits for its 
stakeholders here by giving Ontarians access to the best of 
worldwide programming, whether acquired from our 
colleagues or cost-effectively co-produced with them. 

New 1989-90 programming initiatives reflected 
TVOntario’s continuing commitment to lifelong learning for 
all Ontarians. The network’s topical literary series Imprint 
is the only regular television series on books and writing in 
Canada and was also carried on CBC’s Newsworld. Prisoners 
of Gravity is also a groundbreaker. Hosted by Rick Green, it 
is the only news magazine series in North America special- 
izing in science fiction, fantasy writing, and comic books. 

Other series focused on environmental issues (Fragile 
Nature), health and medicine (Vital Signs), and the impact of 
technology on society (The Science Edition). Ontario Lottery 
Live provided us with the opportunity to bring Ontario to 
Ontarians by exploring the difference lottery funds have 
made to municipalities throughout the province. 

New 1989-90 programming initiatives for La Chaine 
focused on social concerns and efforts to meet viewer needs 
and build viewer loyalty. In the telenovela Mademoiselle, 
French-language viewers were introduced to Brazilian 
society of the late nineteenth century. Dubbed the Brazilian 
equivalent of Roots, it was broadcast to test viewer interest 
in a similar historical series for Franco-Ontarians. Closer to 
home, La Chaine presented a gala highlighting well-known 
personalities from the political, economic, and cultural 
scenes in Ontario to celebrate the enactment of Bill 8, the 
French-Language Services Act. 

Other community-building series included La Nuit sur 
l’étang, presenting Franco-Ontarian musicians in concert. 
La Chaine also coordinated Championnats du monde d’ortho- 
graphe, the world French-language spelling championships, 
held in Paris in November 1989. 


In response to initiatives taken by TVOntario’s regior 
advisory councils to reflect the cultural mosaic on scree 
in staffing, and in activities around the province, expand: 
policies on native people and multiculturalism we 
developed and adapted. 

Recognizing that learning is enriched by dialogue ai 
discussion, TVOntario has increased programming opp< 
tunities for interaction and debate. In series such as Bibi 
Genevieve t’invitent, young viewers are invited to send in th 
questions and artwork; Join In! encourages children 
participate through songs, games, and stories; and La Cha 
d’idées asks children to submit their science projects. 

TVO and La Chaine also produced Le Lys et le Trillium 
groundbreaking broadcast featuring simultaneous trans 
tion that gave viewers across the province a unique Opp' 
tunity to exchange views on multicultural policy. 

All in all, it was a challenging year when we renewed a 
consolidated our programming ideas to respond to t 
viewers of this province, and put ourselves in the runni 
for national and international awards in the future. That' 
continue to be successful in our efforts is demonstrated 
the ongoing, growing support of our Members, advis¢ 
councillors, board members, legislators, staff, and other lo 
viewers across Ontario. 

My thanks go out to each and every one of you!

Indeed, since its inception in 1970, TVOntario has become 
known and respected around the world for the quality of its 
investigation into educational technology and learning in 
our complex society. The Policy, Research, and Planning 
sector comprises Evaluation and Project Research (EPR), 
Planning and Development Research (PDR), library services, 
and Audience Research. 

EPR provides information that contributes to the produc- 
tion of educationally sound programs and services; PDR 
explores the rapidly changing educational, technological, 
and socioeconomic environments in which TVOntario 
operates, recommending organizational initiatives and 
responses. 

Audience Research provides information and analyzes 
TVOntario’s actual and potential audiences, including access 
to the network’s signals. It also examines television-viewing 
patterns and trends in Ontario.

vontario serves the province on two broadcast services: 
Te predominantly English-language TVO network and 
the predominantly French-language La Chaine. Their 
signals, as well as that of the Ontario Legislative Assembly 
Television Service, are beamed from the Anik C] satellite to 
high- and low-power transmitters and to individual and cable 
system satellite receivers across Ontario. 

In 1989-90, the TVO signal reached 97 percent of 
Ontarians and was carried by 97 percent of cable systems. 
La Chaine was available to 71.7 percent of French Ontarians 
whose mother tongue is French, and was distributed by 
92 percent of the province’s cable systems on the basic tier 
of service (cable channels 2-13). 

To help serve 30 northern native communities, 
TVOntario distributed the signal of the Wawatay Native 
Communications Society radio network via satellite sub- 
carrier. In these communities, Wawatay television program- 
ming replaced the TVO signal for two hours each weekend. 


Highlights 


® TVOntario launched TVO transmitters in Kenora 
(September 1989) and Parry Sound (February 1990). In 
Sudbury (June 1989), the first offair, high-power transmitter 
constructed exclusively for La Chaine was added to the 
existing tower that supports the TVO transmitter. 


® Under the TENO (Television Extension to Northern 
Ontario) project, the Ministry of Culture and Communica- 
tions at a community’s request brings additional television 
services, such as TVO and La Chaine, to underserved areas 
of the province. Through this program in 1989-90, 32 TVO 
and La Chaine transmitter sites around the province were 
approved for construction to offer new educational oppor- 
tunities to remote communities. 


® In 1989-90, both services exceeded their Canadian- 
content commitments of 60 percent: 67 percent on TVO 
and 63 percent on La Chaine. 


e TVOntario distributed CJRI-FM’s stereo educational 
radio service on satellite subcarriers to 30 communities that 
include the major population areas of the province.

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Financial 
Overview 


yontario ended the 1989-90 fiscal year with a total 
aes of just under $1.5 million, including unallocated 
revenues from Membership donations and marketing sales. 
This surplus represents a deliberate strategy to minimize 
financial vulnerability by committing promised revenues to 
cover the full budgeted costs of specific projects. The 
balance of projected revenues is committed when fully 
realized. 


Revenues 


Funding for specific projects is recognized in the Statement 
of Revenue and Expenditure when the project is completed. 
Funds unspent at year end are shown as deferred revenue 
in the Balance Sheet. 

Total revenues for 1989-90 amounted to $79.6 million, 
an increase of 12.2 percent over the previous year. 


Base grants from the Province of Ontario 

Funding for operations and capital expenditure is pro- 
vided through the Ontario Ministry of Culture and 
Communications. 

Base grants for operations recognized in the year were 
$46.5 million, an increase of 5.6 percent over the previous 
year. The remaining government grants of $17.6 million 
were for specific projects and capital renewal and are 
included in the Statement of Revenue and Expenditure 
under Project Funding. In 1988-89, reflecting the govern- 
ment’s emphasis on education, the ministries of Education 
and Culture and Communications committed $10 million 
over three years to curriculum programming. In 1989-90, 
$7.2 million for this initiative was added to the grant. 


Other revenues 

Sales of programs and support materials, project funding 
initiatives, the Membership campaign, and other activities 
generate additional revenue for TVOntario. 

Gross revenue in 1989-90 from the sale of programs and 
support materials was $6.0 million, an increase of 2.0 per- 
cent over the previous year. This amount includes revenue 
from the sale of program rights outside Ontario, plus 
amounts received from the partial cost recovery realized in 
the distribution of publications, Home Studies course 
offerings, and the Videotape Program Service (VIPS) in 
Ontario. 


Project funding includes government grants for specific 
activities such as curriculum programming and capital 
renewal, as well as corporate contributions for projects, In 
1989-90, project funding from all sources was $21.3 million 
($17.6 million in government grants and $3.7 million in 
corporate funding), an increase of $4.4 million over the 
previous year. : 

Membership contributions increased by 21.6 percent to 
$3.5 million. 

Revenue from all other sources amounted to $2.3 
million in 1989-90, as compared with $1.3 million last year. 


Expenditures 


Total expenditures for the year amounted to $78.7 million, 
as compared with $68.8 million for the last year. This repre- 
sents an increase of 14.4 percent over the previous year, 


Programming 
Expenditure on completed programming projects increased 
by 16.0 percent to $44.5 million. : 


Broadcast distribution 

Operating costs for broadcast distribution increased by 
7.0 percent to $9.7 million. The impact of full-year 
operation of three new broadcast transmitters and related 
expenses was the major reason for this increase. 


Research and development 

Expenditure on research and development was $1.3 million, 
an increase of 46.8 percent over the past year. New projects 
initiated in 1988-89, but completed in 1989-90, combined 
with the BBM (Bureau of Broadcast Measurement) audience 
research as well as policies and procedures projects under 
taken this fiscal year, accounted for the increase. 


Administration 
Expenditure for administration was $8.5 million, an increase 
of 15.6 percent from the previous year. The increase result 
from increased programming initiatives and computer 
related activities. 


Program and support sales 
Program and support sales expenditures increased by

The accompanying financial statements have been 
prepared by management in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting principles, with the exceptions set 
out in the notes to the financial statements. 

Management is responsible for all information in the 
Annual Report, including, where appropriate, its consis- 
tency with the financial statements. 

Management has certified that all information having 
a potential connection with the financial statements has 
been provided to the Provincial Auditor. 

To assist management in the discharge of its respon- 
sibilities, TVOntario maintains a system of internal 
control designed to provide reasonable assurance that its 
assets are safeguarded; that only valid and authorized 
transactions are executed; and that accurate, timely, and 
comprehensive financial information is prepared. 

TVOntario has an internal audit unit whose functions 
include reviewing and commenting on internal control. 

The TVOntario Board of Directors is responsible for 
ensuring that management fulfills its responsibilities. The 
board has appointed an Audit Committee from among its 
own members. The Audit Committee meets periodically 
with management, including the director, Internal Audit, 
and the Provincial Auditor, to discuss audit, internal 
control, accounting policy, and financial reporting 
matters. The financial statements in this Annual Report 
were reviewed jointly by the Audit and Finance 
committees before approval by the board of directors. 

The Provincial Auditor conducts an annual audit in 
accordance with Section 11 of the Ontario Educational 
Communications Authority Act. 

The Provincial Auditor’s Report is included with the 
accompanying statement.

Notes to Financial Statements 31 March 1990 


1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 
a) Basis of accounting 

The financial statements of The Ontario Educational 
Communications Authority (the Authority) have been prepared 
in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles 
with the following exceptions: 


Fixed assets, with the exception of transmission facilities 
on the CN Tower, are expensed in the year of acquisition. 


All leases in the nature of capital leases are accounted for 
as operating leases and accordingly the related lease payments 
are expensed as incurred. 


Pension expense includes only cash contributions made by 
the Authority to the pension plans during the year. 


b) Inventories 

Film, stores, and supplies are valued at the lower of cost or 
net realizable value, where cost is determined on a first-in, first- 
out basis. Program support materials include only the costs of 
printing. Videotapes and program support materials are valued 
at the lower of cost or net realizable value where cost is 
determined on a weighted average basis. 


c) Transmission facilities on CN Tower 

Transmission facilities located on the CN Tower are 
recorded at a cost of $1,719,000 and depreciated over a period 
of 18 years, representing the term of the long-term debt. 
Depreciation expense of $95,000 (1989 — $95,000) is included 
in the broadcast distribution expenditure. Accumulated depre- 
ciation to date is $1,142,000 (1989 — $1,047,000). 


d) Marketing rights 
i) Canadian rights are expensed in the year of acquisition. 
ii) International rights are recorded at cost and amortized 
on the declining balance method at a 50 percent rate. 


e) Deferred revenue 

Grants and revenues received in the year with restrictions 
on their use‘are deferred until the applicable conditions have 
been fulfilled. 


f) Membership contributions 
Membership contributions are recorded on a cash basis. 


g) Retained income 

A portion of the excess of revenue over expenditure from 
program sales and the revenue from Membership contributions 
will be used in program production and acquisition in the 
following year.

4. Capital Renewal Fund 

To ensure that the Authority’s technical capital assets keep pa 
with technological changes, the Capital Renewal Fund was 
established during the 1984 fiscal year to provide funds for 
future maintenance and replacement of technical capital asse 
when needed. During the 1990 fiscal year, the fund received 
$2,526,500 (1989 — $1,372,500) from the Province of Ontar 
and earned interest of $493,902 (1989 — $452,065). 
Expenditures from the fund during the year were $2,370,824 
(1989 — $1,615,302). The fund is invested in term deposits. 


5. Deferred Revenue 
Included in deferred revenue is $10,581,031 (1989 — 
$8,046,528) from various ministries of the Province of Ontar 


6. Long-Term Debt 

The Authority has a repayment agreement with the Crown 
Assets Disposal Corporation for the capital costs of Channel 
transmission facilities located on the CN Tower. Interest rates 
on the principal amounts are fixed and range from 8 1/16 
percent to 9 3/4 percent. The long-term debt, which expires’ 
1997, is secured by the transmission facilities. Future annual 
payments will be $95,000 to 1 April 1991, $64,000 from | 
April 1992 to | April 1996, and $67,000 on 1 April 1997. 


7. Base Grants, Province of Ontario 

Base grants revenue recognized from the Ministry of Culture 
and Communications during the year was $46,487,000 (1985 
— $44,027,000). 


8. Project Funding 
Project funding revenue recognized from various ministries 0 
the Province of Ontario during the year was $17,643,130 (19 
— $14,325,556). 


9. Marketing Rights 

Amortization charges of $257,298 (1989 — $375,242) for 
international marketing rights are included in the program and 
support sales expenditure. 


10. Network Extension Expenditure and 

Grants Recognized 

In previous years, the Province of Ontario through the 
ministries of Culture and Communications and Northern 
Development and Mines provided $22,429,100 for the 
expansion of the network through the construction of new 
transmitters throughout the province. During the 1990 fiscal 
year, $2,346,800 (1989 — $1,164,300) was received from the 
province for network extension and the Television Extension in 
Northern Ontario program. 


Grants spent to date on land, building design, construction, 
and equipment total $21,661,400, of which $876,500 was 
spent during the 1990 fiscal year (1989 — $2,998,800). In 
addition, $369,300 was funded directly by the Authority this 
year. The unexpended balance of $3,114,500 has been deferred 
to cover future expenditures. 


11. Pension Plans 

The Authority has pension plans covering substantially all 
employees. The contributions by employees together with 
those made by the Authority are deposited with a trustee 
according to the terms of the plans. Pensions at retirement are 
related to years of credited service and earnings. 


An actuarial valuation of the Authority’s pension plans at 
| January 1989 revealed a surplus of $7,864,220. 


The Authority’s current-year contribution was $743,338 (1989 
— $684,766). 


12. Lease Commitments 
Leases cover transmission facilities, offices, and warehouse 
premises, and equipment. Future lease payments are as follows:

13. Charitable Status 

The Authority has been approved by Revenue Canada as a 
registered charitable organization and may issue income tax 
receipts for contributions. 


14. Income Taxes 

As a crown corporation of the Province of Ontario, the 
Authority is exempt from income taxes. Accordingly no 
provision for income taxes is made in the financial statements. 


15. Comparative Figures 
Certain comparative figures have been reclassified to conform 
with the 1990 presentation.

Now was the time to reaffirm our identification 
with educational goals and needs, both within TVOntario 
and among the people of this province. 

TVOntario programming underwent constructive 
changes in 1990 and 1991, offering our viewers an even 
greater emphasis on cohesion, quality, and responsive- 
ness. Responding to the changing need of educators, we 
produced such acclaimed series as Skills / Au travail, 
Many Voices, Non merci, and Dealing with Drugs. TVO 
Daytime added a new dimension to educational broad- 
casting, and the construction of Studio F, Daytime’s 
French-language counterpart, ensures that we will soon 
be able to reach Franco-Ontarian educators with the same 
immediacy and effectiveness.

One of our most 
exciting achievements of the year was 
the signing of a major agreement with 
the largest public broadcaster in the 
world, Japan’s NHK, its only treaty of 
the kind with a North American 
broadcaster. 

And second, we must maintain 
our strong support of the educational 
and cultural needs here in Ontario, 
establishing even stronger and 
deeper roots in different communities 
that make up our great province. Our 
anniversary year was an opportunity to reinforce our ties 
in the province and reestablish a sense of people acting 
together, whether on multiculturalism, societal issues, or 
community and global concerns. On 27 September 1990, 
more than 5,000 Trees of Knowledge were planted in 
schools throughout Ontario, creating a powerful visual 
image of TVOntario as part of the community and its:

English Programming Services 


otal TVOntario (English-language) network 
broadcast time was 6,419 hours, a level consistent 
with previous years. Canadian content exceeded 
the regulatory requirements of 60 percent overall. 


With nearly 100 courses available, Home Studies registra- 
tions increased by 8.8 percent to 35,127 registrants. 


TVOntario, together with the Addiction Research Foun- 
dation, the Provincial Anti-Drug Secretariat, and the 
Ministry of Education, produced programming for 
Ontario students on substance abuse and provided 
workshops for educators delivering anti-drug education. 


TVO Daytime, produced out of the integrated studio “the 
Box,” began broadcasting to educators across the province 
through pre-recorded broadcasts and open-line phone-in 
programs. 


Between the Lines, TVO’s public-affairs series, became 
television’s only one-hour, single-topic discussion program. 


Activities beyond broadcast 


TVOntario celebrated twenty years of broadcasting (1970- 
1990) with various community and school events, special 
anniversary programming, and a twentieth-anniversary 
commemorative book 


The TVOntario Awards were created to recognize out- 
standing eductional programming; the TVOntario Teach- 
ers’ Awards were created to recognize the use of educa- 
tional technology for educational purposes. 


In response to a worldwide trend toward globalization and 
accelerating changes in broadcasting, technology, and 
education, TVOntario created International Affairs, a 
sector dedicated to building partnerships with public 
broadcasters around the world. 


TVOntario signed a wide-reaching, three-year coopera- 
tion agreement with NHK Japan, the world’s largest 
public broadcaster. 


French Programming Services 


Total broadcast time was 5,845 hours, a level consistent 
with previous years. Canadian content exceeded the 
regulatory requirements of 60 percent overall. 


La Chaine’s new Youth Programming sector was de- 
signed to meet the specific educational needs of young 
French-speaking Ontarians. 


La Chaine coordinated Les Championnats du monde 
d’orthographe, the world French-language spelling bee, 
for the third year; in addition, a school version, La Filiére 
scolaire des Championnats du monde d’orthographe, was 
distributed to Ontario French-language and French 
immersion schools. 


Among La Chaine’s award-winning programs in 1990-91 
were Picoli et Lirabo: “Babette super gardienne,” winner 
of the 1990 Award of Excellence from the Children’s 
Broadcast Institute, and Sciences, on tourne !: “L’Ecosystéme,” 
which was honored at the Semaine internationale du 
cinéma scientifique. 


Quizzz Ontario, a phone-in quiz series, proved a resound- 
ing success with francophone and francophile viewers 
across the province. 


Financial 


Total revenues were $89.6 million, up 12.2 percent over 
1989-90. 


Total expenditures were $90.3 million, compared with 
$78.7 million in 1989-90, up 14.8 percent. 


Ontario government grants recognized for base funding 
totalled $62.1 million, up 10.4 percent over 1989-90. 


Other project funding, including federal grants for com- 
pleted programming and other related activities, was 
$14.4 million and exceeded 1989-90 levels by 24.5 percent. 


Gross revenues from the sale of programs and support 
materials from all sources was $6.7 million, up 

11.6 percent over 1989-90. Membership revenue increased 
by 5 percent to $3.7 million. 


STAY TUNED FOR THE FUTURE 


he year 1990 was a very special one for TVOntario: 
| it was our twentieth year of broadcasting to the 
people of Ontario. 

For the past two decades we have led the way in 
educational television, breaking new ground and winning 
accolades at every step of the journey. So after 20 years, it 
was time to celebrate the past. Even more important, it 
was time to celebrate our growth as a member of the 
community, thank our extended “family” for their sup- 
port, and highlight our potential for the future. We 
created a colorful logo for the year and, using “Stay tuned 
for the future” as our slogan, organized a variety of activities 
and special projects for this landmark year. 

One of the most important events was the planting of 
the Trees of Knowledge. We distributed more than 
5,000 metre-high spruce trees to schools all across Ontario, 
along with instructions about planting and caring for 
them and plaques to commemorate the occasion. On 
27 September, the students at each school put their tree into 
the ground in a special ceremony to mark the anniversary. 
Sponsors included Trees Ontario (a new foundation of the 
Ministry of Natural Resources and the Ontario Forestry 
Association), Landscape Ontario, and Connon Nurseries. 

This date, 27 September, was also declared TVOntario 
Day by more than 130 provincial municipalities, which 
flew our flag that day. In Toronto, more than 200 pre- 
schoolers attended a public ceremony, with Polkaroo and 
Toronto Mayor Art Eggleton as special guests. 

A twentieth-anniversary book, Stay Tuned for the 
Future, was another way of marking this special year. 

This publication, crammed with highlights and reminis- 
cences of TVOntario’s first two decades, went out to 
4,000 recipients as a memento of the occasion. 

We took the twentieth anniversary as an occasion to 
announce the new TVOntario Awards, an international 
_ competition that will honor outstanding achievements in 
television learning programs and promote the natural role 
and social value of television in society. The competition, 
to be held every two years, will offer a grand prize of 
$50,000—the largest cash award for educational program- 
ming in the world. 

To honor and encourage the use of technology for 
educational purposes, TVOntario, in partnership with the 
Ontario Teachers’ Federation, created the TVOntario 
Teachers’ Awards. Beginning in the 1991 school year, 
awards of $2,500 will be given annually to one elemen- 
tary- and one secondary-school teacher; their division or 


department will receive another $1,000 for the purchase of 
technology-based educational material. 

Other promotions and events included an informal 
birthday party for TVOntario staff, ex-staff, friends, and 
funders; receptions for TVOntario Members in Ottawa, 
Hamilton, London, Dryden, and Sudbury; the creation of 
a travelling exhibit displaying our best artwork, posters, 
advertisements, set designs, and promotional materials 
from the past 20 years; 19 dessert parties hosted by 
advisory councillors in various communities; and a poster 
contest for schoolchildren from which two designs were 
chosen, from almost 1,000 entries, to be printed and 5,000 
copies distributed. 

And, of course, there were on-air celebrations: one- 
minute happy birthday testimonials from Ontarians, a 
twentieth-anniversary birthday special for Polkaroo 
(whose birthday is the same day as TVOntario’s), and 
special editions of Speaking Out, People Patterns (““Celebrat- 
ing Ontarians”), and—on La Chaine—Entre nous. 

Our twentieth-anniversary celebrations were received 
enthusiastically, and they went a long way toward 
increasing the visibility and prestige of TVOntario in the 
community. Now it’s on to the next 20 years!

PROGRAMMING: CHILDREN AND YOUTH 
THE FUN FACTOR IN LEARNING 


VOntario’s aim has always been to arouse 

curiosity in young people and to encourage them 

to love learning for life. Programming is carefully 
designed, with contributions from teachers and students 
ensuring that what we produce excites and stimulates 
children’s curiosity. 

But TVOntario programs for children and youth 
aren't limited to those designed for school use. Twenty 
years ago, we had one of our first and biggest hits — 

Polka Dot Door. This series was quickly recognized as a 
superb program for preschool children. Since that 
time, TVOntario has gained international acclaim for its 
Children and Youth programming. Much of what we 
offer is still tied in with the Ontario Ministry of Educa- 
tion’s curriculum guidelines, but at-home programming is 
equally as important, particularly for preschoolers. And 
naturally, although our objectives remain unchanged, 
technical production is far superior to those early days, 
thanks to advances in television production technology. 

French-language programs in the early days went on 
air only for a short time on Sundays; most were transla- 
tions of English-language school material. Today it’s quite 
different. French-speaking young people now have access 
to productions in their own language through La Chaine, 
a network that, in its short five-year history, has produced 
prize-winning programs and series and enjoys an ever- 
increasing audience. In 1990, a major milestone was reached 
when we created a sector dedicated specifically to the 
educational needs of French youth between ages 13 and 25. 

Technology is changing. And as it does, our tech- 
niques will continue to be adapted to take advantage of 
new opportunities. For example, interaction has always

been important in TVOntario productions; young people 
learn best when they take part actively. In the future, our 
programs will encourage interactive participation to an 
even greater extent than they do now. We have a 20-year 
history of experimentation in new electronic ways to 
deliver our programs. We are creating live interactive 
video conferences and investigating interactive distance 
learning for those who don’t have access to formal class- 
room settings. It seems as though every day new opportu- 
nities present themselves—opportunities that offer greater 
access to those who want to learn, wherever they are in 
Ontario. Our interactivity includes fine support materials 
that provide student and teacher activities for today’s 
modern classroom methods.

i A youth sector was created for La Chaine, to provide 
French-speaking youth with programs that meet their interests 
and needs; one of the main aims is to try to reduce the speed of 
assimilation of people between the ages of 16 and 18 into the 
English community.

@ Reading Rap, a series of eight programs, helps reluctant 
readers overcome reading difficulties. 


@ Science is explored in The Green Earth Club, an interactive 
environmental series; 19 new programs were added to Nature 
Watch Digest, adapted from Nature Watch in partnership with La 
Chaine. These programs show the habits, habitat, and lives of 
animals. 

@ Here's How!, a 20-part series for students in grades 1 to 3, 
crosses many curriculum areas, including language, science, 


and social studies. 


@ The popularity of Report Canada continued to grow, attract- 
ing the participation of many new schools. In this series, 
children’s work from all parts of Ontario is used. 


@ Your Choice: Our Chance, a series on drug prevention for 
grades 4 and 5 students, was produced in cooperation with the 
Agency for Instructional Technology and funded by the federal 
Department of Health and Welfare Canada. Four series on 
substance abuse, two in English and two in French, were 
produced in cooperation with the Provincial Anti-Drug 
Secretariat, the Addiction Research Foundation, and the 
Ontario Ministry of Education: Dealing with Drugs and Non 
merci for students in grades 7 and 8, Chemical Solutions and 
Choisis ton monde for those in grades 9 to OAC (Ontario Aca- 
demic Credits—formerly grade 13). 


— Skills and Work: The Inside Story, both funded by the Ontario 
Ministry of Education, were developed for 14- to 18-year-olds 
in response to the grave need to make youth aware of career 
possibilities and keep them in school so that they can become 
skilled citizens in the work force after graduation. 


@ The interactive distance learning pilot, Business and 
Consumer Mathematics, was completed in cooperation with the 
Independent Learning Centre, the Ministry of Education, and 
TVOntario’s Home Studies sector. This pilot, for grade 11 
students, has received favorable feedback from the Independ- 
ent Learning Centre and an excellent response from teachers. 


@ Paroles d’échanges, eight dramas about exchange students 
for French-as-a-second-language students aged 12 to 16, was 
produced with funding from the Secretary of State. 


& A series on Canadian law for grades 11 and 12, A Question of 
Justice, is being developed in consultation with the Ministry of 
the Attorney General and funded by that ministry. 


@ Planet under Pressure is a grade 10 science series that deals 
with the degradation of Earth and explains the environmental 
chemistry behind problems like water pollution and the 
depletion of the ozone layer.

&@ Bookmice, an exciting new series promoting literacy for 
younger children, was launched. 


& Thirteen new programs have been added to the Join In!

& Polka Dot Door produced 20 new half-hour programs and a 
one-hour special, “Polkaroo’s Birthday,” in support of 
TVOntario’s twentieth anniversary. 


& Eric’s World, a 13-part series starring children’s performer 
Eric Nagler, is a new co-production with Cambium Television 
and Films Inc. The series is designed for 6- to 9-year-olds and 
their families.

PROGRAMMING: HOME STUDIES 
ARMCHAIR EDUCATION 


ithout ever stepping outside their homes, 

Ontarians can learn about everything from 

managing their finances wisely or techniques 
of tai chi to understanding human behavior. What began 
as Part-Time Learning in 1982—with three or four courses 
and only a few thousand registrants—has become the 
immensely popular Home Studies. Now close to 
100 English-language courses are available; 35,127 people 
registered in 1990-91, making it the most successful year 
so far. A distinctive Home Studies logo was created for 
TVOntario’s twentieth anniversary, and we are using it to 
identify all our materials from this sector. 

Home Studies is designed for those who want to go 
beyond simply watching a television program. TVOntario 
provides a complete package of supplementary informa- 
tion such as viewer's guides, books, and audiotapes. 
Many of the series qualify as credits at universities and 
community colleges. Our efforts to provide the best 
possible programs are becoming even more focused now; 
in 1990 we created a strategic plan for strengthening our 
partnerships with postsecondary institutions so that 
together we can develop and administer an even wider 
range of credit courses. 

TVOntario’s Home Studies sector will play an impor- 
tant role in providing distance education opportunities to 
Ontarians. In the next few years, our hope is to become 
much more integrated with other educational providers 


in this province. By working together, we can help people 
increase their ability to obtain workplace skills and enrich 
their lives—all from home.

H Home Studies (English) had its most successful year ever in 
1990-91, with 35,127 registrations—an increase of 8.8 percent 
over 1989-90 and 39.3 percent over 1988-89. Revenue from 
registrations totalled $1,464,000, up from $1,172,800 in 1989-90. 


| Twenty-five new courses (104 hours) were aired. Two of 
them, Foundations of Taoist Tai Chi and Chinese Brush Painting, 
were among the top three in popularity, the third being a 
perennial favorite, The Successful Landlord. Foundations of Taoist 
Tai Chi was even more successful than expected, attracting 
3,010 registrants.

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PROGRAMMING: ADULT 
WHAT YOU WANT IS WHAT YOU GET 


hether the subject is the strange allure of the 

Mona Lisa’s smile or mysteries at the bottom 

of the ocean, Sunday shopping or Saturday 
night movies, TVOntario brings adults the highest stand- 
ard of television viewing available. 

In the early days, we were nearly unique in consist- 
ently presenting outstanding British and other foreign 
acquisitions. In recent years, the number of programs we 
produce and co-produce at TVOntario has risen, to the 
point where our own programming is the mainstay of the 
schedule, with acquired productions supplementing it. In 
fact, in 1990-91 we produced, co-produced, and commis- 
sioned 519 hours in English—more than at any time in the 
past decade—and acquired 530 hours, whereas only a few 
years ago the balance was closer to two-thirds acquisitions 
and one-third productions and co-productions. La Chaine, 
still in its youth, maintained a balance in 1990-91 of about 
40 percent productions and co-productions — 477 hours 
— and 60 percent acquisitions. 

We believe it is important to work with the independ- 
ent production sector, and in 1990-91, the number of 
hours and the money TVOntario made available for co- 
productions and commissioned works both doubled from 
the previous year. Our goal remains consistent: to provide 
programming that helps viewers understand and learn 
more about significant issues in the arts, science, and 
public affairs—particularly those issues of concern to 
Ontarians. In the future, by producing more programs 
ourselves or licensing independent Canadians to do work 
for us, we hope to ensure that this goal is met—with 
superb productions for our adult audience.

f A new 10-week, half-hour environmental series, Common 
Ground, premiered, presenting an action plan for change and 
covering a diverse range of environmental issues with both 
local and international perspectives. 


The Global Family, co-produced with NHK Japan, also 
premiered. This nature series takes an ecological look at 
animals and plants and how we humans fit into the picture. 


@ Les Championnats du monde d’orthographe, a worldwide 
spelling bee, was broadcast for the third year on La Chaine. In 
1990, the competition attracted 4,000 participants, with the 
finals held in Paris in December 1990.

@ La Filiére scolaire des Championnats du monde d’orthographe, 
a school version of the popular Championnats du monde 
d’orthographe, was sent to both francophone and French 
immersion schools throughout Ontario. 


§ The Science Edition, in its expanded, one-hour format and 
new time, scored its highest ratings ever, averaging 82,000 
viewers each month — up from about 45,000 the previous year. 


@ Imprint made highly publicized changes in both format and 
personnel, resulting in higher ratings than the previous season. 
Improved debates on topical literary issues, six new contribut- 
ing interviewers along with main host Daniel Richler, and the 
introduction of fresh irreverence appealed to viewers who 
enjoy reading and the literary world. 


& A notable achievement in arts programming was the 
bilingual co-production by TVO and La Chaine of a program 
on the politics of literary translation in Canada, for the series 
A comme artiste and Imprint. 


Between the Lines was another step into “immediacy” 
programming, with weekly panel discussions on subjects of 
current interest ranging from sustainable development to Oka, 
AIDS, gun control, and Sunday shopping.

@ Distant Voices, a co-production taped in Thunder Bay, 
profiles interesting people and issues in northern Ontario.

GOING LIVE 


here’s something new at TVOntario—something 

that’s affectionately been dubbed “the Box.” And 

that name describes it very well. The Box is a 
completely self-contained production studio, control and 
edit room, outfitted with high-quality equipment and 
designed to be used by a minimum of technical staff. 

This special environment opens up new doors at 
TVOntario, allowing us to offer daily live programs. 
TVO Daytime, a major English programming initiative in 
1990-91, was conceived and developed hand in hand with 
the Box. Targeted at teachers, educators, administrators, 
and parents as well as the general public, TVO Daytime 
aired between 12:00 noon and 1:00 p.m. daily, with the 
goal of creating a greater awareness about issues in 
education and strengthening the bond between TVOntario 
and the educational community. TVO Daytime was 
officially launched on 7 January 1991, and has already 
achieved a high level of recognition. 

The Box has been used for other purposes as well, 
such as our Public Membership on-air campaign and 
special tapings. As time goes on, its potential will be 
thoroughly exploited, and Studio F, a French version now 
under construction, will provide La Chaine audiences 
with similar opportunities.

POLICY, RESEARCH, AND PLANNING 


esearch. Understanding who your audience is and 
R what its needs and interests are. Testing programs 

and program ideas to decide whether they’re on 
target. Taking a look at the future and interpreting it 
effectively. That's the kind of activity that has given 
TVOntario an international reputation as one of the finest 
educational programmers and broadcasters anywhere. 

Research has been part of our mandate right from the 
start. It was always considered important, and recognition 
of its value has grown over the years. Today, research 
functions as a vital, integral partner in TVOntario’s major 
undertakings and developments. 

The Policy, Research, and Planning sector is made up 
of three areas. Evaluation and Project Research (EPR) has 
the most direct and immediate contact with the viewer. It 
provides information that contributes to the production of 
educationally sound programs and services. Planning and 
Development Research (PDR) looks to the future, recom- 
mending organizational initiatives and responses to 
change. The third area, Audience Research, analyzes our 
actual and potential audiences, as well as television- 
viewing patterns and trends. 

Virtually every available research technique is used in 
our work—from observational research and focus group 
discussions to literature searches, number crunching, and 
face-to-face interviews. Over the course of a year, we have 
personal contact with as many as 2,000 people. 

In 1990-91, one of the most exciting activities that 
Policy, Research, and Planning participated in was the 
development of the new French youth sector for La Chaine. 
All three research departments spent much time working 
with the program planners, learning the needs of French 
youth—who offer unique challenges because of their situa- 
tion as a distinct minority group in Ontario. The research 
information compiled was essential in giving the program- 
mers a good sense of what programs to produce, co-produce, 
or buy, a key factor in the success of the new venture. 

Keeping in touch with our audience, understanding 
them, and anticipating their future needs have brought us 
worldwide respect. In the years to come, we would like 
research not only to serve the very specific needs of 
individual producers, but to broaden its scope so that it 
has a greater sense of the organization as a whole. An 
intensified corporate perspective can only serve to im- 
prove an already strong operation in TVOntario. 


INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS 


lobalization—the need to think globally rather 

than just locally—is making its mark on broad- 

cast and educational environments as much as on 
the rest of the business community. There is no question 
that with rising production costs and increased competi- 
tion, no broadcaster is going to survive on its own any 
more. One of the answers is partnerships. 

On 1 October 1990, TVOntario’s International Affairs 
sector made its debut. In the past we have worked with 
other organizations, but usually on a small scale in 
production-related activities or through information 
sharing. However, in May 1990 a major agreement was 
signed with NHK, Japan’s public broadcaster, and now, 
through this new sector, our international focus has been 
given a strong and expanded organizational voice. 

Our central purpose is to assess other public broad- 
casters and educators around the world, seeking those 
who would provide the best partnerships for TVOntario— 
the most suitable match of goals, resources, and audi- 
ence—and then approaching them about possibilities for 
organizational cooperation. 

International Affairs has a particular mandate to look 
at the United States, where private investment in educa- 
tion is growing and new satellite and cable educational 
services are being set up. Talks are also planned or under 
way with French, Swedish, Spanish, and Korean public 
broadcasters. Technology firms, publishers, foundations, 
and other international organizations offer opportunities 
for collaborative, multimedia development and funding 
that are being investigated as well. 

Another area of interest is the Asia-Pacific region. In 
February 1991, TVOntario became the Canadian repre- 
sentative in the Pacific Rim co-production consortium of 
public broadcasters. 

In cooperation with NHK, International Affairs began 
the planning for an international meeting of public 
broadcasters to be held in Toronto in November 1991. 

But always—no matter whom we negotiate with—the 
end result must have a relevance to Ontarians, the commu- 
nity whose educational needs and interests come first. 
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DISTRIBUTION AND PRODUCTION 


n 1970, when TVOntario began broadcasting to 

Ontarians, we had a single transmitter, on Toronto’s 

CN Tower. We've come a long way since then. Today 
we operate the second largest television network in 
Canada, capable of covering the whole of eastern Canada 
through our Antik C1 satellite feed. 

Conversion to satellite was the most significant 
strategic step TVOntario has made. Before 1981, we could 
broadcast only to those areas that could be reached by 
earthbound microwave transmitters—a very expensive 
operation for a limited number of Ontarians. But once we 
moved to satellite, we were available to virtually the 
whole of the province. By 1989, 97 percent of Ontarians 
could receive the TVO signal through 98.4 percent of cable 
systems. The La Chaine signal reached an estimated 
72 percent of French Ontarians whose mother tongue is 
French, mostly through cable, with additional service 
through transmitters in Hawkesbury and Sudbury for 
those without cable. Overall, 75 percent of Ontarians 
receive La Chaine. 

The TVO and La Chaine signals, along with that of 
the Ontario Legislative Assembly Television Service, are 
beamed from the Anik C1 to both high- and low-power 
transmitters throughout the province. Individual and 
cable system satellite receivers across Ontario also pick 
them up. The number of transmitters continues to grow, 
so that we can serve even the most remote communities. 


Thirty northern native communities also benefit from 
our satellite abilities. We distribute the signal of the 
Wawatay Native Communications Society radio network 
by satellite subcarrier, and for two hours each weekend, 
Wawatay television programming replaces the TVO 
signal in these communities. 

Our reach continues to grow, and our goal for the future 
is to ensure that anyone anywhere in Ontario will be able to 
take advantage of the educational service we provide.

Hard work 
and perseverance brought almost total success, and now 
the councils have moved on to new priorities, such as 
helping promote TVO and La Chaine programs and 
services in their communities, working on the Member- 
ship campaigns, or monitoring the effort to make TVOntario 
videotapes available in libraries around the province—an 
initiative the councils themselves brought about. 

In 1990-91 a commitment was made to have native 
representation on each council, to add to the ensurance of 
a good mix of ages, ethnic backgrounds, and job commit- 
ments. The advisory councils speak for the people of 
Ontario—and TVOntario listens.

MEMBERSHIP 


hen more than 85,000 people care enough 

about the activities of a broadcaster to support 

it financially, obviously that broadcaster is 
making the right moves. TVOntario’s first on-air Public 
Membership campaign took place in 1982, and every year 
since then, the number of Members has grown. 

The financial support is important, of course, helping 
us to produce and acquire new programming. But equally 
important is the vote of confidence that each Membership 
represents—the tangible proof that Ontarians back our 
efforts and believe in our future. 

Membership fund raising takes several forms. The 
on-air campaigns, although essential, represent only a 
portion of the money that we raise. Most Membership 
revenue comes from renewals by existing Members, 
whom we contact through a direct-mail campaign. 
Mailings are also used to reach potential Members; in 
1990-91, a million people were contacted this way. In 
an effort to reach lapsed Members, we took another 
approach too, with considerable success: through a 
telemarketing campaign, we contacted 30,000 people, 
and 6,000 of them reinstated their Membership. 

From zero to 85,000 in less than 10 years. That’s a sign 
of success we can be proud of. Naturally, we’re not going 
to stop there: our target for the future is 100,000 Members. 


Short takes 


@ In an effort to attract more Franco-Ontarians to Membership 
in TVOntario, we had an on-air telethon and a direct-mail 
campaign to 50,000 people. Our acquisition efforts resulted in 
almost 1,500 new Members who contributed a total of $56,500. 
Also, 139 organizations took part in fund-raising activities as 
part of the telethon, raising an additional $32,000. 


@ Signal magazine, the listings guide that is sent every month 
to Members who give $25 or more, was revamped to make it 
livelier, more interesting, and easier to read. 


@ Fiscal 1990-91 was a difficult year for Membership for two 
reasons. The recession clearly had an impact on our efforts. We 
also lost 2,300 Members in the Montreal market, because cable 
companies there stopped carrying the TVO signal. But despite 
these difficulties, in 1990-91, 85,600 Members contributed approxi- 
mately $3.7 million, an increase of 5 percent over 1989-90.

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MARKETING AND PROJECT REVENUE 


evenue is essential to keep the cameras rolling at 

TVOntario, and two sources are particularly 

important—investors for specific projects and 
buyers of our programs. Both are the responsibility of the 
Marketing and Project Revenue department. 

Marketing was nonexistent 20 years ago, but as more 
and more inquiries about programs came from outside 
Ontario, it became obvious that here was a potential 
source of revenue. TVOntario now sells both broadcast 
and nonbroadcast rights in Canada and around the 
world; in fact, we are the largest foreign supplier of 
educational television programs to the U.S. instructional 
broadcast market (through our office in Cary, North 
Carolina), and have sold to more than 80 other countries. 

While Marketing takes what has been developed for 
Ontarians and promotes it in the rest of the world, Project 
Revenue supports the creation or acquisition of new 
programs to serve the people of Ontario. Special corporate 
and government funds also help us publish educational 
print materials and carry out research and development 
projects. Most of this revenue is tied to specific series or 
programs; we match the communication needs and 
objectives of funders and potential funders with our 
internal project needs. 

One of the best examples of such a match took 
place in 1990-91, when we received a commitment for 
$2.4 million from the Provincial Anti-Drug Secretariat for 
the production of two series on substance abuse, in 
collaboration with the Addiction Research Foundation. 
These series, in both English and French, included an 
extensive teacher-training component. This grant was the 
biggest single-source grant ever received for a production, 
and enabled us to create programming that filled a need 
to reach children in a contemporary manner—the objec- 
tive of both the secretariat and TVOntario. 

Marketing and Project Revenue are important to 
TVOntario’s future, giving us the flexibility we need to 
continue creating high-quality educational programs for 
Ontarians. And that’s what TVOntario is all about.

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FINANCIAL OVERVIEW 


VOntario ended the 1990-91 fiscal year with an 
accumulated retained income of $1.3 million. This 
donations and marketing sales, and is part of a deliberate 
strategy to minimize financial vulnerability by ensuring 
that funds are committed only when the expected rev- 
enues are realized. This amount was fully committed in 
the 1991-92 budget allocations.

Revenue 


Total revenue from all sources recognized for 1990-91 
amounted to $89.6 million, compared with $79.9 million 
last year, an increase of 12.2 percent. 

Funding for specific projects is recognized in the 
Statement of Revenue and Expenditure and Retained 
Income when the project is completed. Funds unspent at 
year end are shown as deferred revenue in the balance sheet. 


Base grants from the Province of Ontario 


Funding for operations and capital expenditure is pro- 
vided through the Ontario Ministry of Culture and 
Communications. 

Base funding from the Ministry of Culture and 
Communications for 1990-91 was $60.5 million, an 
8.7 percent increase over the previous year of 
$55.6 million. 

Included in the base grants is $16.8 million for cur- 
riculum-based learning systems. 

Base funding for operations and for recognized 
project-specific funding totalled $62.1 million, an increase 
of 10.4 percent over the previous year. 


Other revenue 


Sales of programs and support materials, project-funding 
initiatives, the Membership campaigns, the Téléthon, and 
other activities generate additional revenue for TVOntario. 
Project funding includes contributions from corporations 
as well as grants from federal and provincial governments 
for specific programming project activities. In 1990-91, 
project funding from all sources was $14.4 million: 
$3.7 million from corporate sources, $6.5 million from the 
provincial government, and $4.2 million from the federal 
government. This represents an overall increase of 
24.5 percent over the previous year. 

Gross revenue in 1990-91 from the sale of programs 
and support materials was $6.7 million, an increase of 


11.6 percent over the previous year. This amount includes 
revenue from the sale of program rights outside Ontario, 
in addition to amounts received from the partial cost 
recovery in the distribution of publications, Home Studies 
course offerings, and the Videotape Program Service 
(VIPS) in Ontario. 

Membership contributions to TVOntario increased by 
5 percent to $3.7 million. 

Revenue from all other sources amounted to 
$2.7 million in 1990-91. 


Expenditure 


Total expenditure for the year, excluding network exten- 
sion, was $90.3 million; this represents a 14.8 percent 
increase from the previous year level. The difference of 
$0.8 million in the level of expenditures over the total 
revenue is a result of the carry-over of the previous year’s 
retained income. 


Programming 

Programming expenditure consists of costs associated 
with the production of new and acquired programs; 
programming and technical staff support; educational 
services; development of support publications; and 
advertising and promotional activities. 

In 1990-91, expenditure on completed programming 
projects increased by 18.6 percent to $53.1 million; this 
amount represents 58.8 percent of total expenditure. 
Programming output in new production was 855 hours, 
an increase of 23.7 percent. 


Broadcast distribution and engineering 


These activities include the distribution of two networks, 
operation of transmitter sites, and engineering services. 

Broadcast distribution and engineering expenditure 
for 1990-91 increased by 2.9 percent to $9.8 million. They 
account for 10.9 percent of the total expenditure. 


Research and development 


Research and development include research for and 
evaluation of programming projects; development 
research; audience research; and policy and planning 
activities. 

Expenditure on research and development was 
$2.0 million, an increase of 4.9 percent over the past 
year. It was 2.2 percent of total expenditure. 
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Administration 


Administration includes corporate management, human 
resources, finance, information systems, legal services, 
purchasing, and general administrative activities. 

At $8.8 million, expenditure for administration 
represented 9.7 percent of total expenditure. 

A number of new initiatives were undertaken during 
the year. These were upgrades of outdated systems; 
increased training and development for staff; and, in 
response to the increased globalization of public broad- 
casting, additional emphasis given to the exploration of 
international business opportunities. In addition, Ontario 
government-funded initiatives for multicultural and 
French-language implementation were undertaken. 

These new initiatives and increased operating costs in 
response to higher programming activity accounted for 
an increase of $2.2 million. 


Program and support sales 


Costs of program and support sales activities increased by 
11.0 percent to $7.3 million; this compares with an 11.6 
percent increase in corresponding revenues. Costs are 
compiled on a full-cost basis. 


Project funding and Membership activities 


The costs of generating project funding and Membership 
revenues remained constant at $2.5 million; revenues for 
these activities increased by 19.9 percent. Costs are 
compiled on a full-cost basis. 


Capital equipment 

Outright equipment purchases from the base grants 
totalled $6.3 million for the year; lease payments for the 
year amounted to $0.6 million. 


New transmitters 


Construction of new transmitters for the extension of 
network services is financed by specific operating and 
capital grants from the Ministry of Culture and Commu- 
nications. In 1990-91, $1.3 million was expended; most of 
the expenditure was for Television Extension into North- 
ern Ontario (TENO). 


Prior-period adjustment 


The 1989-90 retained income was adjusted from the 
previously reported amount of $1.5 million to $2.1 mil- 
lion. This was because of a refund in telecommunication 
service tax during the fiscal year. 


Management's responsibility for the financial statements 


The accompanying financial statements have been pre- 
pared by management in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting principles, with the exceptions set 
out in the notes to the financial statements. 

Management is responsible for all information in the 
Annual Report, including, where appropriate, its consist- 
ency with the financial statements. 

Management has certified that all information having 
a potential connection with the financial statement has 
been provided to the Provincial Auditor. 

To assist management in the discharge of its responsi- 
bilities, TVOntario maintains an internal control designed 
to provide reasonable assurance that its assets are safe- 
guarded, that only valid and authorized transactions are 
executed, and that accurate, timely, and comprehensive 
financial information is prepared. 

TVOntario has an internal audit unit whose functions 
include reviewing and commenting on internal control. 

The TVOntario Board of Directors is responsible for 
ensuring that management fulfills its responsibilities. The 
board has appointed an Audit Committee from among its 
own members. The Audit Committee meets periodically 
with management, including the director, Internal Audit, 
and the Provincial Auditor, to discuss audit, internal 
control, accounting policy, and financial reporting mat- 
ters. The financial statements in this Annual Report were 
reviewed jointly by the Audit and Finance committees 
before approval by the board of directors. 

The Provincial Auditor conducts an annual audit in 
accordance with Section 11 of the Ontario Educational 
Communications Authority Act. 

The Provincial Auditor’s Report is included with the 
accompanying statement.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 31 MARCH 1991 


1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


a) Basis of accounting 

The financial statements of The Ontario Educational 
Communications Authority (the Authority) have been 
prepared in accordance with generally accepted account- 
ing principles with the following exceptions: 

@ Fixed assets, with the exception of transmission facilities 


on the CN Tower, are expensed in the year of acquisition. 


@ All leases in the nature of capital leases are accounted 
for as operating leases and accordingly the related lease 
payments are expensed as incurred. 


f Pension expense includes only cash contributions made 
by the Authority to the pension plans during the year. 


b) Inventories 

Film, stores, and supplies are valued at the lower of cost 
or net realizable value, where cost is determined on a first- 
in, first-out basis. Program support materials include only 
the costs of printing. Videotape and program support 
materials are valued at the lower of cost or net realizable 
value where cost is determined on a weighted average basis. 


c) Fixed assets 

Transmission facilities located on the CN Tower are 
recorded at a cost of $1,719,000 and depreciated on a 
straight-line basis over a period of 18 years, representing 
the term of the long-term debt. Depreciation expense of 
$95,000 (1990 — $95,000) is included in the broadcast 
distribution and engineering expenditure. Accumulated 
depreciation to date is $1,237,000 (1990 — $1,142,000). 


d) Deferred revenue 


Grants and revenue received in the year with restrictions 
on their use are deferred until the applicable conditions 
have been fulfilled. 


e) Revenue recognition 

Revenue from the licensing of program material is recog- 
nized when the rights to the program material are sold. 
Membership contributions are recorded on a cash basis. 


f) Retained income 


A portion of the excess of revenue over expenditure from 

program sales and the revenue from Membership contri- 

butions is expected to be used in program production and 
acquisition in the following year. 


2. Prior-Period Adjustment 


Objections made during the current year by the Authority 
for telecommunications services taxes applicable to the 
1989, 1990, and 1991 fiscal years were settled during the 
year in favor of the Authority and a third party. Accord- 
ingly, the Authority received $1,238,048 including interest 
during the current year. 

Asa result of this refund, $184,743 and $290,376 have 
been credited to income during fiscal years 1991 and 1990 
respectively. Retained income at 1 April 1990 has been 
credited with $350,080, being the refund applicable to 
fiscal 1989. The remaining balance of $412,849 is the 
amount of tax that was subsidized by a third party and is 
included in accounts payable as at 31 March 1991.

5. Capital Renewal Fund 


To ensure that the Authority’s technical capital assets 
keep pace with technological changes, the Capital Renewal 
Fund was established during the 1984 fiscal year to 
provide funds for future maintenance and replacement 
of technical capital assets when needed. During the 1991 
fiscal year, the fund received $2,669,800 (1990 — $2,526,500) 
from the Province of Ontario and earned interest of 
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$898,602 (1990 — $493,902). Expenditures from the fund 
during the year were $1,541,121 (1990 — $2,370,824). The 
fund is invested in term deposits. 


6. Deferred Revenue 


Included in deferred revenue is $9,722,096 (1990 — 
$10,581,031) from various ministries of the Province of 
Ontario. 


7. Long-Term Debt 


The Authority has a repayment agreement with the 
Crown Assets Disposal Corporation for the capital costs 
of Channel 19 transmission facilities located on the CN 
Tower. Interest rates on the principal amounts are fixed 
and range from 8 1/16 percent to 9 3/4 percent. The long- 
term debt, which expires in 1997, is secured by the trans- 
mission facilities. Future annual payments will be $95,000 
on 1 April 1991, $64,000 from 1 April 1992 to 1 April 1996, 
and $67,000 on 1 April 1997.

9. Network Extension Expenditure and 
Grants Recognized 


In previous years, the Province of Ontario through the 
ministries of Culture and Communications and Northern 
Development and Mines provided $24,775,900 for the 
expansion of the network through the construction of new 
transmitters throughout the province. During the 1991 
fiscal year, $1,122,400 (1990 — $2,346,800) was received 
from the province for network extension and the Televi- 
sion Extension in Northern Ontario program. 

Grants spent to date on fixed assets amount to 
$22,926,600, of which $1,265,200 was spent during the 
1991 fiscal year (1990 — $876,500). In addition, $27,500 
was funded directly by the Authority this year. The 
unexpended balance of $2,971,700 has been deferred to 
cover future expenditures. 


10. Pension Plans 


The Authority has pension plans covering substantially all 
employees. The contributions by employees together with 
those made by the Authority are deposited with a trustee 
according to the terms of the plans. Pensions at retirement 
are related to years of credited service and earnings. 

An actuarial valuation of the Authority’s pension 
plans at 1 January 1989 revealed a surplus of $7,864,200. 

The Authority’s current-year contribution was 
$852,678 (1990 — $743,338). 


11. Lease Commitments 


Leases cover transmission facilities, offices, and ware- 
house premises and equipment.

12. Charitable Status 


The Authority has been approved by Revenue Canada as 
a registered charitable organization and may issue income 
tax receipts for contributions. 


13. Income Taxes 


As a crown corporation of the Province of Ontario, the 
Authority is exempt from income taxes. Accordingly, 
no provision for income taxes is made in the financial 
statements.

I believe that TVOntario’s activities and 
accomplishments during the past year can 
be best summed up by the on-air station 
signature created for our fall 1991 French 
and English programming launch — 
“TVOntario opens your eyes” / “Les yeux 
grand ouverts.” Indeed, through our pro- 
gramming and ongoing initiatives, both in 
Ontario and around the world, TVOntario 
“opened the eyes” of the viewers of this 
province to our Ongoing commitment to 
lifelong learning and programming that 
meets their needs, with both immediacy 
and effectiveness. 

At TVOntario, we’re in the education 
business. Our programming helps our 
viewers — young and old, inside and out- 
side the classroom — develop the 
understanding and skills they'll need to 
participate and compete successfully in this 
world of rapid change and global chal- 
lenge. I believe that our commitment to 
learning will become increasingly important 
as Ontarians continue to forge a path 
toward the next century and TVOntario 
rises to meet the various broadcasting, edu- 
cational, and economic challenges that will 
inevitably arise. 

To respond to the growing needs of this 
province's English- and French-language 
audiences, TVO created the new Distance 
Learning Division and La Chaine created a 
Formation (or “Skills”) sector; both offer 
skills-training programs for professional and 
personal development. In addition to their 
regular adult Home Studies programs, our 
two networks offer TVO Daytime and 
Pedagogie 2000, programming that pro- 
vides training and professional-develop- 
ment services for Ontario educators. The 
Distance Learning Division has also devel- 
oped programs enabling students who 
have dropped out of the educational sys- 
tem to complete their secondary-school 


credits. Together, both English and French 


divisions are working to strengthen 
TVOntario’s support for Ontarians who 
require practical skills training to get and 
keep jobs. 

This year, in partnership with the 
Ontario Teachers’ Federation, we launched 
the TVOntario Teachers’ Awards honoring 
achievement and innovation in the use of 
educational technologies in the classroom.

TVOntario’s ongoing commitment to 
offering broad educational opportunities to 
all our viewers includes many international 
initiatives with like-minded public broad- 
casters.

To help us put something back into the 
industry that has served us and our viewers 
so well over the years, TVOntario launched 
the Prix TVOntario Awards, a major 
international competition held at the 1991 
‘Banff Television Festival for producers of 
educational television programs. The win-

@ROGRAMMING: ADULT 


In both English and French, through docu- 
mentaries, arts and news magazines, infor- 
mation series, comedies, performance 
specials, and dramas, TVOntario’s adult- 
oriented programs offer analysis and explo- 
ration of contemporary reality, as well as 
the opportunity to learn practical skills that 
enrich work and leisure. Whether through 
in-house production, co-production, or 
acquisition, TVOntario consistently offers 
viewers across Ontario a wide variety of 
excellent programming. 

All our production staff are charged with 
the responsibility of airing programming 
that represents the diversity of TVOntario 
audiences through content, choice of hosts, 
and those interviewed. 
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TVO 

Between the Lines continued to give in- 
depth analysis of timely and topical events. 
Topics discussed in its 26 programs in the 
1991-92 season included “What Options?” 
(the Peterson-Bouchard Canadian unity 
debate at Brock University), violence, 
euthanasia, and the keeping of race-crime 
statistics. 


e Viewer response was sought for six 


biweekly programs of The Viewers’ 
Opinion, a new series that provided a 
forum for viewers’ questions, opinions, or 
complaints about TVOntario. 

During Space Month (January 1992), TVO 
aired a variety of space programs, and 
featured the TVO special One Moment in 
Time and The Science Edition’s special 
link-up between the Prime Minister’s Office 
and the space shuttle Discovery. In addi- 
tion, TVO launched The Space Journals, six 
one-minute shorts that were produced for 
broadcasting during International Space 
Year (1992). 

TVO broadcast programs on AIDS during 
AIDS Awareness Week, and during a partic- 


ularly vociferous period in the ongoing 


debate about euthanasia, the health maga- 
zine show Life Lines aired a program on the 
topic. 

During Heart Month (February 1992), TVO 
broadcast five specials on the dangers of 
heart disease, its prevention and treatment. 
Arteffects, a pilot for a new arts magazine, 
produced a special interstitial feature about 
year-end arts celebrations in Ontario, and 
six mini-documentaries featuring stories 
about artists from various Ontario commu- 
nities. Arteffects tackled a number of sub- 
jects, including gay bashing in the arts, 
current movie-marketing strategies, and 
adult puppetry. Two half-hour pilots were 
also produced for airing in May, 

Imprint, the series that looks at issues and 
ideas of the literary world in its weekly 
live-to-tape same-day broadcast format, 
responded to such topical issues as the 
controversy over Mordecai Richler’s book 
Oh Canada! Oh Quebec!, Freedom to Read 
Week; and the municipal banning of the 
band Bare-Naked Ladies. 

In Public Affairs programming, more than 
75 percent of the programming was TVO- 
produced or co-produced. 

Hands over Time's six new programs show- 
cased Ontario craft artists of diverse cultural 
and racial groups across the province. 

The Science Edition completed a co- 
production agreement with the Open 
Learning Agency (B.C.), and discussed 
agreements with Access Alberta and SCN 
(Saskatchewan). 

Waste Not collaborated with the Open 
Learning Agency on the first series and dis- 
cussions for the second series are under 
way. Common Ground and Life Lines con- 
tinue to trade programming segments with 
ABC (Australia), WNET (New York), and

@ROGRAMMING: ADULT EDUCATION 


TVOntario’s programming for adults has a 
large’ and growing sector that attends to 
adult training and education. In TVO, this 
kind of educational programming falls 
under the Distance Learning Division, La 
Chaine’s equivalent sector is Formation 
(Skills). 

TVO’s Distance Learning Division was 
created in September of 1991, bringing 
TVO’s Home Studies sector, TVO Daytime, 
Educational Services, and Interactive 
Education together under this common 
umbrella. In 1991-92, this division was 
responsible for over 2,500 hours of net- 
work broadcast time. 

Created in 1991, La Chaine’s Formation 
sector is dedicated to teacher training, 
French-language home studies courses, 
distance education, and skills and 


professional training. 


Distance Learning and Formation are H 
charged with developing a range of skills 
programs aimed at audiences at home, in 
schools, in professional associations, and in 
manufacturing and service industries. These 
divisions continue to expand their direct 
teaching programs, as well as maintain 
their traditional commitments to teachers 
and home learners. These areas produce a 
mixture of how-to programs, documen- 
taries, in-studio interview programs, 
phone-in programs, topical professional- 
development programs, interactive telecon- 
ferences, and direct teaching programs. 

TVO has been working on a proposal 
for a dedicated skills-training channel, to 
operate in partnership with business, 
industry, labor, and the existing education

and training systems. Exploration and 
development of both personal enrichment 
courses and credit courses are under way: 
e.g., a series for the Ontario Provincial 
Police on abuse; a series for human- 
resources professionals called HR Report; 
the series Women in Politics, and programs 
for teachers on teaching techniques. 


TVO’s Home Studies and 

La Chaine’s Formation courses 
TVOntario acquires, produces, and broad- 
casts Home Studies and Formation courses 
in English and French for adults who wish 
to further their education from the comfort 
of their homes. Telecourses are supple- 
mented with reading or other course work: 
learning packages contain resource material 
such as viewer’s guides and books and 
audiotapes. TVOntario’s connections with 
educational institutions throughout the 
province ensure that several series are 
components of distance education courses 
offered through community colleges and 


universities. 
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TVO Home Studies 
¢ In 1991-92, 31,689 persons registered for 
TVO Home Studies courses. 


¢ In the same year, 2,181 persons registered 
in four university credit courses aired on 
TVO, up 78 percent over the last year. 
These courses, offered by four different 
universities, were [Introduction to 
Chemistry, Fine Arts, Introductory Statistics, 
and Introductory Psychology. 

¢ TVO’s Home Studies offered 31 new 
courses (131 hours of new programming), 
airing an overall total of 110 courses. The 
most popular courses were Well-Being, 
Madbur Jaffrey’s Indian Cookery, and 
k-2000: The Better-Built House. 


La Chaine Formation courses 

e La Chaine’s Formation sector aired how-to 
courses, the most popular being /nitiation

QJapan), PBS (United States), and seven 
other broadcasters from around the world. 
It also broadcast college and university ° 
credit courses from Glendon College 
(Toronto), the University of Ottawa, and le 
College de technologie agricole et alimen- 
taire d’Alfred. 


TVO Daytime and Pédagogie 2000 

A broad range of professional-development 
programs are offered to Ontario teachers 
and educators. Teleconferences and special 
reports further extended TVOntario’s voice 
and presence with this audience. 

TVO Daytime is a title used to describe a 
wide variety of programming, reports, and 
announcements that focus on teacher 
education and education awareness. TVO 
Daytime, in its second year, airs Monday 
through Thursday at noon, Tuesday 
through Thursday at 4:00 p.m., and Fridays 
from noon to 4:00 p.m. In 1991-92, it 
produced almost 140 hours of new 
programming. Its programming falls into 
three main categories: core curriculum 
(mathematics, science, and reading), social 
education (e.g., racism, substance abuse, 
violence), and information (e.g., copyright 
laws, freedom of information legislation, 
staff training). TVO Daytime has a mandate 
to respond rapidly to topical events that 
have an impact on the educational 
community. Its programming is produced 
from the Box, a self-contained studio. 

Pédagogie 2000, a new program started 
in 1991, is a series airing on La Chaine 
Tuesdays and Thursdays. It is aimed at 
French-speaking teachers and educational 
administrators, and shares TVO Daytime’s 
focus on creating greater awareness about 
issues in education, such as “animation 
culturelle,” management participation, 
integration, French awareness, teacher 
training, drug abuse, illiteracy, sexual 
stereotyping, violence in the classroom, 


school dropouts, and teacher burnout. 
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TVO Daytime’s program 
Education Matters is 
filmed in a self-enclosed 
storefront studio at Yonge 
and Eglinton in Toronto. 


. Ca 
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The programs, some broadcast live and 
some pre-taped, are targeted at educators, 
parents, and persons interested in the 
education system, and are produced from 
the self-contained Studio F. 
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TVO Daytime 

Air time for TVO Daytime’s teacher educa- 
tion programming was expanded from five 
to 12 hours each week. 

TVO Daytime continues to work from the 
Box, a multi-tasking production environ- 
ment designed to test new production 
methods and techniques, and new ways of 
working between union and non-union 
production staff. 


¢ TVO Daytime developed solid relationships 


with the educational community through its 
diverse programs. The audience phone-in 


program Issues in Education provided a 


weekly live forum for dialogue. The 
Benchmarks teleconference, followed by 
the Safe School and Anti-racist teleconfer- 
ences, showed TVO as responsive to 
important social events. This was further 
underscored by specials on provincial bud- 
get cuts to education. Daytime programs 
continue to interview leading educators 
and provide coverage of important educa- 
tional conferences. 


Pédagogie 2000 

TVOntario built Studio F, a self-contained 
studio used for interactive programming 
such as Pédagogie 2000. This series, which 
premiered in January 1991, airs a live, inter- 
active program from noon to 1:00 p.m. on 
Tuesdays, and a program taped earlier in 
the week on Thursdays. 

In February 1992, Pédagogie 2000 proved it 
could respond rapidly to important news 
for educators by producing, within a day 
and a half of the announcement, a live pro- 
gram on budget cuts faced by the Ministry 
of Education. 


TVO’s Educational Services and 

La Chaine’s Utilisation 

To strengthen TVOntario’s professional- 
development outreach, TVO’s Educational 
Services and La Chaine’s Utilisation sector 
show teachers how to incorporate 
television, video, and new instructional 
technologies into their teaching plans. 
TVO’s Educational Services has a 20-year 
history of providing in-service training to 
Ontario teachers. Its core workshop-design 
staff is assisted by TVO’s 200-member 
volunteer network of TVOntario-trained 
workshop specialists. 
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TVO’s Educational Services 

Educational Services and Utilisation contin- 
ued to offer a wide variety of workshops to 
support TVO’s curriculum-based programs. 
These were led by TVO staff or one of over 
150 workshop specialists — teachers 
trained by TVO in adult education, staff 
training, and television-based learning. In 
1991-92, TVO trained 7,034 teachers 
throughout Ontario. 


¢ Through TVO’s in-school programming, its 


teacher-training service, and its network of 
educators around the province, Educational 
Services has developed systems through 
which educators can learn about the on- 
going changes in education and these 
changes’ impact on future program design 
and delivery. 

Educational Services and TVO Daytime 
worked together on the continued 
development of teacher-training programs 
such as TVO Showcase and Teaching with 
Television. 

Working with the Addiction Research 
Foundation, Educational Services complet- 
ed a major teacher-training project that 
focused on substance abuse. TVO staff 
trained 40 workshop specialists who gave 


240 workshops on this topic, training a 


total of nearly 2,799 educators. La Chaine 
trained a total of 423 educators. 
Educational Services, with the help of an 
Ontario school, tested an American satel- 
lite-distributed teaching service called 
TEAMS. This example of live interactive 
direct teaching provided a wealth of 
experience that the Distance Learning 
Division will adapt for use in its services 
and programs to schools, according to its 
skills-training mandate. 

Thanks to funding from the Secretary of 
State, Educational Services and TVO 
Daytime created a series of programs and 
teacher-training workshops aimed at 
teachers of French as a second language. 


La Chaine Utilisation 

The Utilisation sector trained over 1,800 
teachers and community leaders in the 
use of La Chaine’s curriculum-based 
programming. 

Over and above its usual training activities 
in northern Ontario, La Chaine’s Utilisation 
sector took on a large training project 
involving three pilot schools in Timmins, 
North Bay, and Hearst. 

The Utilisation sector set up eight screening 
centres across the province to make its 
learning systems as accessible as possible 


to teachers. 


Interactive Education / High School on Air 
Working in partnership with the Ministry of 
Education’s Independent Learning Centre, 
TVO’s Distance Learning Division 
Interactive Education Unit developed direct 
teaching series targeted at students wanting 
to complete highschool diploma programs. 
This year, the TVO Distance Learning 
Division took over responsibility for this 
programming from the Youth sector. La 
Chaine’s Jeunesse sector is also producing 
similar types of programming, working in 
partnership with le Centre des études 


independantes. 
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TVO’s Interactive Distance Learning 
Four new direct teaching series were intro- 
duced in the High School on Air block 
(1:00 to 2:00 p.m., Monday through 
Thursday). 

Pilot projects, undertaken jointly by the 
Interactive Education Unit and TVO Youth 
programming, included two live interactive 
teleconferences directed at high schools 
during school hours. These teleconferences 
represent new initiatives in distance 
learning, and establish TVO as a leader in 
broadcast-based interactivity. 

Leaders in Action was a seven-hour 
program that linked students in 150 high 
schools from across the province. 

Why Stay”, a teleconference focusing on 
the importance of staying in school and 
completing a formal education, drew 
participation from 6,000 Ontario teachers 


and students. 


La Chaine’s Distance Learning courses 
La Chaine also produced Eprise de santé, 
its second credit course produced with 
Glendon College’s Women’s Studies 
department. 

Amenagement paysager was produced in 
partnership with le College de technologie 
agricole et alimentaire d’Alfred. 

Les Francophones hors-Québec was 


co-produced with Guelph University.

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@MISTRIBUTION AND PRODUCTION 


TVOntario serves the province on two 
broadcast networks: the predominantly 
English-language TVO and the pre- 
dominantly French-language La Chaine. 
Their signals, as well as that of the Ontario 
Legislative Assembly Television Service, are 
beamed from the Anik E2 satellite to 24 
high-powered and 201 low-powered trans- 
mitters, and to several hundred individual 
and cable satellite receivers across Ontario. 
An exception to the satellite distribution is 
the CN Tower transmitter in Toronto, which 
is fed directly by microwave signal. 

In 1991-92, the TVO signal reached 97 
percent of Ontarians and was carried by 
98 percent of cable systems (339 in total). 
La Chaine was available to 72 percent of 
Ontarians whose mother tongue is French, 
mostly through cable (carried on 304 cable 
systems), with additional service through 
transmitters in Hawkesbury and Sudbury 
for those without cable. Overall, 75 percent 
of Ontarians receive La Chaine. 

As in previous years, TVOntario con- 
tinued a practice known as “switched 
Sundays”: on Sundays, from noon to 
signoff, TVO broadcasts French-language 


programming while La Chaine broadcasts @ ® e e @ 


English-language programming. Since La 
Chaine is available in most communities 
only over cable service, this practice 


primarily serves Franco-Ontarians without 
cable, providing them with access to 
French-language educational programming 
on TVO, whose signal is much more 
widely available off air from transmitters. 

Thirty northern native communities also 
benefit from our satellite equipment. We 
distribute the signal of Wawatay Native 
Communications Society radio network 
by satellite subcarrier, and for two hours 
each weekend, Wawatay television 
programming replaces the TVO signal in 
these communities. 
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Distribution 


¢ In 1991-92, 56 new Television Extension 


into Northern Ontario (TENO) low- 
powered transmitters became operational. 
Of these, 10 extended TVO service into 
previously unreached areas, and 10 ex- 
tended La Chaine’s signal into communities 
that previously received only TVO. The 
remaining transmitters are used to provide 
the Ontario Legislative Assembly service to 


36 communities. The installation of 10 
other transmitters was also in progress this 
year. 

Work was undertaken to replace the 
transmitters at Sault Ste. Marie, Windsor, 
and Kitchener (Paris), installing a standby 
motor generator for Kenora, replacing the 
studio-transmitter link to the CN Tower, 
and installing fire and safety upgrades at all 
the older transmitter sites. 

Preparations are continuing for the installa- 
tion of new major regional transmitters in 
Pembroke, which will become operational 
in the fall of 1992. These transmitters will 
distribute signals for both TVO and La 
Chaine. 

A replacement transmitter was installed at 
Thunder Bay, and major repair work was ° 


completed on the Ottawa antenna. 


e TVOntario’s Distribution Services are 


responsible for the dubbing of tapes for 
schools, marketing, and internal use. 
Small-format videotape dubbing operations 
supplied 18,140 Videotape Program Service 
(VIPS) tapes, 6,688 tapes for marketing, and 
30,452 internal dubs. Edit 8, one of the 
VIPS dubbing suites, was completely 
rebuilt. 


Production 


¢ A new four-camera production mobile 


studio was brought on stream in October 
1991, to allow TVOntario to capture the 
diversity of Ontario on tape. 

A new, completely integrated studio with 
edit equipment (called Studio F) was built 
to support La Chaine’s programming 
requirements. 

New solid-state CCD (charge coupled 
device) studio cameras were installed in 
TVO's Studio 1, replacing some very old 
tube cameras. The studio’s video systems 
were also upgraded. 

A second videotape playback automation 
system was installed in Master Control to 
feed La Chaine’s network. 


e The use of electronic field production (EFP) 


units increased by 11 percent. Increased 
EFP production means that TVOntario is 
more often “in the field,” a visible presence 
in the community, responding with greater 
immediacy to trends and issues throughout 
Ontario.

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@OLICY, RESEARCH, AND PLANNING 


TVOntario’s mandate includes conducting 
research that supports the educational 
orientation of its programming. Since its 
inception in 1970, TVOntario has become 
known and respected around the world for 
the quality of its investigation into educa- 
tional technology and learning in our 
complex society. The Policy, Research, and 
Planning sector comprises Evaluation and 
Project Research (EPR), Planning and 
Development Research (PDR), library 
services, and Audience Research. 

EPR provides information that con- 
tributes to the production of educationally 
sound programs and services; PDR 
explores the rapidly changing educational, 
technological, and socioeconomic environ- 
ments in which TVOntario operates, 
recommending organizational initiatives 
and responses. 

Audience Research provides information 
and analyzes TVOntario’s actual and 
potential audiences, including access to 
the network’s signals. It also examines 
television viewing patterns and trends in 
Ontario. 
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Evaluation and Project Research 
Emphasis in Evaluation and Project 
Research was given to TVO’s Public Affairs 
sector. EPR undertook four formative 
evaluations of four Public Affairs series: 
Medium Close Up, Challenge Journal, 
Question and Answer, and WorkWeek. 
These reports help the sector shape and 
refine its programming. 

Formative evaluations were also conducted 
for the following series: Read My Lips, TVO 
Daytime, A Question of Justice, La Bande 
magnétique, Flash maths, Paul et les 
Années-Lumiere, La Cabane des réves, 
Nouvelles Nouvelles, Pedagogie 2000, and 
Défi-Santé. Results were used to refine the 


program formats and content. 


e An evaluation of the TVOntario Library 


Pilot Project was completed. This project 
examined the distribution of TVOntario 
videotapes through Ontario public libraries. 
As part of the ongoing monitoring process, 
summative evaluations were completed of 
TVOntario’s substance abuse series Dealing 
with Drugs and Chemical Solutions, Signal 
magazine; En forme/, Le Lys et le Trillium, 
and La Chaine’s Téléthon 1991. 

A research study was undertaken for La 
Chaine on the implications and potential 
benefits of broadcasting school program- 
ming overnight for taping by teachers. 

A panel of 150 young Franco-Ontarians, 
aged 15 to 19 and from every region of 
Ontario, was established to get immediate 
feedback on programming initiatives of 

La Chaine’s Youth sector and to identify 
their needs. 

In support of TVOntario’s ongoing concern 
to reflect societal diversity in its program- 
ming, this year a research study was 
initiated that investigates the portrayal of 
multiethnic minorities in La Chaine’s 
programming. The report and recom- 
mendations will be forthcoming in the 
next fiscal year. 

Initial discussions were held with the 
research arm of NHK, Japan, on conducting 
a joint research project examining the 
cultural aspects of producing programming 
serving both local and international 


markets. 


Planning and Development Research 
PDR provided support to a number of 
organizational initiatives concerning skills 


training. This support included the publica- 


tion of The Need for Training: A Synthesis of 


Recent Studies and the commissioning of a 
paper on key stakeholders and skills- 
training providers for the Distance Learning 
Division. 

As part of ongoing activities in support of 
TVOntario’s long-term planning, PDR 


completed Television Science for the 1990s: 


The dedicated group of 
researchers and analysts 
who form our Policy, 
Research, and Planning 
department. 


Bridging the Two Solitudes to assist TVO’s 
Science Unit in establishing its future 


programming directions. 

e PDR undertook several initiatives in support 
of TVOntario’s services to Ontario’s formal 
education system. Among them were the 
reports University Media Services in Media 
Centres, Libraries, and Faculties of 
Education, and Countering Violence in 
Families and Communities: School 
Initiatives and the Role of Educational 
Television. 

e At the request of International Affairs, PDR 
completed the report Curriculum Video 
Resources in the North American Market: 
Trends and Analysis. 

¢ To ensure that TVOntario continues to meet 
changing viewers’ needs, PDR monitors 
the ever-changing broadcasting and 
educational environment. In 1991-92, PDR 
undertook an exploration of trends and 
new developments in interactive multi- 
media technologies and produced the 
working paper TVOntario in the ‘90s and 
Program Delivery Options: A Proposal for 
Development Research and Implementation. 

e To assist La Chaine in developing a long- 
term plan for skills training, an analysis of 
the Entente Canada-Ontario sur la mise en 


valeur de la main-d‘ceuvre was prepared, 
and a study on the literacy needs of 

the francophone population was 
commissioned. 

PDR undertook exploratory research to 
establish the potential for skills-training 
partnerships with La Chaine for a pilot 
project based in Kapuskasing, Ont. 

PDR completed the study Profils scolaires et 
Auditoires potentiels dans les écoles de 
langue francaise de l'Ontario. 


Audience Research 

Audience Research instituted a competitive 
schedule grid analysis as a regular part of 
reporting on BBM seasonal “sweep” data. 
The department provided audience 
analyses in support of the CRTC licence 
renewal for TVO and La Chaine. 

The report TVOntario Signal Access in 
Ontario First Nations Settlements and 


Reserves was completed. 


e Audience Research is a member of the 


BBM technical committee concerned with 
the redesign of the current BBM viewing 
diary, and reviewing proposed new forms 
of electronic audience measurement. 


TVOntario Library 

Doing on-line computer database searches, 
updating centralized reference sources, 
ensuring the availability of key periodicals, 
and the know-how of professional staff 
are key elements of the Library’s success. 
This service is an important timesaver for 
employees working throughout the 
organization. This fiscal year, Library staff 
responded to almost 7,000 reference 
requests, and undertook close to 400 
on-line searches. 

Thanks to the Library’s expanded 


networking with many external sources of — 


information, TVOntario has benefited from 
extended access to information. 
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Q@NTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS 


The purpose of the International Affairs 
department is to establish relations or 
formal agreements with broadcasters and 
educators around the world, in order to 
extend TVOntario’s capacity to serve 
Ontario. The development of partnerships, 
new markets, and business opportunities 
increases TVOntario’s opportunities for 
funding and co-productions, and expands 
the organization’s potential for involvement 
in highly competitive services. 
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e Public Broadcasters International was a 
major initiative co-sponsored by TVOntario 
and NHK Japan. A three-day meeting took 
place in Toronto in November 1991 with 
the participation of chief executive officers 
and senior programmers from 21 broad- 
casters, representing 18 countries from 
around the world. In preparation for the 
PBI meeting, an extensive overview was 
prepared, covering public broadcasting’s 
competitive and technical environment, 
financing, co-productions, and potential for 
collaboration. The meeting resulted in 
plans to take on cooperative activities, 


> 


and a statement of a shared mission and 
principles for public broadcasting. A 
second meeting of an expanded group of 
public broadcasters is to be held in Brussels 
in December 1992. 

TVOntario joined the Pacific Rim 
Consortium (PacRim), an international 
forum for television co-production among 
broadcasters in the Asian Pacific region. 
TVOntario replaced the CBC as PacRim’s 
Canadian member and was invited to host 
a 1992 event. International Affairs obtained 
$20,000 funding from the Department of 
External Affairs and International Trade 
Canada for TVOntario’s membership. 

In response to the learning needs of 
Ontarians, International Affairs led discus- 
sions with such organizations as Discovery 
Communications, the Learning Channel, 
Hughes Satellite Communications, the 
World Bank, and the Public Broadcasting 
System in the U.S. on possible collaboration 
on new products and services. 

Accords with the U.K. (BBC Schools), 
Sweden (U.R.), France (FR3 and La Sept), 
Korea (KBS, EBS), and Spain (RTVE) were 
being negotiated in order to consolidate 
organizational links, leading to increased 
co-productions, marketing, and other 
business opportunities. 

International Affairs continues to represent 
TVOntario at the Canadian Commission of 
the United Nations Educational, Scientific, 
and Cultural Organization (UNESCO) 
meetings and responds to a variety of 
UNESCO documents. 

International Affairs explored involvement 
with Eurostep (the European association for 
satellite use in education), DELTA (projects 
using technology in education sponsored 
by the European Community), and the 
Commonwealth of Learning (the distance 
education organization, based in 
Vancouver, established to serve the 


Commonwealth).

The fulfillment of TVOntario’s commitment 
to the people of the province is supported 
by an extensive network of advisory coun- 
cils — five regional and one francophone

council, make recommendations to 
TVOntario’s board of directors concerning 
the educational and cultural needs of their 
communities.

Since 1981, viewers throughout Ontario 


have demonstrated their commitment to 


and pride in TVOntario by giving donations 


to the broadcaster, which automatically 
makes them Members of the TVOntario 
Membership family. Tax-deductible 
contributions, received through on-air 
campaigns, direct mail, and telemarketing, 
as well as through the annual renewal of

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@INANCIAL OVERVIEW 


TVOntario ended the 1991-92 fiscal year with a 
surplus of $1.2 million. This represents mainly 
the unallocated revenue from Membership 
donations and marketing sales, and is part of a 
deliberate strategy to minimize financial vulnera- 
bility by ensuring that funds are committed only 
when the expected revenues are realized. This 
amount was fully committed in the 1992-93 
budget allocations. 


Revenue 

Total gross revenue from all sources recognized 
in 1991-92 amounted to $90.6 million, compared 
with $90.8 million the year before, a decrease of 
0.3 percent. 


REVENUE FROM GOVERNMENT SOURCES 
Revenue from government sources for 1991-92 
was $76 million and represented 84 percent of 
total gross revenue (Chart 1), compared with 
81.5 percent in the previous year. Revenue from 
the Ontario government was 79.9 percent in 
1991-92 (76.9 percent in 1990-91), and revenue 
from the federal government represented 

4.1 percent of the total in 1991-92 (4.6 percent 
in 1990-91). 


Government source revenue includes: 


i) Base grants from the Province of Ontario 
Base funding recognized from the Ministry of 
Culture and Communications for 1991-92 

was $64.9 million, a 4.5 percent increase over 
$62.1 million the previous year. Included in the 
base grants is $15.1 million for curriculum-based 
learning systems. 


ii) Project funding 

Total funding from government sources for 
specific projects recognized for 1991-92 was 
$11.1 million, compared with $11.9 million the 
year before. Funds relating to these projects are 
recognized in the financial statements when the 
expenditure is incurred. Funds unspent at year 
end are shown as deferred revenue in the 
balance sheet. Project funding from the 
corporate sector is detailed below. 


REVENUE FROM NONGOVERNMENT SOURCES 
Revenue from nongovernment sources in 
1991-92 was $14.5 million, or 16 percent of the 
total revenue. Nongovernment source revenues 
comprise: 


i) Revenue-generating activities 

Corporate project funding, sales of programs, 

Membership campaigns, and other activities 

generate additional revenue for TVOntario. 
Corporate project funding was $4.2 million 

in 1991-92, compared with $3.7 million the 

previous year. 


Gross revenue in 1991-92 from the sales of 


program and support materials was $5.6 million, 


a decrease of 16.8 percent from last year, This 
amount includes revenue from the sale of pro- 
gram rights and cost recovery activities. Mem- 
bership contributions to TVOntario in 1991-92 
decreased by 10.3 percent to $3.3 million. 
Revenue from other sources, which includes 
investment income, land rental at transmitter 
sites, and stock shot sales, amounted to 

$1.4 million in 1991-92. 


ii) Cost recovery activities 

Additional revenue for TVOntario is generated 
by partial cost recovery in the sale of publica- 
tions; on-air Home Studies courses, a part- 
time learning service for Ontarians; and the 
Videotape Program Service (VIPS), which sells 
videotapes in Ontario. 


Expenditure 
Total expenditure for the year — $90.6 million 


— was 1.1 percent lower than the previous year. 


Of this amount, just over $82 million was for 
Operating activities (see Chart 2, page 34) and 
the balance, $8.6 million, was for the acquisition 
of fixed assets. 


NETWORKS 

Over 75 percent, or $61.7 million, of the $82 
million operating expenditure was spent for 
programming activities and broadcasting of 
programs on the TVO and La Chaine networks. 
Network expenditure includes: 


i) Programming 

Programming expenditure consists of costs asso- 
ciated with the production of new and acquired 
programs; program and technical staff support; 
educational services; development of support 
publications; and advertising and promotional 
activities. 

In 1991-92, expenditure on completed pro- 
gramming projects decreased by 2.7 percent to 
$51.7 million, mainly because of the one-time 
advertising and promotion thrust the year 
before; this amount represents 63 percent of the 
total operating expenditure. Programming 
output in new production was 1,143 hours, an 
increase of 33.6 percent over the previous year. 


ii) Broadcast distribution and engineering 
These activities include the broadcasting of two 
networks, operation of transmitter sites, and 
engineering services. Broadcast distribution and 
engineering expenditures for 1991-92 represent 


12.2 percent of total operating revenue.

ADMINISTRATION 

Administration includes corporate management, 
human resources, finance, information systems, 
legal services, purchasing, and general 
administrative activities. 

At $9.6 million, expenditure for administration 
represents 11.7 percent of total operating 
expenditure. 

The full-year effect of the initiatives under- 
taken in the previous year, and the continuing 
emphasis on systems automation, accounted for 
the $0.8 million increase over the previous year. 


COSTS OF REVENUE GENERATION 

For 1991-92, the costs of revenue generation 
were $8.4 million, or 10.2 percent of total 
operating expenditure. This includes: 


i) Cost of program and support sales 

Cost of program and support sales activities 
decreased by 15 percent to $5.9 million; this 
compares with a 16.8 percent decrease in 
corresponding revenue. Costs are allocated on 
a full-cost basis. 


ii) Cost of project funding and 

Membership contributions 

The costs of generating project funding and 
Membership revenues decreased by 13.6 
percent to $2.5 million; corresponding revenues 
for these activities decreased by 10.3 percent. 
Costs are allocated on a full-cost basis. 


RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 

Research and development include research for, 
and evaluation of, programming projects; 
development research; audience research; and 
policy and planning activities. 

Expenditure on research and development 
was $2 million, maintaining the same level as 
the previous year. This is 2.4 percent of total 
operating expenditure. 


EQUIPMENT — LEASE PAYMENTS 
Lease payments on equipment previously 
acquired amounted to $0.4 million in 1991-92. 


FIXED ASSETS 

Expenditure for fixed assets in 1991-92 was $8.6 
million. Of this amount, $6.9 million was spent 
on the acquisition of technical equipment that 
serves both networks; $1.7 million was spent on 
the extension of network signals, for which spe- 
cific funding is provided through the Ministry of 
Culture and Communications. 


Management’s Responsibility for the 
Financial Statements 

The accompanying financial statements have 
been prepared by management in accordance 
with generally accepted accounting principles, 
with the exceptions set out in the notes to the 
financial statements. 

Management is responsible for all information 
in the Annual Report, including, where 
appropriate, its consistency with the financial 
statements. 

Management has certified that all information 
having a potential connection with the financial 
statements has been provided to the Provincial 
Auditor. 

To assist management in the discharge of its 
responsibilities, TVOntario maintains internal 
controls that are designed to provide reasonable 
assurance that its assets are safeguarded, to 
enable only valid and authorized transactions, 
and to ensure that accurate, timely, and com- 
prehensive financial information is prepared. 

TVOntario has an internal audit unit whose 
functions include reviewing and commenting on 
internal control. 

The TVOntario Board of Directors is respon- 
sible for ensuring that management fulfills its 
responsibilities. The board has appointed an 
audit committee from among its own members. 
The audit committee meets periodically with 
management, including the director, Internal 
Audit, and the Provincial Auditor, to discuss 
audit, internal control, accounting policy, and 
financial reporting matters. The financial state- 
ments in the Annual Report were reviewed 
jointly by the audit and finance committees 
before approval by the board of directors. 

The Provincial Auditor conducts an annual 
audit in accordance with Section 11 of the 
Ontario Educational Communications Authority 
Act. 

The Provincial Auditor’s Report is included 
with the accompanying statement.

1. Summary of Significant Accounting 
Policies 


a) Basis of accounting 

The financial statements of the Ontario 
Educational Communications Authority (the 
Authority) have been prepared in accordance 
with generally accepted accounting principles 
with the following exceptions: 

Fixed assets, with the exception of transmission 
facilities on the CN Tower, are expensed in the 
year of acquisition. 

All leases in the nature of capital leases are 
accounted for as operating leases and accord- 
ingly the related lease payments are expensed 
as incurred. 

Pension expense is recorded based on cash con- 
tributions made by the Authority to the pension 
plans during the year. 


b) Inventories 

Program support materials include only the cost 
of printing and are valued at the lower of cost 
or net realizable value, where cost is determined 
on a weighted average basis. Stores and sup- 
plies are valued at cost, where cost is deter- 
mined on a weighted average basis. Film and 
videotape are valued at the lower of cost or net 
realizable value, where cost is determined on a 
first-in, first-out basis. 


c) Fixed assets 

Transmission facilities located on the CN Tower 
are recorded at a cost of $1,719,000 and depreci- 
ated on a straight-line basis over a period of 18 
years, representing the term of the long-term 
debt. Depreciation expense of $95,000 (1991 — 
$95,000) is included in the broadcast distribution 
and engineering expenditure. Accumulated 
depreciation to date is $1,332,000 (1991 — 
$1,237,000). 


d) Deferred revenue 

Grants and revenue received in the year with 
restrictions on their use are deferred until the 
applicable conditions have been fulfilled. 


e) Revenue recognition 
Revenue from the licensing of program material 
is recognized when the rights to the program 
material are sold. 

Membership contributions are recorded on a 
cash basis.

4. Capital Renewal Fund 


To ensure that the Authority’s technical capital 
assets keep pace with technological changes, 
the Capital Renewal Fund was established 
during the 1984 fiscal year to provide funds for 
future maintenance and replacement of techni- 
cal capital assets when needed. During the 1992 
fiscal year, the fund received $2,830,700 (1991 
— $2,669,800) from the Province of Ontario and 
earned interest of $581,082 (1991 — $898,602). 
Expenditures from the fund during the year 
were $3,783,614 (1991 — $1,541,121). The fund 
is invested in term deposits. 


5. Deferred Revenue

Included in deferred revenue is $7,941,400 
(1991 — $9,722,096) from various ministries of 
the Province of Ontario. 

Cash and short-term investments are restricted to 
the extent of the deferred revenue balances. 


6. Long-Term Debt 


The Authority has a repayment agreement with 
the Crown Assets Disposal Corporation for the 
capital costs of Channel 19 transmission facilities 
located on the CN Tower. Interest rates on the 
principal amounts are fixed and range from 

8 1/16 percent to 9 3/4 percent. The long-term 
debt, which expires in 1997, is secured by the 
transmission facilities. Future annual payments 
will be $64,000 from 1 April 1992 to 1 April 
1996, and $67,000 on 1 April 1997. 


7. Project Funding

During the 1992 fiscal year, $468,600 (1991 — 
$1,122,400) was received from the Province of 
Ontario for the Television Extension in Northern 
Ontario program. 


The balance of the grants available including the 
1992 funding for ongoing network extension 
projects amounts to $3,440,300 (1991 — 
$4,236,900), of which $1,656,100 (1991 — 
$1,265,200) was spent during the year and is 
included above in the project-funding revenue 
recognized from the province. The unspent 
balance of $1,784,200 (1991 — $2,971,700) is 
included in deferred revenue. 


8. Pension Plans 


The Authority has pension plans covering 
substantially all employees. The contributions by 
employees together with those made by the 
Authority are deposited with a trustee according 
to the terms of the plans. Pensions at retirement 
are related to years of credited service and 
earnings. 


The most recent actuarial valuation of the 
Authority’s pension plans at 1 January 1991 
revealed a surplus of $5,813,635. 


The Authority’s current-year contribution was 
$371,999 (1991 — $852,678). 


9. Commitments 


The Authority has entered into leases covering 
transmission facilities, offices. warehouses. 
and equipment. Future lease payments are as 
follows:

The lease on the Yonge Street location expires 
in August 1994 and the Authority is investigating 
space requirements after 1994. 


10. Charitable Status 


The Authority has been approved by Revenue 
Canada as a registered charitable organization 
and may issue income tax receipts for 
contributions. 


11. Income Taxes 


As a crown corporation of the Province of 
Ontario, the Authority is exempt from income 
taxes. Accordingly, no provision for income 
taxes is made in the financial statements.
